you ever hear of anylhingso incredibly ridiculous? I certainly could not 
even imagine that any race of HUMANS could be so unbelievably dense.) 

After accumulating the wealth of the world, the next thing which 
the money-mongers had to decide was what to do with this accumu¬ 
lated wealth of the world. How to make it secure, and make it bring 
interest forever? The answer is Socialism, Bolshevism, Sovietism. 
The magic formula is government ownership, management and 
control of everything by a paternalistic Autocracy. Russia is the first 
outstanding and wretched example. Which will be next? 

In perfect accord with The Protocols, the Jews are borrowing and 
bonding the unsuspecting Russian people into an inhuman robot- 
peonage which is to be a comparative hell alongside the former peas¬ 
antry under the Czar. Russia is not only borrowing at home but 
abroad. The Soviet State is guaranteeing the interest to be paid to 
the private owners of money, but of course the principal will never be 
paid. The precedent of moratoriums is already established. Bonds 
now coming due are paid with more bonds. Then we have the spec¬ 
tacle of Hunger-Bonds, all going out and nothing coming in. The 
rascally Jews will not permit a resumption of proper production and 
distribution. They want the burden of bonds to be made so great that 
there can never be any hope of repayment. Then, will the INTER¬ 
EST, made permanent forever, be adequate to satisfy the Jews’ idea 
of thePERFECT CAPITALISTIC EXPLOITATION BY USURY. 

Financial interests have plotted devilishly to bankrupt the world 
and to bring it into receivership, which, means world-peonage, because 
a bonded world is slave to the bond holders. Less, perhaps, than a 
hundred colossal estates will own the world’s bonds. This means that 
less than a hundred colossal estates, owned by a few, fat, greasy Jews, 
will be the world’s masters. (Har, har, bar! Yo, ho, ho! Haw, haw, 
haw! This is certainly the world’s very best joke!) 

Some authorities estimate that the whole indebtedness of the U. S. 
A., taxable against production, amounts to over300 billions of dollars. 
Salaries and wages of the whole country amounts to around 35 bil¬ 
lions. At 7 per cent, the interest on 300 billions equals 21 
billions yearly. IT IS THEREFORE APPARENT THAT WE 
ARE ALREADY IN BONDAGE BEYOND OUR CAPACITY 
TO PAY EVEN THE INTEREST. 

In miserable Russia, the Jews are less than 5 per cent of the popu¬ 
lation, yet they hold over 90 per cent of the official positions. Rus¬ 
sians and Jews are very much different, yet Russia is governed by a 
mere handful of unprincipled Jews. The 95 per cent of Russians have 
only a 10 per cent say-so about their own government, and even the 
10 per cent in office are but lickspittle (fronts) to the domineering 
Jews. To the reasoning mind, such a condition of affairs seems im¬ 
possible, yet the condition exists in fact. A careful study of The Pro¬ 
tocols alone will clear up the mystery.

PROTOCOL 1. 

What wRh about to set forth, then, is our system from t^^Pro 
points of view, that of ourselves and that of the goyim {i.e.,non-Jews.) 


It must be noted that men with bad instincts are more in number 
than tiie good, and therefore, the best results in governing them are 
attained by violence and terrorisation, and not by academic dis¬ 
cussion. Rare indeed are the men, who would not be willing to sacri¬ 
fice the welfare of all for the sake of securing their own welfare. Men 
are but beasts of prey. 


Political freedom is an idea, but not a fact. 


In our day, the power which has replaced that of the rulers is the 
power of GOLD. Time was when FAITH ruled. The idea of FREE¬ 
DOM is impossible of realisation because no one knows how to use it 
with moderation. 

When a State exhausts itself in its own convulsions through in¬ 
ternal discords or external foes it becomes irretrievably lost and is 
soon in our power. The despotism of CAPITAL, which is entirely in 
in our hands, reaches out to it a straw that the State, willy-nilly, must 
take hold of. If not, it goes to the bottom. 

The political has nothing in common with the moral. The ruler, 
who is governed by the moral, is not a skilled politician, and is there¬ 
fore unstable on his throne. He, who wishes to rule, must have re¬ 
course both to cunning and to make-believe. Great national qualities, 
like frankness apd honesty, are vices in politics, for they bring down 
rulers from their thrones more effectively and certainly than the most 
powerful enemy. Such qualities must be the attributes of the king¬ 
doms of the goyim, but we must in no wise be guided by them. OUR 
RIGHT LIES IN FORCE AND MIGHT. 

Our power in the present tottering condition of all forms of power 
will be more invincible than any other, because it will remain invisible 
until the moment when it has gained such strength that no cunning 
can any longer undermine it. Out of the temporary evil we are now 
compelled to commit will emerge the good of an unshakable rule, 
which will restore the regular course of the machinery of the national 
life, brought to naught by liberalism. The result justifies the means. 
{Bigh-faluting hooey, indeed.) Let us, however, in our plans, direct our 
attention not so much to what is good and moral as to what is neces¬ 
sary and useful. 

Before us is a plan in which is laid down the line from which we 
cannot deviate without running the risk of seeing the LABOR OF 
MANY CENTURIES BROUGHT TO NAUGHT. 


It must be understood that the might of a mob is a blind, senseless 
and unreasoning force, ever at the mercy of a suggestion from any 
side. The blind cannot lead Oieblind, and upstarts from the people 
cannot lead without bringing the whole nation to ruin. ONLY ONE 
TRAINED FROM CHILDHOOD FOR INDEPENDENT RULE 
CAN HAVE UNDERSTANDING OF THE WORDS THAT 
CAN BE MADE UP OF THE POLITICAL ALPHABET. 

Without absolute despotism there can be no existence for civiliza¬ 
tion. The mob is a savage and displays its savagery at every oppor¬ 
tunity. The moment the mob seizes freedom, it quickly turns to 
anarchy, which in itself is the highest degree of savagery. 


The goyim are bemused with alcoholic liquors; .their youth has 
grown stupid on classicism and from early immorality, into which 
they have been inducted by our special agents—by tutors, lackeys 
and governesses in the houses of the wealthy, by clerks and others, 
by our women in the places of dissipation frequented by the goyim. 

Our countersign is FORCE and MAKEBELIEVE. Only force 
conquers in political affairs. Violence must be the principal, and 
cunning and deceit the rule for governments. We must not stop at 
bribery, deceit and treachery in the attainment of our end. ■ In 
politics one must know how to seize the property of others without 
hesitation to secure submission and sovereignty. Wholesale senten¬ 
ces of death and merciless terrorism must be practised to produce 


blind submission. / 

Far back in ancient times, we were the first to cry the words, 
Liberty, Equality and Fraternity, just to fooi the stupid goyim- 
cattle; but, we mean that there shall he none of those empty words. 


Our master card has been and is and shall be the destruction of all 
privileges, on the ruins of which we shall set up our absolute 
autocracy of Gold. 





A APPENDIX. A 

1 —A Protocol of 1489 

The Revue des Etudes Juives, financed by James de Rothschild, 
published in 18S0, shows how true the Protocols are in saying that 
the Learned Eiders of Zion have been carrying on their plan for 
centuries. On January 13th., 1489, Chemor, Jewish Rabbi of Arles 
in Provence, wrote to the Grand Sanhedrin at Constantinople for 
advice. This was his reply: (condensed) 

"The advice of the Grand Satraps and Rabbis is: 

Become Christians, but keep the law of Moses in your hearts. 

Make your sons merchants that they may despoil .the Christians. 

Make your sons and daughters doctors and apothecaries that they 
may takeaway Christian lives. 

Make your sons canons and clerics that they may destroy their 
churches. 

Make your sons advocates and lawyers that you may put Christians 
under the yoke and dominate the world. 

DO NOT SWERVE FROM THIS ORDER. 

Signed V. S. S. V. F. F., Prince of the Jews, 21st. Caslue, 
(Nov.) 1489.” 

2— A Protocol of 1860. 

The Manifesto. 

Motto, AH Jews for one, and one for all. 

The net which Israel is throwing over the globe is widening and 
spreading daily. 

The day is not distant when all the riches and treasures of the 
earth will become property of the Children of Israel. 

3— A Protocol of 1869. 

(Jewry is enslaving all Christian people. There IS a Jew world 
plot, and it now stands completely unmasked.) 

This Protocol consists of 19 paragraphs which agree clearly with 
what has been written above, and prove conclusively that they came 
from the same source: To avoid repetition, needlessly, I shall quote 
only the last paragraph: 

"At the wished for hour, fixed in advance, we shall let loose the 
Revolution, which by ruining all classes of Christianity, will defi¬ 
nitely enslave the Christians to us. Thus will be accomplished the 
promise of God made to his People.” 

4— A Protocol of 1919.

“Signed, The Central Committee of the Petersburg Branch of the 
Israelite Internationa! League.” 

Any race or anybody with a pain of sense or gleam of understanding 
should be able to realize that eventually all servants of the 
super-densest Solan will go with him to Perdition and Death! Still 
those vile vipers—The Elders of Zion—blindly persist in an absolutely 
futile endeavor to perpetrate their filthy schemes: and crawl in and out of 
the foul belly of their Serpent-hatcher—in that moslridiculously hopeless 
of all ambitions—to defeat the Lord Cod Almighty!

"Diaries,” a translation of some passages which appeared in 
the JeKish Chronicle of July 14,1922. Herzl gives an account of 
bis fiat visit to England in 1895, and hie conversation with 
Colonel Qoldsmid, a Jew brought up as a Christian, an officer in 
the English Army, and at heart a Jew Nationalist. Goldsmid 
suggested to Bert! that the beat ^tfy of expropriating too English 
aristocracy and so destroying their power to protect too peoplo 
of England against’Jewish domination, was to put excessive taxes 
on the land. Herzl thought this an excellent idea. Compere 
Protocol VI. 

The above extract from Herd’a Dicry is on extremely rig- 
nifjeant bit of evidence bearing on the existence of the Jew

This is a secret which has not been revealed. The late Walter 
Rathe nan has thrown a little light on the Subject Writing in the 
Wiener Fret's Presae, December 24th, 1912, he said: 

Three hundred men, each of whom knows all the others, 
govern the fate of the European continent, and they elect 
their successors from their entourage. 

In the year 1844, on the eve of the Jewish Revolution of 1848, 
Benjamin Disraeli, whose real name was Israel, and who won a 
"damped,” or baptised Jew, published his novel, Coningiby, in 
which occure this ominous passage:— 

"So you see, my dear Oonlnffaby, the world is governed 
by very different personages from what is imagined by those 
who are not behind the scenes.” 

His hero, Sidonia (a character said to have bad its original in 
a Rothschild) uttered these words. Ho had jest made it clear 
that the personages in quest ion were all Jews. 

Now that Providence has brought to the light of day these se* 
crct Protocols all men may clearly see the bidden personages 
specified by Disraeli at work "behind the scenes” of all toft 
Government^. This revelation entails on all white peoples tba 
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grove responsibility o t examining and revising ou fond their at¬ 
titude towards tie Race and Nation which fa caste of its survival 
over all Empires. 

NOTES 

L—“Agontnr" and "The Political" 

ThcTc'aro two words in this translation which are unusual, the 
word “Apcntvr” and "political" used as a substantive, Agentur 
appears to bo a word adopted from tbo original and it means the 
whole body of agents and agencies mado use of by the Elders, 
whether members of the tribe or their Gentile tools. 

By "the Political" Mr. Maraden means, not exactly the "body 
politic" but the entire machinery of politics. 

U—Tho Symbolic Snake of Judaism. 

Protocol III opens with a reference to the Symbolic Snake of 
Judaism. In bis Epilogue to tho '1005 Edition of the Protocols 
Nilus gives the following interesting account of this symbol i— 
According to the records of secret Jewish Zionism, Solomon 
and other Jewish learned men already, in 920 B.C., thought out 
a schemo in theory for a peaceful conquest of the whole universe 
by Zion. 

As history developed, this scheme was worked out in detail and 
completed by men who were subsequently initiated in this ques¬ 
tion, These learned men decided by peaceful means to conquer 
the world for Zion with tho slyness of tbo Symholic Snake, whoso 
head was to represent those who have been initiated into the plana 
of tho Jewish administration, and the body of the Snake to rep¬ 
resent the Jowish pcoplo-~tho administration was always kept 
secret, even from the Jewish nation itself. As this Snake pene¬ 
trated into tho hearts of the nations which it encountered it un¬ 
dermined and devoured all the non-Jowtoh power of these States. 
It is foretold that tho Snake has still to finish its work, atriotly 
adhering to tho designed plan, until the course which it has to run 
Is closed by tho return of its head to Zion and until, by this means, 
tho Snake baa completed its round of Europe and has encircled 
it—and until, by dint of enchaining Europe, it has encompassed 
the-Wboto world- Thii It is to accomplish by using every en¬ 
deavour to subdue tho other countries by an ficottomtcal conquest. 

The return of tho head of tho Snake to Zion can only bo nc- 
eompiished aftor the power of all the Sovereigns of Europe has 
been laid low, that to to say, when by means of economic crises 
and wholesale destruction offectcd everywhere, there shall have 
been brought about a spiritual demoralisation and a moral cor¬ 
ruption, chiefly with the assistance of Jewish women masquerad¬ 


ing as French, Italians, etc. These are the surest spreaders of 
licentiousness into the lives of tbo leading men at tho heads of 
nations, 

A map of the course of the Symbolic Senko is shown as fol¬ 
lows:—Its fi rat stage in Europe was in 429 B.C. in Greece, whore, 
about the time of Pericles, the Snake first started eating into tho 
power of that country. The second stage was in Rome in the time 
of Augustus, about 69 B.C. The third in Madrid in the time of 
Charles V t iq A.D. 1552. The fourth in Paris about 1790, in 
the time of Louis XVI. The fifth in London from 1314 on¬ 
wards (after the downfall of Napoleon). The sixth in Berlin in 
1371 after the Franco-Pro sai cm war. The seventh iq St Peters¬ 
burg, over which to drawn the head of tho Snake under tho data 
of mi. 

All these states which the Snake traversed have hnd the founda¬ 
tions qf their constitutions shaken, Germany, with its apparent 
power, forming no exception to the rule. In economic conditions 
England and Germany are spared, but only till the conquest of 
Russia is accomplished by ttc Snake, oa which at present [it., 
1005] all its efforts arc concentrated. The further course of the 
Snake to not shown on this map, hut arrow* indicate its next 
movement towards Moscow, Kieft and Odessa. 

It is now well known to us to what extent the totter cities form 
the centres o£ the militant Jewish race. Constantinople is shown 
os the last stage of the Snake to course before it reaches Jerusalem. 
(This map was drawn years before tbo occurrence of the "Young 
Turk"—Jewish—Revolution In Turkey), 

III.—The term "Goj/iVn," meaning Gentile or non-Je'vs, is 
used throughout the Protocol* and Is retained by Mr. Ms reden. 

Note (1936). The late Lord Sydenham to remarks oa the question 
of "forgery" are at the, back of this book.

Note (1941). The troth of the Protocols is proved by Disraeli 
i n hi* " Lord George Ben tinck ” eh. 24, Ho there states categoric¬ 
ally that the Jews wish to destroy Christendom, and the methods 





0* accomplishing tbto, as described by Mm, coincide with the 
Protocol*. 

In the view of the writer of tils nolo the presence of Bolshevik 
cleric* in tho churches and of Bolshevik professor in the nni- 
tenitiea and elsewhere would bo impossible if tho Protocols were 
not true.

PROTOCOLS 

or the TreErxKGg of the 

LEARNED ELDERS OF ZION 
I 

2, ,,, . Pulling aside fine phrases we shall speak of the sig¬ 
nificance of each thought: by comparisons and deductions we 
shall throw light upon surrounding facts. 

2. What I am about to set forth, then, is our system from the 
two points of view, that of ourselves and that ©£ tho ffoyim [t.s,, 
non-Jews}. 

3. It must be noted that men with bad instincts ore more in 
number than the good, and therefore the best results in govern¬ 
ing them arc attained by violence and terror toft lion, and not by 
academic discussions. Every man aims at power, everyone would 
like to become a dictator if only ho could, and rare indeed are the 
men who would not be willing to sacrifice the welfare of all for 
the sake of securing their own welfare, 

&. Whet has restrained the beasts of prey who ore called men! 
What has served for their guidance hitherto! 

5. In the beginnings of the structure of society they wore sub¬ 
jected to brutal and blind force; afterwards—to Law, which ia 
the same force, only disguised. I draw the conclusion that by 
tho law of nature right lies in force. 

6. Political freedom is an idea but not a fact. This idea one 
must know how to apply whenever it appears necessary with 
this bait of an idea to attract the masses of tho people to one’s 
party for the purpose of crushing another who is in authority. 
This task is rendered easier if tho opponent has himself been in¬ 
fected with the idea of freedom, so-called liberalism, and, for the 
sake of an idea, is willing to yield some of hia power. It is pre¬ 
cisely here that the triumph of our theory appears; the slackened 
reins of government arc immediately, by the tow of life, caught 
up and gathered together by a‘ new hand, because ihe blind might 
of the nation cannot for one single day exist without guidance, 
and the new authority merely fits into the place of the old al¬ 
ready weakened by liberalism, 

7. In our day the power which has replaced that of tho rulers 
who were liberal to the power of Gold. Time was when Faith 
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nM. The idea of freedom is impossible of realisation because no 
one knows how to uss it with moderation. It is enough to hand 
over ft people to self-government for n certain length of time for 
that people to be turned into ir disorganiz'd mob. From that mo¬ 
ment on we get internecine Strife which soon develops into battles 
between classes, in the midst of which States bum down and their 
importance te reduced to that of a heap of ashes, 

8. Whether n State exhauats itself in its own convulsions, 
whether its internal discord brings it under the power of external 
foes—in any ease it can bo accounted irretrievably lost: il is t’n 
onr power. The despotism of Capital, which is entirely in our 
hands, reaches out to it tf straw that the State, willy-niUy, must 
take hold of: if not—it gees to tbc bottom. 

9. Should anyone of b liberal mind aay that such reflections 
as the above arc immoral I would put the following questions:— 
ff every State has two foes and if in regard to the external foe 
it is allowed anti not considered immoral to use every manner and 
art of conflict, as for example to keep the enemy in ignorance of 
plans of attack and defense, to attack him by night or in superior 
numbers, then in what way can the same means in regard to a 
worse fee, the destroyer of the structure of society and tho com¬ 
monweal, be called unmoral and not permissiblef 

10. In it possible for apy sound logical mind to hope with any 
success to guide crowds by tho aid of reasonable counsels and 
arguments, when any objection or controdiction, senseless though 
it may be, can bo made and when such obpcction may find more 
favour with tho pcoplo, whoso powers of reasoning are super¬ 
ficial J Men in masses and the men of tho mosses, being guided 
solely by petty passions, paltry beliefs, traditions and sentimental 
thcomm, fall a proy to party dissension, which binder* any kind 
of agreement even on tho bnaia of a perfectly reasonable argu¬ 
ment, Every resolution of a crowd depends upon a chance or 
packed majority, which, in Ita ignoranco of political secrets, puts 
forth some ridiculous resolution that Jays in tho administration a 
seed of anarchy. 

U. Tho political has nothing in common with the moral. The 
ruler who is governed by tbc moral is not a skilled politician, 
and ia therefore unstable on his throne. Ho who wishes to rule 
must have recourse both to cunning and to make-believe. Greet 
national qua!ities, like frankness and honesty, are vices in poli¬ 
ties, for they bring down rulere from their thrones more effee- 
lively and more certainly than tho most powerful enemy. Such 
qualities must bo the attributes of the kingdoms of tho yoyitn, but 
wo must in no wise bo guided by them. 

12, Our right lies in foreo. Tho word "right” is on abstract 
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thought and proved by nothing. The word meaoa no more than: 
—Give me what I want in order that thereby I may have a proof 
that I am stronger than you. 

13. 'Where does right begin! Where does it endf 

14. In any State in which there is a bad organisation of 
authority, as impersonality of laws and of the rulers who have 
lost their personality amid the flood of rights ever multiplying 
out of liberalism, I find a new right—to attack by the right of 
tho strong, and to scatter to tho winds all existing forces of order 
and regulation, to reconstruct all institutions and to become tho 
sovereign lord of those who have left to us the right* of their 
power by laying them down voluntarily in their liberalism. 

15. Our power in tho present tottering condition of all forms 
of power will he more invincible than any other, because it will 
remain invisible until the moment when it has gained such 
strength that no cunning can *fny longer undermine it. 

16. Oot of tho temporary evil we are now compelled to commit 
will emerge the good of an unshakable rale, which will reatorc the 
reenter couth o of the machinery of the national life, brought to 

. naught by liberalism. The result justifies the means. Let us. 
however, in our plana, direct our attention not so much to what 
i* good and moral a 3 to what Is necessary and useful. 

17. Before us is a plan in which is laid down strategically the 
lino from which we cannot deviate without running the risk of 
seeing the labour of many centuries brought to naught, 

18. In order to elaborate satisfactory forms of action it is 
necessary to have regard to the rascality, the slackness, tho in¬ 
stability of the mob. Its lack of capacity to understand and re¬ 
spect the conditions of its own life, or ita own welfare. It must 
bo understood that the might of a mob is blind, senseless and un¬ 
reasoning force ever at the mercy of a suggestion from any aide. 
Tho blind cannot lead tho blind without bringing them into the 
abyss: consequently, members of the mob, upstarts from the 
people oven though they should be as a genius for wisdom, yet 
hliving no understanding Of tho political, cannot come forward 
as leaders of the mob without bringing the whole nation to ruin. 

39. Only one trained from childhood for independent rule 
can have understanding of the words that can be made up of the 
politico! alphabet. 

20, A people left to itself, i.e., to upstarts from its midst, 
brings itself to ruin by party dissensions excited by the purnnit 
of power and honours and the disorders arising therefrom. Is it 
possible for the masses of the people calmly and without petty 
jealousies to form judgment, to deal with the affairs of the cOnu¬ 
tty, which cannot be mixed up with personal interests! Can they 
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defend themselves from on external foel It is unthinkable; for 
a plan broken up into as man/ parts as there are beads in the 
mob, loses all homogeneity, and thereby becomes unintelligible 
and impossible of execution. 

21. It is only with a despotic ruler that plans can be elabo. 
rated extensively and clearly in such a way as to distribute the 
whole properly among the several parts of the machinery of the 
State: from this the conclusion 13 inevitable that a satisfactory 
form of government for any country ia one that concentrates in 
the hands of ono responsible person. Without an absolute des¬ 
pot ism there can bo no existence for civilisation which 10 earned 
on cot by the masses but by their guide, wbosoover that peraon 
may bo. The mob is savage, and displays its savagery at every 
opportunity. The moment the mob seizes freedom in it* bands 
it quickly turns to anarchy, which in itself is the highest degree 
of savagery. 

22. Behold the alcoholized animals, bemused with drink, the 
right to an immoderate use of which comes along with freedom. 
It is not for us and ours to walk that road. The peoples of the 
ffoyim arc bemused with alcoholic liquors; their youth has grown 
stupid on classicism and from early immorality, idto which it has 
been inducted by our special agents—by tutors, lackeys, gover¬ 
nesses in tho houses of the wool thy, by clerks and others, by our 
women in tho places of dissipation frequented by the goyim. In 
tho number of these last i count also the so-called "society 
Indies," voluntary followers of the others in corruption and 
luxury. 

23. Our countersign is—Force and Make-believe. Only force 
conquers in political affairs' especially if it be concealed in the 
(alcnts essential to statesmen. Violence must be the principle, 
and cunning and make-believe the rule for governments which 
do not want to lay down their crowns at the feet of agents of some 
new power. This evil is the one and only means to attain the end, 
tho good. Therefore we must not stop at bribery, deceit and 
treachery when they should serve towards the attainment of our 
end. In^ politics one must know how to seize the property of 
others without hesitation if by it we secure submission and sov¬ 
ereignty. 

24. Our Stole, marching along the path of peaceful conquest, 
has the right to replace the horrors of war by less noticeable and 
more satisfactory sentences of death, necessary to maintain the 
terror which tends to produce blind submission. Just but mer¬ 
ciless severity is the greatest factor of strength in the State: not 
only for the sako of gain but also in the name of duty, for the 
sake of victory, we must keep to the programme of violence and 
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make-believe. The doctrine of squaring accounts is precisely aa 
strong as tho means of which it makes nse. Therefore it is not so 
much by the means themselves as by the doctrine of severity that 
we shall triumph and bring all governments into subjection to 
our super-government. It is enough for them to know that we 
are too merciless for all disobedience to cease. 

25. Far back in ancient times we were the first to cry among 
the mosses of the people the words "Liberty, Equality, Frater¬ 
nity,” words many times repealed sine* those days by stupid poll- 
parrots who from all sides round flew down upon these baits and 
with them carried away the well-being of the world, truo freedom 
of the individual, formerly so well guarded against the pressure 
of the mob. The would-be wise men of the goyim, the intellec¬ 
tuals, could not make anything out of the uttered words in their 
abstractness j did not note the contradiction of their meaning and 
inter-relation: did not sec that in nature there is no equality, can¬ 
not be freedom: that Nature herself has established inequality of 
minds, of characters, and capacities, just as immutably as she has 
established subordination to her laws; never slopped to think 
that the mob is a blind thing, that upstarts elected from among 
it to beat rule are* in regard to the political, the same blind men 
os the mob itself, that the adept, though he be a fool, can yet rule, 
whereas the non-adept, even if he were a genius, understands 
nothing >n the political—to all those things the goyim paid no re¬ 
gard ; yet all the time it was based upon these things that dynastic 
rule rested; tbo father passed on to the son a knowledge of the 
course of political affairs in such wise that none should know it 
but members of the dynasty and none could betray it to the gov¬ 
erned. As time went on tho meaning of the dynastic transfer¬ 
ence of the true position of affairs in the political was lost, and 
this aided the aucces of our cause. 


26, In all corners of the earth the weeds "Ljb{jty : ‘Rqualitv 
Fraternity," brought to our ranks, thanks to on 
whole legion* who bore our banners with enthus 
the time these words were canker-worms at work 
well-being of the goyim, putting an end every 
quiet, solidarity and destroying all the foundatio 
States. As yon will see later, this helped us to o' 
gave us the possibility, among other things, of g> 
hands the master card—the destruction of the p 
other words of the very existence of the aristoerne 
that class which was the only defense peoples am 
against us. On the ruins of the eternal and genea 
racy of the geyim we have set up the aristocracy o. 
clas3 headed by the aristocracy of money. Tho qu 
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this aristocracy we have cslablishcd in wealth, which is depen¬ 
dent upon ns, and in knowledge, for which our learned elder* 
provide the motive force. 

27. Our triumph has been rendered caster by the fact that in 
our relations with tho men whom we wanted we hove always 
worked upon the moat sensitive chorda of the human mind, upon 
the cash account, upon the cupidity, upon the insatiability for 
motcrinl needs of man; and each one of these human weaknesses, 
taken atone, is sufficient to paralyse initiative, for it bands over 
tho *vill of men to the disposition of him who juts bought their 
activities. 

2$. Tho abstraction of freedom has enabled us to persuade the 
mob in ail countries that their government is nothing but the 
afaward of tho people who are the owners of the country, end 
that the steward may he replaced like a worn-out glove. 

2S>. It Is tins possibility of replacing the representative* of 
the ptoplo which bn* placed them at our disposal, and, a* it were, 
given un tho power of appointment. 

n 

]. It is indispensable for our putposc that wars, so for as 
possible, should not result in territorial gains: war will thus be 
brought on to tho economic ground, whore tho nation* will not 
fail to perceive in the assistance we givo the strength of our pre¬ 
dominance, and this state of things will put both side* at the 
mercy of our intomational agsiifur; which possesses millions of 
eve* over on tho watch and unhampered by any limitations what¬ 
soever. Our international rights will then wipe out national 
rights, in the proper sense of right, and will rule tho nations pre¬ 
cisely as the civil law of States rules tho relations of their sub¬ 
jects among themselves. 

2, Tho administrators, whom we shall choose from atnong the 
public, with strict regard to their capacities for servile obedience, 
will not be persons trained in the arts of government, and will 
therefore easily breome pawns in our game in the hands of men of 
learning and genius who will be their advisers, specialists bred 
nttd reared from early childhood to rule tile affairs of the whole 
world. As is well known to you, these specialists of ours have 
been drawing to fit them for rule the information they need from 
onr political plans ftom the lessons of history, from observations 
made of the events of every moment ns it passes. Tiic fjoyim arc 
not guided by practical use of unprejudiced historical observa¬ 
tion, hut by theoretic at routine without any critical regard for 
consequent results. need not, therefore, take any account 
of them—let them amuse themselves until the hour strikes, or Hvo 
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en hopes of now forms of enterprising pastime, or ca tho 
memories of all they hove enjoyed. For them let that play the 
principal port which we have persuaded them to accept a3 the 
dictates of science (theory). It is with this objwt Jo view that 
we arc constantly, by means of our press, arousing a blind con¬ 
fidence in these theories. The intellectuals of the gogtm will 
puff themselves up with their knowledges and without any logi¬ 
cal verification of them will put into effect all the information 
available* from science, which our ogentur specialists have cun¬ 
ningly pieced together for the purpose of educating their minds 
in the direction wo want. 

3. Do not suppose for a moment that these statements are 
empty words: think carefully of the successes wo arranged for 
Darwinism, Marxism, Nfetcsche-ism. To us Jews, at any rate, it 
should be plain to see what a disintegrating importance theso 
directive* have bed upon tho minds of the ffOyim. 

4. It i3 indispensable for us to take account of tho thoughts, 
characters, tendencies oE the nations in order to avoid making 
slips in the political and in the direction of administrstive af¬ 
fairs, The triumph of our system, of which the component parts 
of the machinery may be variously disposed according to tho tem¬ 
perament of the peoples met on our way, will fail of success if 
the practical application of it be not based upon a summing up 
of the lessons o£ the past in the light of the present. 

5. In the hands of the States of to-day there is a great force 
that creates the movement of thought in the people, and that is 
the Press. The part played by the Press is to keep pointing our 
requirements supposed to be indispensable, to givo voice to the 
complaints oE the people, to express and to create discontent. It 
is in tho Press that the triumph of freedom of speech finds its in¬ 
carnation. Bat the gotfim States Jiavo not known how to make 
use of this force; and it bo* fallen into our hands. Through the 
Frew we have gained the power to influence while remaining 
ourselves in the shade; thaaka to the Press we have got the gold 
in our bands, notwithstanding that we have had to gather it out 
of the oceans of blood and tears. But it has paid ua, though we 
have sacrificed many of our people. Bach victim on our side is 
worth in the sight oE God a thousand goyxm. 

m 

1. To day I may tell you that our goal is now only a few 
steps off. There remains a small space to cross aud the whole 
long path we have trodden is ready now to close its cycle of the 
Symbolic Snake, by which we symbolise our people. When this 
ring closes, all the States of Europe will he locked m its coil as in 
a powerful vice. 
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2 ♦ The constitution scales of these Anya will shortly break 
down, for wo have established them with a certain Jock of ac¬ 
curate balance in order that they may oscillate incessantly until 
they wear through the pivot on which they turn. The goyim are 
under the impression that they have welded them sufficiently 
strong and they have nil along kept on expecting tlrnt the scales 
would come into equilibrium. But the pivots—the kings on their 
thrones— arc hemmed m by their representatives, who play the 
fool, distraught with their own uncontrolled and irresponsible 
power. This power they owe to the terror which has been 
breathed into the palaces. As they have no means of getting at 
their people, into their very midst, the kings on their thrones 
are no longer able to come to terms with them and so strengthen 
themselves against seekers after power. "V7e have made a gulf 
between the far-seeing Sovereign Power and the blind force of 
tho people so that both have lost all meaning, for like the blind 
man and his stick, both arc powerless apart. 

3. In order to incite seekers after power to a misuse of power 
we have set all forces in opposition one to another, breaking up 
their liberal tendencies towards independence. To this end we 
have stirred up every form of enterprise, we hove nrzned oil 
parties, we have set up authority as a target for every ambition. 
Of States we have made gladiatorial arenas where a lot of con¬ 
fused issars-contenJ ... A little more, and disorders and bank¬ 
ruptcy will be universal,.. 

■i. Babblers inexhaustible have turned into oratorical contests 
the sittings of Parliament and Administrative Boards. Bold 
journalists and unscrupulous pamphleteers daily fall upon execu¬ 
tive officials. Abuses of power will put the final touch in pre¬ 
paring all institutions for their overthrew and everything will 
fly do* ward under I he blows of the maddened raob. 

5. All people are chained down to heavy toil by poverty more 
firmly than ever they were chained by slavery and serfdom; from 
these, one way and another, they might free themselves, these 
could be settled with, but from want they will never get away. 
Wo have included in tho constitution such rights as to the masses 
appear fictitious and not actual rights. Ail these so-called 
“People's Righto" caq exist only in idea, an idea which can 
never be realised in practical life. What is it to the proletariat 
labourer, bowed double over his heavy toil, crushed by bis lot in 
life, if talkers get the right to babble, if journalists get the right 
to scribble any nonsense sido by side with good stuff, oitco the 
proletariat has no other profit out of the constitution save only 
those pitiful crumbs which we fling them from our table iu re¬ 
turn for their voting in favor of what wo dictate, in favour of 
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the men we place in power, the servants of our agtniur .... Re¬ 
publican rights for a poor man arc no more than a bitter piece 
of irony, for the necessity bo is under of toiling almost all day 
gives hizn no present use of them, bat the other band robs him 
of all guarantee of regular and certain earnings by making him 
dependent cm strikes by his comrades or lockouts by his masters. 

6. Tho people under our guidance have annihilated the 
aristocracy, who were their one and only defense and foster- 
mother for tha sake of their own advantage which is inseparably 
bound up with the well-being of the people. Nowadays, with the 
destruction of the aristocracy, the people have fallen into^ the 
grips of merciless money-grinding scoundrels who have laid a 
pitiless and cruel yoke upon the necks of tho workers. 

7. Wo appear on tho scene as alleged saviours of the worker 
from this oppression when we propose to him to enter the ranks 
of our fighting forces—Socialists, Anarchists, Communists—to 
whom we always give support in accordance with an alleged 
brotherly rule (of the solidarity of all humanity) of our social 
masonry. The aristocracy, which enjoyed by law the labour of 
the workers, was interested in seeing that the workers were wall 
fed, healthy and strong. T7a are interested in just the opposite 
—in tho diminution, the fcrflfrtjj oat of the QOTllf. Our power 
is in the chronic shortness of food and physical weakness of the 
worker because by all that this implies he is mado tho slave of 
our will, and he will not find in bis own authorities either 
strength or energy to set against our will. Hunger create^ the 
right of capital to rule tha worker more surely than it was given 
to the aristocracy by the legal authority of kings. 

8. By want and the envy and hatred which it engenders we 
shall move the mobs and with their hands wo shall wipe out all 
those who hinder us on onr way. 

9 . BTiea fhs Aour strikes for our Sovereign Lord of all the 
World to bo crowned it is these same hands which vpiK sweep 
away everything that wight fts a hindrance thereto . 

10. The goyim have lost tho habit of thinking unless prompted 
by tho suggestions of our specialists. Therefore they do cot see 
the urgent necessity of what we, when our kingdom comes, shall 
adopt at once, namely this, tkot it is essential to teach in national 
schools one simple, true piece of knowledge, the basis of oil 
knowledge—the knowledge of the structure of A«man life, of 
social existence, which requires division of labour, and, const- 
quently, the division of men into classes and conditions. It is 
essential for all to know that owing to difference tn the objects 
of human activity there cannot be any equality, that he who by 
any act of bis compromises a whole class cannot bo equally re- 
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sponsible before tbe Jew with him who effects no one but only 
his own honour. The true knowledgo of tho structure of society, 
into the secrete of which we <3o not admit the fftfyfai, would 
demonstrate to all men that the positions and work must he kept 
Within a certain circle, that they may not become u source of 
hurartn Buffering, arising from on education which decs not cor¬ 
respond with tho work which individuals are called upon to do. 
After a thorough study of this knowledge the peoples will volun¬ 
tarily submit to authority and accept such position as is ap¬ 
pointed thorn in the State. Tn ths present Btate ot knowledge and 
the direction we have given to Its development the peoplo, blindly 
bel loving things ic print—cherishes—thanks to promptings in¬ 
tended to mislead and to if* own ignorance—a blind hatred to¬ 
wards all conditions which it considers above itself, for it bos no 
understanding of tho meaning of class and condition. 

U. This hatred will he siill further magnified by the effects 
of an fconoraic crisif, which will stop dealing on tho erebaugee 
and bring industry to a standstill. We sbftli creato by all the 
secret subterranean methods open to us and with the aid of gold, 
*'hirh la all in our hands, a uniixrjcrf economic crisis takerebu i oe 
shall throw upon the sired* i uhoU mohr of workers rimuftoitc- 
attxb; in oil the countries of Europe. These moba will rush de¬ 
lightedly lo fthed tho blood of those whom, in the simplicity of 
their ignorance, they has*e envied from their cradles, and whose 
property they will then be oblo to loot. 

12 , yOurs** they t uiU not touch, because the moment of at¬ 
tack unit be known to us and we shall take measures to protect 
our own. 

13, We havo demonstrated that progress will bring all the 
qatsim to the sovereignty of reason. Our despotism will he pre¬ 
cisely that: tor it will know how by wise severities to pacificato 
all unreflt, to cauterise liberalism out of all institutions. 

14, When tho popufnee has seen that all sorts of concessions 
and indulgences are yielded It, in the same natno of freedom it bus 
imagined iteclf to bo sovereign lord and has stormed its way to 
power, but, naturally. like every other blind man it has come 
upon a host of stumbling blocks, it rushed to find <t ffuidc, it 
has never had the sense to return to the former stoic and it has 
laid down its plenipotentiary powers at our feet. Remember the 
French If evolution, to which it was wo who gave tho name of 
°Areftt*’: the secrete of its preparations are well known to us 
for it was wholly tile work of our hands. 

16, Ever since that time wo have been leading the peoples 
from otic disenchant meat to another, so that in the end they 
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should turn also from us in favour of tint King-Despot of fhs 
blood ol Zion, whom we are preparing for the world. 

16. At tho present dsy we are. as an international force, 

invincible, because if attacked by aome see are supported by other 
States. It is tie bottomless rascality of tho goyim peoples, who 
crawl oh their bellies to force, bat arc merciless towards weak¬ 
ness, unsparing to faults and indulgent to crimes, unwilling to 
bear the contradictious of a free social system bnt patient unto 
martyrdom under the violence of a bold despotism—it is those 
qualities which are siding us to indepeudence. From the 
premier-dictators of the present day the gogim. peoples suffer 
patiently and bear such abuses os for the least of them they 
would have beheaded twenty kings. _ 

17. Wist is tbs explanation of this phenomenon, this curious 
inconsequence of the masses of tho peoples in their attitude to¬ 
wards what would appear to he events of the sumo order! 

18. It is explained by the fact tbot these dictators whisper to 
the peoples through their agents that through these abuses they 
oro inflicting injury on the States with the highest purpose—to 
secure the welfare of the peoples, the international brotherhood 
of them all, their soiidotity and equality of rights. Naturally 
they do not tell the peoples that this unification must bo ac¬ 
complished only under our sovereign rule. 

59. And thus tho people condemn the upright and acquit the 
guilty, persuaded ever more and more that it can do whatsoever 
it wishes. Thanks to this state of things the people are destroy¬ 
ing every kind of stability and creating disorders at oyery step- 

90. The word “freedom” brings ont the communities of men 
to fight against every Mad of force, against every kind of author¬ 
ity even against God and the laws of nature. For this reason we, 
when we come into our kingdom, shell have to erase this word 
from tho lexicon of life as implying a principle of brute force 
which turns mobs into bloodthirsty beasts. 

21, Those beasts, it is true, fail asleep again every time when 
they have drank their fill of blood, and at snch tinea can easily 
he riveted into their chains, Bnt if they ho not given blood they 
will not sleep and continue to struggle. 

17 

1. Every republic passes through several stages. The first 
of these is comprised in the early days of mad raging by the 
blind mob, tossed hither and thither, right and left: the second is 
demagogy from which is born anarchy, and that leads inevitably 
to despotism—no! any longer legal and overt, and therefore re¬ 
sponsible despotism, hut to unseen sod secretly hidden, yet never- 
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thetas sensibly felt despotism m the bauds of come secret organi¬ 
sation or other, whose acts are the more unscrupulous inasmuch 
as It works behind a screen, behind the hacks of all sorts of 
agenta, the changing of whom not only docs not injuriously affect 
bat actually aids the secret force by caving it, thanks to con¬ 
tinual changes, from the necessity of expanding ita resources 
on tho rewarding of long services. 

2. Who and what is in & position to overthrow an invisible 
force f And this is precisely what our forco is. Gentile masonry 
blindly serves as a screen for us end our objects, but tho plan of 
action of our force, even its very abiding-place, remains for tho 
whole people an unknown mystery. 

3. But oven freedom might bo harmless and have its place in 
the Stato economy without injury to tho well-being of the peoples 
if it rested upon tho foundation of faith in God, upon the broth¬ 
erhood of humanity, unconnected with the conception of equality, 
which is negatived by the very laws of creation, for they have 
established subordination. With such a faith ns this a people 
might be governed by a wardship of parishes, and would walk 
contentedly and humbly under tho guiding hand of ita spiritual 
pastor submitting to the dispositions of God upon earth. This 
is the reason why it is indispensable for ns to undermine all faith, 
to tear out of the mind of the QOYIil the very principle of God* 
head and the spirit, and to put in its plaec arithmetical colcaUs* 
lions and material needs . 

4. In order to give the goyim no time to think and take noto, 
their minds muBt bo diverted towards industry and trade. Thus, 
nit the nations will be swallowed up in the pursuit of goin and in 
the race for it will not take noto of their common foe. But again, 
in order that freedom may once for ail disintegrate and ruin tho 
communities of the goyim, wo must put industry on a specula live 
basis: the result of this will bo that what is withdrawn from tho 
land by industry will slip through the hands cud pass into specu¬ 
lation, that is, to our classes. 

5. Tho intensified struggle for superiority and chocks de¬ 
livered to economic life will create, nsy, havo already created, 
disenchanted, cold and heartless communities. Such communi¬ 
ties will foster a strong aversion towards the higher political and 
towards religion, Their only guide is gain, that is Gold, which 
they will orcct into a vcritablo cult, for the sake of those material 
delights which it can give. Then will the hour strifeo when, not 
for tho snko of attaining tho good, not even to win wealth, but 
soloy out of hatred towards tho privileged, tho lower eicssea of 
tho goy\n\ will follow our lead against our rivals for power, the in¬ 
tellectuals of tho ffoyim. 
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1. What form of administrative rule can be given to commu¬ 
nities in which corruption has penetrated everywhere, commu¬ 
nities where riches are attained only by the clover surprise tactics 
of semi-swindling trick*; where loseneas reigns; whero morality 
is maintained by penal measures and harsh Iowa bat not by volun¬ 
tarily accepted principles; where the feelings towards faith and 
country are obligated by cosmopolitan convictiQns? What form 
of rnla is to be given to these communities if not that despotism 
which I shall describe to you latert We shall create an intensi¬ 
fied centralisation of government In order to grip In our bands 
all the forces of the community. Via shall regulate mechanically 
all the actions of the political life of our subjects by now laws. 
These laws Trill withdraw one by one ail the indulgences and lib¬ 
erties which have been permitted by the goyim, and our kingdom 
will he distinguished by a despotism of such magnificent propor¬ 
tions as to be at any moment and in every place in a position to 
wipe out any goyim who oppose us by deed or word. 

2. We shall be told that such a despotism as I speak of is not 
consistent with the progress of these days, but I will prove to you 
that it is. 

3. In the times when the peoples looked upon kings on their 
thrones as on a pure manifestation of the will of Qod, they suV 
mitted without a murmur to the despotic power of kings; but 
from the day when wo insinuated into their minds the concep¬ 
tion of their Own rights they began to regard the occupants of 
thrones as mere ordinary mortals. The holy unction of the 
Lord's Anointed has fallen from the head9 of kings in the eyes 
of the people, and when we also robbed them of their faith in 
Qod the might of power was flung upon the streets into tho place 
of public proprietorship and was seized by us. 

4. Moreover, the art of directing masses and individuals by 
means of cleverly manipulated theory and verbitage, by regula¬ 
tions of life in common and all sorts of other quirks, in all which 
the goyim understand nothing, belongs likewise to the specialists 
of our administrative brain. Reared on analysis, observation, on 
delicacies of fine calculation, in this species of skill we have no 
rivals, any more than we bavo either in the drawing up of plans 
of political actions and solidarity. In this respect the Jesuits 
alone might have compared with us, but we have contrived to 
discredit them in the eyes of the unthinking mob as an overt or¬ 
ganisation, while we ourselves all the while have kept our secret 
organisation in the shade. However, it is probably all the same 
to the world who is its sovereign lord, whether the head of 
Catholicism or our despot of the blood of Zioal But to us, the 
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Chosen People, it is very far from being a natter of indifference. 

G. For a time perhaps toe might be successfully dealt with by 
a coalition of the GOYIM of otf the world: but from this danger 
wo arc secured by the discord existing among them whoso roots 
are so deeply seated that they cau never now bo plucked up. "We 
have set one against another the personal and national reckonings 
of the goyim, religions and rcco hatreds, which we hove fostered 
into a huge growth in tho courso of the past twenty centuries. 
This is the reason why there is not one State which would any- 
whero receive support if it were to raise its arm, for every one 
of them must bear in mind that any agreement against us would 
he unprofitable to itself. "We are too strong—there is no evading 
our power. The nation! cannot come to even an inconsiderable 
private agreement without our secretly having a hand is tf. 

6. Per Me reges regnant, "It is through me that Kings 
reign." And it was said by tho prophets that wc were chosen by 
God Himself to rule over Ibe whole earth. God has endowed us 
with genius that wo may bo equal to our task Were genius in 
the opposite OAmp it would still struggle against us, but even so 
a newcomer is no match for the old-established settler: tho strug¬ 
gle would be merciless between us, such a fight os tho world has 
never seen. Aye, and the genius on their side would have arrived 
too laic. AU the wheels of tbo machinery of all States go by the 
force of tho engine, which is in our hands, and that engine of the 
machinery of States is—Gold, The science of political economy 
invented by our learned elders has for long post been giving 
royal prestige to capital 

7. Capital, if it is to co-operate untrammelled, must be free to 
establish a monopoly of industry and trade: this is already being 
put in execution by an unseen hand in all quarters of the world. 
This freedom will give political foreo to those engaged in indus¬ 
try, and that will help to oppress tho people. Nowadays it is 
more important to disarm the peoples than to lead them into war: 
moro important to use for our advantage tho passions which 
bavo burst into flames than to quench their fire; moro important 
to catch up end interpret tho ideas of others to suit ourselves than 
to eradicate them. The principle object of our directorate con¬ 
sists in this: to debiiiate the public mind by criticism; to lead it 
away from serious reflections calculated to arouse resistance; to 
distract the forces of the mind towards a sham fight of empty 
eloquence. 

8. In all ages tho peoplo of tbo world, equally with Individ- 
uals, have accepted words for deeds, for they ate content with a 
show and rarely pause to note, in the pablie areno, whether 
promises oro followed by performance. Therefore wo shall estab- 
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lish show institutions which will give eloquent proof of their 
benefit to program 4 

9. We shall assume to ourselves the liberal physiognomy of *di 
parties, of all directions, and wo shall give that physiognomy a 
voice t» orators who will speak so mtreh toaf they will exhaust 
the patience of their hearers and produce an abhorrence of ora¬ 
tory. 

10. In order to put public opinion into our hands we «*«•»» 
bring it into a slate of btunldtrmenl by giving expression from 
oil sides to So many contradictory opinions and for suefc length 
of time <u will suffice to make the GOYIM lose ihar bead! in the 
labyrinth and come to see that the best thing is to Ttova no opinion 
of any hind in motto rs political, which it is not given to the pub¬ 
lic to understand, became they are understood only by him who 
guides the public, This Is the first sccteL 

11. Tbe second secret requisite for tho success of our gov¬ 
ernment is comprised in the following: To multiply to pueh an 
extent nations! failings. habits, passions, conditions oP civil life, 
that it will bo impossible for anyone to know where be is in the 
resulting chaos, so that the people in consequence will fail to 
understood quo another. This measure wiU also serve us in 
another way, namely, to sow discord in all parties, ^to dislocate 
all collective forces which are still unwilling to submit to as, and 
to discourage any kind of personal initiative which might in any 
degree hinder our affair. There it nothing more dangerous toon 
personal imfreftos; if it hag genius behind it, aueh initiative can 
do more than be done by millions of people among whom we 
havo sown discord. We mast so direct tbo education of the 
goyim communities that whenever they come upon a'matter ^re¬ 
quiring Initiative they msy drop their hands in despairing im- 
potenec. The strain which results from freedom of action saps 
iha forces when it meets with the freedom of another. From 
this collision arise grave moral shocks, disenchantpnento, failures. 
5;; o7l Itoit means wtf shall so wear down the GOYIM that they 
will be compelled to offer vs international power of a nature that 
by its potion ttrill enable us unthout any violence gradually to 
absorb all toe $#ato forces of the world and to form a Super - 
Government. In place of tbe rulers of to-day we shall set Tip a 
bogey which will be called the Super-Government Administra¬ 
tion. Its hands will reach out in all directions liko nipper* and 
its organisation will be of such colossal dimensions that i: cannot 
fail to subdue all the nations of the world, 

VI 

1. We shall soon begin to establish huge monopolies* reser¬ 
voir* of colossel riches, upon which even large fortunes of the 
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f toyim will depend to such an extent that they will go to the bot¬ 
tom together with tho credit of the States on the day after the 
political smash .... 

2. You gentlemen hero present who arc economists, just stride 
an estimate of tbe significance of this combination I 

3. In evory possible way we mu at develop the significance of 
our Super*<3ovcrnment by representing it as the Protector and 
Benefactor of all those who voluntarily submit to ns. 

4. The aristocracy of tho goyim as a political force, is dead— 
Y7o need not take it into account; but os landed proprietors they 
can still be harmful to Us from the fact that they ore self-suffic¬ 
ing in tho resources upon which they live. It is essential there¬ 
fore for us at whatever cost to deprivo them of their land. This 
object will be beat attained by increasing the burdens upon 
landed property—in loading lands with debts. These measures 
will check land-holding and keep it in a state of bumble and un¬ 
conditional submission. 

5. The aristocrats of the fjoyim, being hereditarily incapable 
of contenting themselves with little, will rapidly burn up and 
firzlo out 

G. At the same time we must intensively patronise trade and 
industry, but, first and foremost, speculation, the part played by 
which is to provide a counterpoise to industry; the absence of 
speculative industry will multiply capital in privato hands and 
will servo to restore agriculture by freeing the land from in* 
debtedness to tho laud banks. What wo want is that industry 
should drain off from tho land both labour and capital and by 
means of speculation transfer into our hands all the money of 
tho world, and thereby throw all the goyim into the ranks of tho 
prolcatriat. Then the goyim will bow down before ns, if for no 
other reason bnt to get the right to exist 

7, To complete tho rain of the industry of the goyim wo shall 
bring to the assistance of speculation the luxury which we have 
developed among tho ffoyirn, that greedy demand for luxury 
which Ja swallowing up everything. TF« shall raise the rale of 
t cages which, however, will not bring any advantage to the work¬ 
ers, for, at the same time, we produce a rise in prices of fha 
fir si necessaries of life, cllefjing that it arises from the decline of 
agriculture and cattle-breeding we shall further undermine art, 
fully and deeply sources of production, by accustoming the work¬ 
ers to anarchy and to drunkenntss and side by side therewith tak- 
\&g unvu are to i&irpaic from the face of the earth all the edu¬ 
cated forces of GOY7M. 

S. ,!ei ordir ihdr the true meaning of things may no* strike 
GOTiK before the proper time wo shall mask it under an 
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alleged ardent desire to serve tke working classes and the great 
principles of political economy about which our economic theories 
arc carrying on an energetic propaganda. 

TO 

3. The intensification of armaments, the increase of police 
forces—arc all essential for the completion of tho aforementioned 
plans. YTbat we have to get at is that there should be in all tho 
States of tho world, besides ourselves, only the masses of tbe 
proletariat, a few millionaires devoted to our interests, police and 
soldiers. 

2. Throughout all Europe, and by means of relations with 
Europe, in other continents also, we must create ferments, dis¬ 
cords and hostility. Therein we gain a double advantage. In 
the first place we keep in check all countries, for they wjU know 
that we have the power whenever we like to create disorders or 
to restore order. All these countries are accustomed to sec in us 
an indispensable force of coercion. In tho second place, by our 
intrigues wo shall tangle up ad the threads which we have 
stretched into tho cabinets of ell States by means of the political, 
by economic treaties, or loan obligations. In order to succeed in 
this we must use great cunning and penetration during negotia¬ 
tions and agreements, but, os regards what is called the “official 
language, 1 ' we shall keep to tbe opposite tactics and assume the 
mask of honesty and compliancy. In this way the peoples and 
governments of the goyim, whom we have taught to look only at 
the outside whatever we present to their notice, will still continue 
to accept us as the benefactors and saviours of the human race. 

3. Wc must be in a position to respond to every act of oppo¬ 
sition by war with the neighbours of that country which dares 
to oppose us: but if these neigh bora should also venture to stand 
collectively together against us, then wo must offer resistance 
by a universal war. 

4, The principal factor of success in tbe political is the secrecy 
of its undertakings: the word should not agree with the deeds of 
the diplomat. 

5, Wc must compel the governments of tbe goyim to take 
action in the direction favored by our widely-conceived plan, al¬ 
ready approaching the desired consummation, by what wc shall 
represent as public opinion, secretly promoted by ua through tho 
means of that so-called “Great Power ”—the Press, which, with 
o few exceptions that may be disregarded, is already entirely 
in our hands, 

G. In a word, to sum up our system of keeping the govern¬ 
ments of tbe goyim in Europe in check, we shall show onr strength 
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to one of them by terrorist attempts and to all, if w« allow the 
possibility of a general rosing against us, we shall respond with 
Iho guns of America or China or Japan. 

VUE 

1. Wo rnuBt arm ouraelvca with ell the weapons which our op- 
ponents might employ against tts. We must search out In the 
very finest shades o£ expression and tbo knotty points of the 
lexicon of low justification for those cases where we shall hnvo to 
pronounce judgments that might appear abnormally audacious 
and unjust, for it is important that those resolutions fihould be 
set forth m expressions that shall seem to be the most exalted 
moral principles cast Into legal form, Our directorate must but* 
round itself with all these forces of civilisation among which it 
will Imvo to work. It will surround itself with publicists, prac¬ 
tical jurists, administrators, diplomats and, finally, with per¬ 
sona prepared by a special super-educational training <» our 
special schools. These persons will have cognisance of all tha ac¬ 
crete of the social structure, they will know ail the languages 
that can be ntttdo up by political alphabets and words; they will 
bo made acquainted with the whole underside of human nature, 
with all its sensitive chords on which they will have to play. These 
Chords arc ibe cast of mind of tho goyim, their tendencies, short¬ 
comings, vices and qualities, the particularities of classes and con. 
ditions. Needless to say that tho talented assistants of authority, 
of whom I apeak, will bo taken not from among the goyim, who 
aro^ accustomed to porform thoir administrative work without 
giving themselves the trouble to thick what its aim is, and never 
consider what it is needed for. The administrators of the goyim 
sign papers without reading them, and they serve either for 
mercenary reasons or from ambition. 

2. Wo shall surround our government with a whole world of 
ceonomista. That Is tho reason why economic sciences form tho 
principal subject of tho teaching given to tho Jews. Around us 
again will bo a whole constellation of hunkers, industrialists, capi¬ 
talists and—the mam thing —miftiomjrtee, because in substance 
everything will be settled by the question of figures, 

3. For a time, until there will no longer bo any risk in en¬ 
trusting responsible posts in our State to our brothor-Jews, we 
shell put them in the hand* of persons who« past and repottf- 
tioa arc such that between thorn and tho people lie* an abyss, per¬ 
sons who, in case of disobedience to our instructions, must face 
criminal charges or disappear—this in order to make them de¬ 
fend our interests to their last gasp.

1. In applying our principles let attention he paid to tho 

character of tho people in whose country you live and act; a gen¬ 
eral, identical application of them, until such time as the people 
shall have been re educated to our pattern, cannot have success. 
But by approaching their application cautiously you will see that 
not a decade will pa® before the most stubborn character will 
change and we shall add a new people to the ranks of those al¬ 
ready subdued by ns. , . . 

2. The worda of the liberal, which arc in effect the words of 
onr massinic watchword, namely, t4 Liberty, Equality, Frater¬ 
nity/* will, when we come into onr kingdom, ho changed by uj 
into words no longer of a watchword, but only an expression of 
idealism, namely, into “The right of liberty, the duty of eqoaUty, 
the ideal of brotherhood.** That is how wo shall pot it,—and so 
wo shall catch the bull by tho horns ... Pa facto we have already 
wiped out every kind of rale except our own, although ao;ure 
there still remain a good many of them. Nowadays, if any States 
raise a protest against us it la only pro /onfla at our discretion 
and by our direction, for their anti-Semitism is indispensable to 
its for the management of our lesser brethren, T will not enter 
Into further explanations, for this matter has formed tho wbjeet 
of repeated discussions amongst ns, 

3. For us there aro no checks to limit the range of cur ac¬ 
tivity. Our Supor*Gov«rnment subsists In extra-legal condition* 
which arc described in tho accepted terminology bv the energetic 
and forcible word—Dictatorship. I am in a position to tell yon 
with 0 clear conscience that at the proper time we. the lawgivers, 
shall execute judgment and sentence, wo shall slay aad,we shall 
spare, wo. as head of all onr troops, are mounted on t h4 steed of 
the leader. "We rule by force of will, because in our .hands are 
the fragments of a once powerful party, now vanquished by pa. 
And the weapons in our hands are limitless ambitions, burning 
greediness, merciless vengeance* hatreds and malice. 

4. It is from us that the all-engulfing terror proceeds. We 
hove in our sort.'ice persons of all opinions, of oil doctrines, res¬ 
torative monarchists , demagogues, socialists, communists, ana 
Utopian dreamers of every kind, We havo harnessed them oil to 
the task: each one of them on his oton account is boring away at 
the last remmifito of authority, is striving to overthrow ali 
lished form of order. By these aijts all States are m torture; 
they exhort to tranquility, are ready tojacriucc everything for 
peace: but we will not give them peace until they openly acknowl¬ 
edge our international Super-Government, with submissive- 








5. The people have raised a bowl about the necessity of set¬ 
tling the question of Socialism by way of an international agree¬ 
ment Division ttite fractional parties has given them into our 
bonds, for, tit order to carry on a contested sirttyglo on* must 
have money, and the money is alt in our hands. 

6. Wo might have reason to apprehend a union between the 
“dear-lighted” force of the goy kings on their throne* and the 
“Hind** force of the goy mobs, but wo hare taken all the need¬ 
ful measure against any such possibility ; between the one and 
the other force wo have erected a bulwark in the shape of a 
mutual terror between them. la this way tho blind force of the 
people remains our support and we, and wo only, shall provide 
them with a lesder and, of course, direct them along the road that 
leads to our goal 

7. In order that the band of tho blind mob may not free itself 
from our guiding band, we must every now and then enter into 
close communion with it, if not actually in person, at any rate 
through some of the moat trusty of our brethren. When wc are 
acknowledged as the only authority we shall discuss with the 
people personally on the market, places, and wo shall instruct 
them on questions of the political in such wise aa roof turn them 
in the direction that suits as. 

fl. Who is going to verify what Is taught ia the village schools 1 
Bat what an envoy of the government or a king on bis throne him¬ 
self may nay cannot but become immediately known to the whole 
State, for it will bo spread abroad by the voice of the people. 

9. In order not to annihilate the institutions of tho goyim be¬ 
fore it is tlmo we have touched them with craft and delicacy, and 
hnvo taken hold of tho ends of the springs which move their 
mechanism. These springs lay in a strict but just sense of order; 
we hate replaced them by tho chaotic license of liberalism. We 
bavo got our hands into tho administration of the law, into tho 
conduct of elections, into tho press, into liberty of the person, 
but principally into education and training as being the corner¬ 
stones of a free existence. 

10. TP* flaue fooled, bsmured and corrupted the youth of 
Qoyim by rearing them tn principles and theories which are 
known to us to be false although it is by us <Aa{ they have been 
inculcated. 

11. Above the existing laws withont substantially altering 
them, and by merely twisting them into contradictions of inter¬ 
pretations, wo have erected something grandiose in the way of 
results. These result* found expression in tho fact that the inter¬ 
pretations masked the law: afterwards they entirely hid them 
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I from the cy« of the governments owing to the impossibility of 

making anything out of the tangled web of legislation. 

12. This is the origin of tho theory of course of arbitration. 

1 23. You may say that the goyim will rise upon us, arms m 
hand, if they guess what ia going on before the time comes; bat 
m the "West we have against this a manoeuvre of 6uch appalling 
1 terror that the very stoutest hearts quail—the undergrounds, 

metropolitan!*, these subterranean corridor* which, before the 
time comes, will be driven under all the capitals and from whence 
those capitals will ba blown Into the air with aU their organisa¬ 
tions 8nd archives. 

X 

1. To-day I begin with a repetition of what I said before, and 
I beg you to bear in mind that governments and peoples are con* 
lent in the political with out tide appearances. And how, indeed, 
are the goyim to perceive the underlying meaning ot things when 
their representatives give the bc6t of their energies to enjoying 
themselves! For oar policy it ia of the greatest importance to 
take cognisance of this detail; it will bo of assistance to us when 
we come to consider the division of authority, freedom of speech, 
of the press, of religion (faith), of the law of association, of 
equality before the law, of tho inviolability of property, of the 
dwelling, of taxation (the idea of concealed taxes), of the rofler 
force Of the laws. Ail these questions ate such as ought not to 
bo touched upon directly and openly before the people. In caws 
where it is indispensable to touch upon them they must not be 
categorically named, it must merely be declared without detailed 
exposition that the principles of contemporary law are acknowl¬ 
edged by us. The reason of keeping silence in this respect vs that 
by not naming & principle we leave ourselves freedom of action, 
to drop this or that out of it without attracting notice; if they 
were all categorically named they would all appear to have been 
1 already given. 

2. The mob cherishes a special affection and respect for the 
geniuses of political power and accepts all their deeds of violence 
with the admiring response: “rascally, well, yes, it is roacolly, 
•j but it's clever l .... a trick, if you like, but bow craftily played, 

how magnificently done, what impudent audacity!” .... 

3. We count upon attracting all nations to the task of erect- 
I ing the new fundamental structure, the project for which has 

been drawn up by us. This is why, before everything, it is in¬ 
dispensable for us to arm ourselves and to store up in ourselves 
that absolutely reckless audacity end irresistible might of the 
spirit which in the person of our active workers tvtU break down 
all hindrances on our way. 
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4. When we have accomplished our coup d’etat toe shall say 
then to the various peoples: “Everything has gone terribly badly, 
all have been worn out with suffering. We are destroying the 
causes of your torment — nationalities, frontiers, differences of 
coinages. You ore at liberty, of course, to pronounce sentence 
«pnn ns, &«< can it possibly be a just one if it is confirmed by you 
before yon make any trial of what toe are offering you .**.. . . 
Then will the mob exalt us <md bear us up in their hands in a 
unanimous triumph of hopes and expectations . Voting, which 
nre hour made the instrument which will set ns on the throne of 
the world by teaching even the very smallest units of members of 
the Annul* race to vote by means of meetings and agreements 
by groups, i trill then have served its purposes and i trill play its 
part then for the last time by a tfnojwmrty of desire to make dote 
acquaintance with ut before condemning us. 

6. To secure this ice must have everybody vote without dis¬ 
tinction of classes and qualifications, in order to establish an 
Absolute majority, which cannot bo got from tho educated pro* 
periled classes, Tn Ibis way, by inculcating in nil a sense of self- 
importance, wo shall destroy among the goyxm the importance of 
the fiimilv and its educational valiro and remove the possibility 
of individual minds splitting off, for tho mob, handled by ns, will 
not Irfc them come to tho front nor oven give them a' hearing; it 
to accustomed to listen to no only who pay it for obedience and at¬ 
tention, In this way wo shall create a blind, mighty force which 
will never bo In a position to move fn any direction withont the 
mddanco of onr agents set at it* head by ns as leader* of the mob. 
Tho peopla will submit to this regime because it will know that 
upon these leaders will depend its etfmings, gratifications and 
tho receipt of all kinds of beaof its^ 

6. A scheme of government should come ready made from one 
brain. bccausA It will never be clinched firmly if it la allowed to 
bo split into fractional parts In tho minds of many. It is allow¬ 
able. therefore, for ns to have cognisance of the scheme of action 
hilt not to discuss it leat wo disturb its artfulocas, iha interdc- 
pendcnco of its component parts, the practical force of tho secret 
meaning of each clause. To discuss and make alterations in a 
labour of this kind by mcauB of numerous votings is to impress 
upon it tho stamp of all ratioetoationa and misunderstandings 
which have foiled to penetrate the depth and nexus of its plot¬ 
tings, Wo want onr schemes to be forcible and suitably con¬ 
cocted. Therefore WE OUGHT NOT TO FLING THE WO1*4 
OF GENIUS OF OUR GUIDE to the fangs of the mob or even 
of a select company* 
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I. These schemes will not torn existing institutions upside 
down jest yet. They will only affect changes in their economy 
and consequently m the whole combined movement of their 
progress, which will thus b« directed along tbs path* laid down 
in our schemes. 

8. Under various names there exists in all countries approxi¬ 
mately one end the same thing. Representation, Ministry, Sen¬ 
ate, State Council, Legislative and Executive Corps. I need not 
explain to yon the mechanism of tha relation ot these institutions 
to one another, because you are aware of all that; only take note 
of the fact that each of the above-named institutions corresponds 
to some important function of the State, and I would beg you to 
remark that tho word '‘important*' I apply not to the institution 
but to the function, consequently it is not the institutions which 
arc important but their functions These institutions have divided 
up among themselves all the functions of goveromentr-adminis. 
trative, legislative, executive, wherefore they have coma to oper¬ 
ate as do the organs in the human body. If we injure one part 
in the machinery of State, the State falls sick, like a human body, 
and .... will die. 

9. When we introduced into the Sts to organism the poison of 
Liberalism its whole political complexion underwent a ch^nga.

The tribune of the fi talkcrics” has, ns hft •.#(<* 
tivdy than the Press, condemned the rulers io ioaciiuuy and inu 
potcnce, and thereby rendered them useless and superfluous, for 
which reason indeed they have been jn many countries deposed. 
Then it was that the era of republics became possible of realise- 
tion ; and then it was that we replaced the ruler by a caricature of 
a government—by a president, taken from the mob, from the 
midst of our puppet creatures, our Haves. This was the founda¬ 
tion of the mine which wo have laid under the $roy people, I 
should rather say, under the goy peoples. 

II. In tho near future we shall establish tbs responsibility of 
presidents. 

12. By that time we shall he i n s position to disregard forms m 
carrying through matters for which onr impersonal puppet will 
bo responsible, What do we care if the ranks of those striving 
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for power should be thinned, if there should arise a deadlock 
from tho impossibility of finding presidents, a deadlock which 
wiU finally disorganise the country? . . . . 

13. In Older that oar scheme may produce this result we shall 
arrange elections in favor of sueh presidents os have in their past 
somo dark, undiscovered stoin, some “Panama” or other—then 
they will he trustworthy agents for the accomplishment of our 
plans out of fear of revelations snd from the natural desire of 
everyone who bos attained power, namely, the retention of the 
privilege*, advantages and honour connected with the office of 
president^ The chamber of deputies will provide cover for, will 
protect, will elect presidents, but we shall take from it the right 
to propose new, or make changes in existing laws, for this right 
will bo given by us to the responsible president, a puppet in our 
hands. Naturally, the authority of the presidents will then be* 
come a target for every possible form of attack, but we Bhall 
provide him with a means of self-defense in the right of an ap¬ 
peal to the people, for the decision of the people over the heads 
of their representatives, that is to say, an appool to that some 
blind slavo of our*—the majority of the mob. Independently of 
this wo shall invest tho president with tho right of declaring a 
state of war. "We shall justify this last right on the ground that 
the president as chief of tho whole army of the country mast 
have it at bis disposal, in case of need for the defense of tho new 
republican constitution, tho right to defend which will belong to 
him ns tho responsible representative of this constitution. 

14 . I* easy to understand lb*< in these conditions the key 
Of iflo sarito will Jio >n our hands, end no one outside ourselves 
wiiL.uzy krger direct the force of legislation. 

Iff/ Besides this wo shall, with tho introduction of the new 
constitution, take from the Chamber the right of 
Pnterp elation on government mcasuws, on the pretext of preserv* 
ing political secrecy, and, further, wo shall by the new constitu¬ 
tion reduco tho number of representatives to a minimum, thereby 
proportionately reducing political passions and the passion for 
politico. If, however, they should, which is hardly to be expected, 
burst into flame, even in Ibis minimum, wo shall nullify them by 
a stirring appeal and a reference to the majority of the whole 
people .... Upon the president will depend the appointment 
of president* and vice-presidents of tue Chamber and the Sen- 
ate. Instead of constant sessions of Parliaments we shall re¬ 
duce their sittings to a few months. Moreover, the president, 
as chief of the oxcoutive power, will hate the right to summon 
and dissolve Parliament, and, in the latter case, to prolong the 
time for the appointment of a new parliamentary assembly. But 
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in order that the consequences of all these acts which in substance 
are illegal, should not, prematurely for our plans, upon the re¬ 
sponsibility established by use of the president, we shall instigate 
ministers and other officiate of the higher administration about 
the president to evade his dispositions by taking measures of their 
own, for doing which they will be made tbc scapegoats in bis place 
.... This part we especially recommend to be given to lie played 
by the Senate, the Council of State, or the Council of Ministers, 
but not to an individual official. 

16. The president will, at cur discretion,'interpret the sense 
of such of tbe existing laws as admit of various^interpretation; 
he will further annul them when we indicate to him the ncccsity 
to do so, besides this, he will have the right to propose temporary 
laws, and even new departures in the government constitutional 
working, the pretext both for tho one and the other being the re¬ 
quirements for the supreme welfare of the State. 

17* By such measures we shall obtain the power of destroy¬ 
ing little by little, step by step, all that at the outset when we 
enter on our rights, we ate compelled to introduce into the eon 
stitutions of States to prepare for the transition to an impercep¬ 
tible abolition of ever)' kind of constitution, and then the timo i* 
come to turn every form of government into our despotism. 

18. Tho recognition of our despot may also come before the 
destruction of the constitution; the moment for this recognition 
will come when the peoples, utterly wearied by tbo irregulari¬ 
ties and incompetence—a matter which we shall arrange for— 
of their rulers, will clamour: “Away with them and give us one 
king over all the earth who will unite us and annihilate the causca 
of disorders—frontiers, nationalities, religions, State debts— 
who will give us peace and quiet which we cannot find under onr 
rulers and representatives.” 

19. But you yourselves perfectly well know thst to produce 
ike possibility of the expression of such wishes by aU the nation* 
it is indispensable to trouble in all countries the people’s rela¬ 
tions with their governments so as to utterly exhaust humanity 
with dissension, hatred, struggle, envy and even by the use of 
torture, by starvation, BY TEE INOCULATION OF DIS¬ 
EASES, by want, so that GOYIM see no other issue than to 
take refuge t« our complete sovereignty in money and in all else. 

£0. But if we give the nations Of the world a breathing space 
the moment we long for is hardly likely ever to arrive. 

XI 

1. The Slate Council has been, as it were, the emphatic ex* 
pression of the authority of the ruler; it will be, as the “show” 
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part of tho LcgislotiYc Corps, what may bo called th* editorial 
committal of the laws and decrees of the rulor. 

2. This, then, ia the programme of tho new constitution. We 
shall mako Law, Right and Justice (1> in the guise of propawla 
to tho Legislative Corps, (2) by decrees of tho president under 
tho guise of general regulation* of orders of the Senate and of 
resolutions of tho State Council in tho gniso of ministerial orders, 
(3) and in ease n suitable occasion should arise—m the form of 
n revolution in the State. 

3. frying established approximately the modus agendi we 
will occupy ourselves with details of those combinations by’ which 
wo have still to complete tho revolution in the course of the ma¬ 
chinery of State in tho* direction already indicated. By these 
combinations I mean tho freedom of the Press, the right of asso* 
elation, freedom of conscience, the voting principle, and many 
another that must disappear for over from the memory of man, 
or undergo a radical alteration tho dav after the promulgation 
of the new constitution. Tfc is only at that moment that wo snaU 
ho able at once to announce all our order* for, afterwards, every 
noticeable alteration will bo dangerous, for the following r«- 
flonst if this alteration be brought in with harsh Gcvcnty and in 
a senao of severity and limitations, it may lend to a feeling of 
despair caused by fenr of new alterations in the sumo direction; 
if. on tho other hand, it ho brought in in a sense of further in¬ 
dulgences it will bo said that we hnvo recognised our own wrong¬ 
doing and this will destroy tbo prestige of tho infallibility of oar 
authority, or else it will ho said that we have become alarm'd 
and aro compelled to show a yielding disposition, for which wo 
shall get no thanks bceum* it will be supposed to bo compulsory 
.... Both tho ono and tho other aro injurious to tbo prestige of 
the new constitution. What wo want is that from tho first 
moment of ila promulgation, while the peoples of tho world are 
util! stunned by tho accomplished fact of tho revolution, still m 
a condition of terror and uncertainty, they should recognise 
once for all that wo arc so strong, so inexpugnable, so super-abun¬ 
dantly filled with power, that in no ease shall we tahe any ac¬ 
count of them, and so far from paying any attention to tfl«r 
opinions or wishes, we are ready and able to crush with irresis¬ 
tible power all expression or manifestation thereof at every mo¬ 
ment and in every place, that we have seized at once everything 
wo wonted and shall in no case divide our power with them .... 
Then in fear and trembling they will doss tbeir eyes to every¬ 
thing. and ha content to await what will be tho end of it all. 

4. The poyim arc a flock of sheep, and we arc their wolves. 
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And you know what happens when the wolves get hold of the 
flock f_ 

’5. There is another reason also why they will close their 
eyes: for wo shall keep promising them to give hack all the liber¬ 
ties we have taken away as soon as we have quelled the enemies 
of pence and tamed all parties .... 

6. It is not worth while to say anything about bow long a 
time they will bo kept waiting for this return of their liber¬ 
ties .... 

7. For what purpose then have we invented this whole policy 
and insinuated it Into the minds of the gey without giving them 
p.ny chance to examine its underlying mean mg t For what, in¬ 
deed, if not in order to obtain in a roundabout way what is for 
oor scattered tribe unattainable by the direct road? It is this 
which boa served os the basis for our organisation of SECRET 
MASONRY WHICH IS NOT KNOWN TO, AND AIMS 
WHICH ARE NOT EVEN SO MUCH A3 SUSPECTED BY, 
THESE <?0Y CATTLE, ATTRACTED BY US INTO THE 
“SHOW" ARMY OF MASONIC LODGES IN ORDER TO 
THROW DUST IN THE EYES OF THEIR FELLOWS. 

8. God bos granted to us, His Chosen People, the gift of the 
dispersion, and in this which appears in all eyes to ho our weak¬ 
ness, has comb forth all our strength, which has now brought us 
to tbo threshold of sovereignty over all the world. ‘ 

9. There now remains not much more for us to build up upon 
tbo foundation wo have laid, 

xn 

1. Tho word u freedom ,** which can be interpreted ia various 
ways, is defined by oh 03 follows:— 

2. Freedom is the right to do that which the law allows. This 
interpretation of the word will at the proper time he of service to 
□s, because all freedom will thus be in our hands, since the laws 
will abolish or create only that which is desirable for us accord¬ 
ing to the aforesaid programme. 

3. Wo shall deal with the press in the following way: what 
is the part ployed by the press to-day? ft serves to excite and 
inflame those passions which are needed for our purpose or else 
it serves scl fish ends of parties. It Is often vapid, unjust, menda¬ 
cious, and toe majority of the public have not the slightest idea 
what ends the press really serves, We shall saddle and bridle 
it with & tight curb: we shall do the same also with all produc¬ 
tions of the printing press, for where-would be the sense of get¬ 
ting rid of tho attacks of the press if we remain targets for 
pamphlets aud bookat The produce of publicity, which nowa- 
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<2nys is a source of heavy expense owing to tlic necessity of censor¬ 
ing it, will be turned by us into a very lucrative source of income 
to our State: we shell law on it a special stamp tax and require 
deposits of eaulion-moncy boforo permitting the establishment 
of any organ of the press or of printing offices; thesa will then 
have to guarantee our government against any kind of attack on 
tho part of the press. For any attempt to attack ua, if gush still 
bo possible, wo shall inflict fines without mercy. Such measures 
as stamp tar, deposit of cant ion-money and fines secured by these 
deposits, will bring in a huge income to tho government. It is 
truo that party organs might not spare money for the sake of 
publicity, but these we shall shut up at the second attack upon 
Us. No one shell with impunity lay a finger on the aUreoIe of 
our government infallibility. The pretext for stopping any pub¬ 
lication will bo the alleged plea that it is agitating the public 
mind without occasion or justification. I beg you to note that 
among those making attacks upon uj u*7j afro be organs estab¬ 
lished by us, but they will attack exclusively points that we hove 
pre determined to alter. 

4, Not a tingle announcement will reach the public without 
our control. Even now this is already being attained by us inas¬ 
much as all news items ore received by a few agencies, in whoso 
offices they aro focused from all porta of the world, Theso 
agencies will then he already entirely onra and will givo pub¬ 
licity only to what wo dictate to them. 

5. If already now wo have contrived to possess ourselves of 
tho minds of tho goy communities to such an extent that they all 
coma near looking upon tho events of the world through tho 
coloured glosses of those spectacles we ere setting astride their 
noses; if already sow there is not a single State where there 
exist for ub any barrier* to admittance into what goy stupidity 
eel]8 State secrets: what will our position be then, when we shall 
he acknowledged supremo lords of the world in the person of 
onr king of all tho world.... 

* 8, lit us turn agai n to tho future of the printi'ap press. Every 
one desirous of being a publisher, librarian, or printer, will be 
obliged to provide himself with the diploma instituted therefor, 
which, in case of any fault, will ha immediately impounded. With 
such measures the instrument of thought will become an educa¬ 
tive means in the Aorute of our government, which will no longer 
allow the mass of the nation to 6s ted astray in by-ways and fan¬ 
tasies about the blessings of progress. Is there any one of us 
who docs not know that theso phantom blessings are tho direct 
roads to foolish imaginings which give birth to anarchical rela¬ 
tions of men among themselves and towards authority, because 


progress, or rather the ides of progress, has in trod need the con¬ 
ception of every kind of emancipation, but has failed to estab¬ 
lish ita limits.... All the so-called liberals are anarchists, if not 
in fact, at any rate in thought. Every one of them is bunting 
after_ phantoms of freedom, and falling exclusively into license, 
that is, into tho anarchy of protest for the soke of protest.... 

7, Wo turn to the periodical press. We shall impose on it, 
as on all printed matter, stamp taxes par sheet and deposits of 
caution-money, and books of less than 30 sheets will pay doublo. 
We shall reckon them as pamphlets in order, on the ono hand, to 
reduce the number of magazines, which are the worst form of 
printed poison, and, on the other, in order that this measure 
may force writers into such lengthy productions that they will 
bo little read, especially as they will be costly. At the some time 
what wo shaft publish ourselves to inflnenco mental development 
in the direction laid down for our profit will be cheap and will 
he read voraciously. The tax will bring vapid literary ambitions 
within bounds and tho liability to penalties will make literary 
men dependent upon us. And if there should bo any found who 
ore desirous of writing against us, thoy will not find any person 
eager to print their productions. Before accepting any production 
for publication in print the publisher or printer will havo to apply 
to tho authorities for permission to do so. Thus we shall know 
beforehand -£ all tricks preparing against us or* sholl nullify 
them by getting ahead with explanations on tho subject 
treated of. 

B. Literature and journalism ers two of tho most important 
educative forces, and therefore our government will become pro- 
prietor of the majority of the journals. This will neutralise tho 
injurious in Queues of the privately-owned press and will put us 
in possession of tf tremendous influence upon the public mind 
.... If wo give permits for ten journals, wo shall ourselves 
found thirty, and so on in the same proportion. This, however, 
mast in nowise he suspected by the public. For which reason all 
journals published by us will bo of the most opposite, in appear- 
once, tendencies and opinions, thereby creating confidence in ui 
and bringing over to us quite unsuspicious opponents, who will 
thus fall into our trap and be rendered harmless. 

9. In the front zonk wi U aland organs of an official character. 
They will always stand guard over our interests, and therefore 
their influence will be comparatively insignificant. 

10. In the second rank will be the semi-official organs, whoso 
part it will be to attack tho tepid and indifferent. 

11. In the third rank we shall set up our own, to all appear¬ 
ance, opposition, which, in at least one of its organs, will present 
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what looks like the very antipodes to us. Oar root opponents at 
heart will accept this simulated opposition as their own and will 
show ua their cards. 

12. All our newspapers wilt bo of all possible complexions— 
aristocratic, republican, revolutionary, even anarchical—for ao 
long, of course, as the constitution exists .... Lake tho Indian 
idol Vishnu they will have a hundred hands, and every on® of 
them will have a finger on any one of the public opinions as re* 
quired. When a pulse quickens these hands will lend opinion in 
tho direction of our aims, for an excited patient loses all power of 
judgment and easily yield* to suggestion. Those foola who will 
think they are repeating the opinion of a newspaper of their own 
camp will be repeating our opinion or any opinion that seems de¬ 
sirable for us. In thf, vain belief that they are following the or¬ 
gan of their party they will in fact follow tho flog which ws hang 
out for them. 

13. In order to direct our newspaper militia in this sense we 
mast take especial and minute care in organising this matter. 
Under the title of central department of the press we shall insti¬ 
tute literary gatherings at which our agents will without attract* 
ing attention issue the order* and watchwords of the day. By 
discussing and controverting, but always superficially, without 
touching tho essence of the matter, our organs will cany on a 
sham fight fusillade with the official newspapers solely for the 
purpose of giving occasion for us to express ourselves more fully 
than could well ha done from the outset in official announce¬ 
ments, whenever, of course, that is to our advantage. 

14. There attacks upon us unit also serve another purpose, 
namely, that our subjects unit be convinced of toe (xssJmc* of 
full freedom of speech and so give our agents an occasion to 
affirm that oK organs wlifcft oppote us are empty babblers, since 
they are incapable of finding any substantial objections to our 
orders. 

15. Methods of organisation liko these, imperceptible to the 
public cyo but absolutely snro, ore the best calculated to succeed 
in bringing tho attention and the confidence of the public to the 
side of our government. Thinks to such methods wo shall be in 
a position as from time to time may be required, to ercito or to 
tranquiiliao the public mind on political questions, to persuade 
or to confuse, printing now truth, now lies, fact* or their contra¬ 
dictions, according as they may be well or ill received, always 
very cautiously feeling our ground before stepping upon it.... 
\7e shall have a xyre triumph over our opponents since they will 
not have at their disposition organs of to« press in which they can 
give full and final expression to their views owing to the afora- 
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said me the da of dealing with the press. We shall not even need 
to refute them except very superficially. 

16. Trial shots like these, fired by us in the third rank of our 
press, in case of need, will bo energetically refuted by us ia our 
semi-official organs. 

17. Even nowadays, already, to take only the French press, 
there are forms which reveal masonic solidarity in acting on the 
watchword: all organa of the prcaa are bound together by pro-' 
feraional secrecy; like the augurs of old, not one of their num¬ 
ber* will give away tho secret of his sources of information unless 
it be resolved to make announcement of them. Not one journalist 
will venture to betray this secret, for not one of them ia ever ad¬ 
mitted to practise literature nnl«3 his whole post has some dis¬ 
graceful sore or other. . . . These sore* would be immediately re¬ 
vealed , So long as they rem atn the secret of a few the prestige of 
the journalist attacks the majority of the country—the mob follow 
after him with enthusiasm. 

18. Our calculations are especially extended to the provinces, 
Tt is indispensable for ns to inflame there those hopes and >m* 
pulses with which we could at any moment fall upon tho capital, 
and we shall represent to the capitals that these expressions ore 
the independent hopes and impulses of the provinces. Naturally, 
the source of them will be always one and the saTaor^urs. What 
we need is too*, until such time os we are in the plenitude 
power, the capitals should find themselves stifled by the provin - 
chi opinion of the nation , ».*♦, of a majority arranged by our 
<j 0 *«?nr. What we need is that at the psychological moment the 
capitals should not he in & position to discuss an accomplished 
fact for tho simple reason, if for no other, that it has bees ac¬ 
cepted by the public opinion of a majority in the provinces. 

19. TPfcen we are in the period of the new regime transitional 
to that of our asjtcmpfibn of full sovereignty we must not ad- 
mit any revelation by the press of any form of public dishonesty; 
it is necessary that the new regime thould be thought to hove so 
perfectly contended everybody that even criminality has disap¬ 
peared .... Cases of the manifestation of criminality should re¬ 
main known only to their victims and to chance witnesses— no 
more. 

nn 

1. The need for daily bread forces the goyim to keep silence 
and be our humble servants. Agents taken on to our press from 
among the goyim will at our orders discuss anything which it is 
inconvenient for us to issue directly in official documents, end 
wa meanwhile, quietly umid the dsn of the discussion bo raised, 
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shall simply take and carry through such measures os we wish 
and then offer them to the public as an accomplished fact No 
ono will dftro to demand the abrogation of a matter once settled, 
all the more so ss it will be represented os on improvement 
And immediately the press will distract the current of thought 
towards, now questions, (have wo not trained people always to bo 
seeking something newt) Into tho discussions of these new ques¬ 
tions will throw themselves those of the brainless dispensers of 
fortunes who arc not able oven now to understand that they have 
not the remotest conception about the matters which they nuder- 
toko to discuss. Questions of the political arc unattainable for 
any save those who have guided it already for many ages, the 
creators. 

2. Prom nil this yon will sec that in securing the opinion of 
the mob we arc only facilitating the working of our machinery, 
a'nd you may remark that it is not for actions bnt for words fa¬ 
nned by us on this or that question that we seem to seek approval. 
Wo aro constantly making public declaration that we ore guided 
in all our undertakings by the hope, joined to the conviction, that 
wo arc serving the common weal. 

3. In order to distract people who may bo too troublesome 
from discussions Of questions of the political vc arc now put¬ 
ting forward what wo allege to bo new questions of the political, 
namely, question* of industry. Tn this sphere let them discuss 
themselves silly I The musses aro agreed to remain inactive, to 
tnho a rest from what they suppose to be political (which wo 
trained them to in order to use them as A mean* of combating 
the r,oij government*) only on condition of being found now em¬ 
ployments, in which wo are prescribing them something that 
looks like the same political object- In order that the masses 
themselves may not guess what they are about wc further distract 
them with amusements, frames, pastimes, passions, people's 
palaces .... Scon toe shall begin through the press to propose 
competitions in art, m sport in all kinds: these interest* will fin¬ 
ally distract their minds from question* in which wo should find 
ourselves compelled to opposo tbem. Growing more and more 
disaccustomed to reflect and form any opinions of their own, 
people will begin to talk in the same tone as we, because we 
alone shall bo offering them new directions for thought... * ot 
course through such persons as will not be suspected of solidarity 
with os. 

4. The part pinyed by the liberals, utopian dreamers, will be 
finally played out when our government is acknowledged Till 
such time tboy will continue to to us good service. Therefore 
wo shall continuo to direct their minds to all sorts of vain con- 
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coptioas of fantastic theories, new and apparently progressive; 
for have we not with complete success turned the brainless heads 
of the goyim with progress, till thero is not among the goyim one 
mind able to perceive that under this word lies a departure from 
truth in all cases where it is not a question of material inventions, 
for truth is one, and is it there is no place for progress. Progress, 
like a fallacious idea, serves to obscure truth so that none may 
know it except us, the Chosen of God, its guardians. 

5. "When we come into our kingdom our orators will expound 
great problems which have turned humanity upside down in 
order to bring it at the end under our beneficient rule. 

6. Who will ever suspect then that ALL THESE PEOPLES 
WERE STAGE-MANAGED BY US ACCORDING TO A 
POLITICAL PLAN WHICH NO ONE HAS SO MUCH AS 
GUESSED AT IN THE COURSE OF MANY CENTURIESt 


XIV 

1. When wc come into our kingdom it will be undesirable for 
tis that there should exist any other religion than ours of the One 
God with whom our destiny is bound up by our position as the 
Chosen People and through whom our same destiny is nnited 
with the destinies of the world. "We must thcreforo sweep away 
all other forms of belief. If this gives birth to the atheists -whom 
we sco to-day, it will not, being only a transitional stage, inter¬ 
fere with our views, but will serve as a warning for those gen. 
orations which will hearken to onr preaching of the religion of 
Moses, that, by its stable and thoroughly elaborated system baa 
brought all the peoples of the world into subjection to ns. There¬ 
in we shall emphasize its mystical right, on which, as we shall 
say, all its educative power is based .... Then at every possiblo 
opportunity we ah all publish articles in which wo shall make 
comparisons between our bcneficient rule and those of past ages. 
Tho blessings of tranquillity, though it bo a tranquillity forcibly 
brought about by centuries of agitation, will throw into higher 
relief the benefits to which wo shall point Tbo errors of the 
poyim governments will be depicted by us in the most vivid hues. 
We shall implant such on abhorrence of them that tho peoples 
will prefer tranquillity in tt state of serfdom to those rights of 
vaunted freedom which have tortured humanity and exhausted 
the very sources of human existence, son tees which have been 
exploited by a mob of rascally adventurer* who know not whet 
they do .... Useless changes of forms of government to which, 
we instigated the GOYIM when we were undermining their state 
structures, will have so wearied the peoples by that time that they 
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lotff prefer to suffer anything underm rather than run the risk 
of enduring again all the agitations and miseries have gone 
through, 

2* At tho #arao tim# wo shall not omit to emphasize the his¬ 
torical mistakes of the goy governments which have tormented 
humanity tor #o many centuries by their lack of understanding 
of everything that constitute# the true good of humanity in their 
chaso of tor fantastic scheme# of social bteflings, and have never 
noticed that these scheme# kept op producing a woree and never 
a better state of tho universal relations which arc tho basis 
of human lifo .... 

3. Thu whole force of our principles and methods will lie in 
tho fact that wo shall present them and expound t hem as a splen¬ 
did contrast to the dead and decomposed old order of thing# in 
social life, 

4. Our philosophers will dbens# oil the shortcomings of the 
various belief# of tho goym. BUT NO ONE "WILL EVER 
BRING UNDER DISCUSSION O'UR FAITH FROM ITS 
TRUE POINT OF VIEW SINCE THIS WILD BE FULLY 
LEARNED BY NONE SAVE OURS WHO WILD NEVER 
DARE TO BETRAY ITS SECRETS. 

5. 7ji countries fcnokm as progressive and #tt lightened use have 
created a ser.schss, filthy, abominable literature , For some time 
after our ontranco to power we shall continue to encourage it# 
existence in order to provide U telling relief by contrast to tho 
speeches. party programme, which will ho distributed from 
exalted quarters of ours .. . . Our wise men, trained to become 
leaders of the goyim, will compose speeches, project#, memoirs, 
article#, which will ho used by us to influence tho minds of the 
(Wt/im, directing them towards fiuoh understanding and form# 
of knowledge as have been determined by us. 

XV 

I. When wo at last definitely come into our kingdom by tha 
aid of coups d r etat prepared overywherc for one and tho **mo day, 
after the worthlessness of all existing form# of government: ha# 
been definitely acknowledged (and not a little time will pas# 
before that comes about, perhaps even a whole century) wo shall 
make it our task to see that against us such thing# a# plot# shall 
no longer exist. With tbi# purpose wo shall slay without mercy 
all who take arms (in hand) to oppose our coming into our king¬ 
dom. Every kind of new institution of anything like a secret 
society will also ho punished with death; those of them which 
nro now iu existence, nro known to us, sene u# and have served 
us, wo shall disbond and send into exile to continent# for re- 
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moved from Europe. In this way we shall proceed with those 
GOY moron# who know too much; such of these « we may for 
some reason spare will bo kept in constant fear of exile. 'Wo shall 
promulgate a law making aU former member# of secret societies 
liable to exile from Europe as tho centre of our rule. 

2. Resolutions of otir government will bo final, without ap¬ 
peal 

3. In the goy societies, in which we havo planted and deeply 
rooted discord and protestantism, the only possible way of restor¬ 
ing order is to employ merciless measures thst provo tho direct 
force of authority: no regard must bo paid to the victim# who 
fell, they suffer for tho well-being of the future. The attain, 
ment of that well-being, even at the expense of sacrifices, is the 
duty of any kind of government that acknowledges as justifica¬ 
tion for its existence not only ita privileges but its obligation*, 
Tho principal guarantee of stability of rale is to confirm the 
aureole of power, and this aureole is attained only by such, a 
majestic inflexibility of might aa shall cany on it* face the 
emblems of inviolability from mystical cause#—from tho choice 
of God- tfucA was, until recent times, the Russian autocracy, 
the one and only serious foe we had in the world, without counting 
the Papacy. Bear m mind the example when Italy, drenched with 
blood, never touched a heir of tho head of Sulla who had poured 
forth that blood: Sulia enjoyed an apotheosis for hla might in 
tho eyes of tha people, though they had been tom in pieces by 
him, but hi# intrepid return to Italy ringed bun round with in. 
viclability. The people d^not lay a finger on him who hypnotises 
them by hi# daring andSrtjength of mind. 

4. Meantime, however, until we come into our kingdom, wo 
shall act in the contrary way: wo shall create and multiply free 
masonic lodge# in *11 the countries of the world, absorb into them 
all who may become or who are prominent in public activity, 
for these lodge# w« shall find our principal intelligence office 
and means of influence. All these lodge# we ahall bring under 
one central administration, known to us alone and to all other* 
absolutely unknown, which will be competed of our learned 
eiders. The lodges will have their representative# who will servo 
to screen the above-mentioned administration of masonry and 
from whom will issue the watchword and programme. In these 
lodges we shall tie together tho knot which bind* together all revo¬ 
lutionary and liberal element#. Their composition will be made 
np of all strata of society. The most secret political plots will be 
known to us and fail under our guiding hands on tbs very day of 
their conception- Among the members of ihtse lodges will be 
almost all the agents of international and national polic* sine# 
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th«r sorvioo is for as irreplaceable in lho respect list the police 
is m a position not only to use its own particular measure* with 
tho insubordinate, but also to screen our activities and provide 
pretexts for discontents, et cetera , 

6. Tho clues of people who most willingly eater into secret 
aocictica aro those who live by these wits, careerist*, and in gen¬ 
eral people, meetly light-minded, with whom -wo shall have no dif¬ 
ficulty In dealing and in using to wind up tho mechanism of tho 
machine devised by us. If this world grow* agitated the meaning 
of that will bo that wo have had to stir up in order to break ap it* 
too grout solidarity, But if there i hould arise in its m&f o plot, 
then at the head of tkat plot will be no other than one of our most 
trusted servant*. It is natural that wo and no other ahould lead 
moronic activities, for we know whither wo arc leading, we know 
tee final goal of every form of activity whcrca* tho goyim have 
knowledge of nothing, not oven of the immediate) effect of action; 
they put before themselves, usually, the momentary reckoning 
of tho satisfaction of thoir self-opinion in tho accomplishment of 
their thought without even remarking that tho very conception 
never belonged to their initiative hut to our instigation of thoir 
thought..,. 

6. The goyim enter the lodges out of curiosity or in the hop* 
by their mean* to get a nibble at the publio pic, and some of 
them in order to obtain a hearing before the publio for their 
impracticable and groundless fantasies: they thirst for the emo¬ 
tion of success and applause, of which we aro remarkably gen¬ 
erous, And the reason why wo give them ibis success is to make 
use of tho high conceit of themselves to which it given birth, for 
that insensibly disposes them to ossimulato our suggestions with¬ 
out being on their guard against them in tho fulness of their 
confidence that it is their own infallibility which is giving uttar- 
nnco to thoir own thought* and that it is impossible for them to 
borrow those of other* . . , Ton cannot imagine to what extent 
the wisest of the goyim can be brought to a state of uacoasolon* 
neiveto in tho presence of this condition of high conceit of them¬ 
selves, and at tho same time how easy it is to take the heart ont 
of them by the slightest ill-success, though it be nothing more 
than the stoppage of the applause they had. and to reduce them 
to a slavish submission for the sake of winning a renewal of suc¬ 
cess .. .- By to muck as ours disregard success if only they can 
carry through their plans, by so much the GOYIM are trilling 
to sacrifice any plans only to have success. This psychology of 
theirs materially facilitates for us the task of setting them In 
tho required direction. These tigers in appearance have tie sonJa 
of sheep and the wind blows freely through their heads. 'We 
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fcnvo set them on the hobby-horse of an idea about tho absorp¬ 
tion of individuality by the symbolic unit of collectivism .... 
They have never yet and they never will have the sense to re¬ 
flect that this hobby-horse is a manifest violation of the most im¬ 
portant 3«w of nature, which ho* established from tho very crea¬ 
tion of the world one unit unlike another and precisely for the 
purpose of instituting individuality .... 

7. If wo have been able to bring them to such a pitch of stupid 
blindness is it not a proof, and an amazingly clear proof, of the 
degree to which the mind of the goyim is undeveloped in compari¬ 
son with our mindt This it Is, mainly, which guarantees our 
success. 

d. And how far-seeing were our learned elders la ancient 
time* when they said that to attain a serious end it behooves not 
to stop at any mean* or to count the victims sacrificed for the 
sake of that end .... We have not counted the victims of the 
seed of tho goy cattle, though we have sacrificed many of our 
own, but for that wo have now already given them such a posi¬ 
tion on the earth as they could not even have dreamed of. The 
comparatively small numbers of the victims from tho number of 
oura have preserved our nationality from destruction. 

0. Death is tho inevitable end for all. It Is better ti> bring 
that end nearer to those who hinder our affair* Uum, to ourselves, 
to the founders of thia affair. TT<* execute masons in such u>is* 
that none save the brotherhood can ever have a suspicion of it, 
not even the victims themselves of our death sentence, they all 
die when required ai if from a normal kind of illness .... Know, 
ing this, oven tho brotherhood in it* turn dare not protest. By 
such methods wo have plucked ont of the midst of masonry tho 
very root of protest against onr disposition. TThile preaching 
liberalism to the goy we at the same time keep our own people 
and our agent* in a state of unquestioning submission. 

10. Under our influence the execution of the law* of the 
goyim ha* been reduced to a minimum. The piestigo of the law 
has been exploded by the liberal interpretation* introduced into 
thi*sphere. In the most important and fundamental affair* and 
question*, judges decide as we dictate to them, see matter* in the 
light wherewith we enfold them for the administration of the 
goyim, of course, through persons who aro our tool* though we 
do not appear to have anything in common with them—by news¬ 
paper opinion or by other means . . , . Sven senator* and the 
higher administration accept our counsels. The purely bruto 
mind of the goyim is incapable of use for analysis and observa¬ 
tion, and still more for tho foreseeing whither a certain manner 
of sotting a question may tend. 
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11. In this difference in capacity for thought between the 
goyim nad ourselves may be clearly discerned tie seal of onr 
position m the Chosen People end of our higher quality of hu¬ 
manness, in contradistinction to the brute mind of the goyim. 
Their eyes are open, bnt ace nothing before them and do fiot in¬ 
vent (unless, perhaps, material things). From this it is plain 
that nature herself baa destined us to guide and rale the world. 

12. When comes the tizno of our overt rule, the time to mani¬ 
fest its blessings, wa shall remake ail legislatures, all onr laws will 
bo brief, plain, stable, without any kind of interpretations, 10 that 
anyone tHU bo m a position to know them perfectly. The main 
feature which will run right through them is submission to orders, 
and this principle will bo carried to a grandiose height Every 
abuse will then disappear in consequence of the responsibility of 
all down to the lowest unit before the higher authority of the rep¬ 
resentative of power. Abuses of power subordinate to this last 
instance will bo to mcrdie^sly punished that nouo wiU bo found 
anxious to try experiments with their own powers. "We shall 
follow up jealously evory action of the administration on which 
depends the Smooth running of tbo machinery of the State, for 
slackness in this produces slackness everywhere; not a single 
com of illegality or abuse of power will bo left without exemplary 
punishment. 

13. Concealment of guilt, connivance between those in tho 
service of the administration—all this kind of evil will disappear 
after tho very first examples of severe punishment The aureola 
of our power demands svutnbie, that is, cruel, punishments for the 
slightest infringement, for tho sake of gam, of its supreme 
prestige. The sufferer, though his punishment may exceed his 
fault, will count os a soldier failing on tho administrative fjald 
of battle in tbs interest of authority, principle and law, which do 
not permit that any of those who bold the reins of the public 
coach should turn asido from tho public highway to their own 
privato paths. For example* our judges tail! know that when¬ 
ever Ihey feel disposed 1o plum* themselves on foolish clemency 
they are violating the law of justice which is instituted for the 
exemplary edification of msn dy penalties for lapses and not for 
display of fhs spiritual qualifies of Ike judge .... Such qualities 
it is proper to show in private life, but not in a public square 
which is the cducationary basis of human life. 

14. Our legal alaff will serve not boyond the aga of 65, firstly 
because old men more obstinately hold to prejudiced opinions, and 
arc lass capable of submitting to new directions, and secondly be¬ 
cause this will givo us the possibility by this measure of securing, 
elasticity in the changing of staff, which will thus the more 

— it) — 


easily bend under our pressure: be who wisbp to keep his place 
will have to givo blind obedience to deservo it. In general, onr 
judges will bo elected by as only from among those who thorough. 
]y understand that tbo part they have to play is to punish and 
apply laws and not to dream about the meuifeatationa of liberal- 
Ism at the expense of the cdccationary scheme of the State, a* 
the goytm in these days imagine it to he . .. . This method of 
shuffling the staff will serve also to explodoany Cdlfartto »li* 
danty of those in the same service and will bind all to llw inter¬ 
ests of the government upon which their fate will Jfeprtifl- The 
young generation of judges will be trained in certain views re¬ 
garding tho inadmissibility of any abuses that might dial art the 
established order of our subject* among themselves. 

15. In these days the judges of tho goyim ere a to Indulgences 
to every kind of crimes, not having a just understanding of their 
office, because the rulers of the present age in appointing judges 
to office toko no care to inculcate in them a sense of duty and 
consciousness of the matter which is demanded of them. Aa a 
brute beast lets out its young in search of prey, so do tbe goyim 
give their subjects places of profit without thinking to moke 
clear to them for what purpose such place was created. This l* 
the reason why their governments are being rained by their own 
forces through tho acts of their own administration. 

16. Let u« borrow from tbe cxAmpto of tbe results of these 
actions .Vet another lesson for onr government 

27. Wc shall root out liberalism from all the Important stra¬ 
tegic posts of our government on which depends tho training of 
subordinates for our State structure. Such posts will fell exclu¬ 
sively to thcao who have been trained by ua for administrative 
rule. To tho possible objection that the retirement of old serv¬ 
ants will cost the Treasury heavily, I reply, firstly, thry will be 
provided with some private service in place of what they lose, 
and. secondly, I have to remark that all the money loathe world 
will bo concentrated in our hands, consequently it is not our 
government that has to fear expense. 

38. Our absolutism will in oil things be logically consecutive 
end therefore in each quo of its decrees our supreme will will be 
respected and unquestionably fulfilled: it will ignore all mur¬ 
murs, all discontents of every kind and will destroy to the root 
every kind of manifestation of them iu act by punishment of an 
exemplary character. 

39. T7e oh all abolish the right of cassation, which will bo 
transferred exclusively to our disposal—to the cognisance of him 
who rules, for wc must not allow the conception among the people 
of a thought that there could be auca a thing as & decision that 
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U not right of judge* act up by u*. If, however, anything like 
tbla should occur, wo shall ourselves cossate the decision, bat in¬ 
flict therewith such exemplary punishment on the judge for lack 
of understanding of hi* duty end the purpose of hi* appointment 
*a will prevent a repetition of such case* .. . . I repeat that it 
must be borne in mind that wo aboil know every step of our ad¬ 
ministration which only needs to bo closely watched for the people 
to be content with ns, for It bas the right to demand from a good 
government a good official. 

20. Our government will have the appearance of a patriarchal 
paternal guardianship on the part of our rvler, Our own nation 
and cur subject* will discern in his person a father earing for 
their every need, their every act, their every inter-relation, a* sub¬ 
ject* one with another, a* well as their relation* to the ruler. 
They will then he so thoroughly imbued with the thought that 
it is impossible for them to dispense with this wardship and 
guidance, if they wish to live in peace and quiet, fkcl they i rill 
acknowledge the autocracy of our rvler with a devotion bordering 
on APOTHEOSIS, especially when they are convinced that those 
whom we set up do not put their own in place of authority, hut 
only blindly execute his dictate*. They will be rejoiced that wo 
havo regulated everything in their lives as is done by wise parent* 
who derive to train their children in the cause of duty and sub- 
mi&rion,, For tho peoples of the world in regard to the secret* of 
our polity are over through the age* only children under ago, 
precisely as aro also their governments. 

25. A* you sec, I found our despotism on right and doty: lha 
right to compel the execution of duty is the direct obligation of a 
government wh ich i* a father for it* subjects. It b a* the right of 
the strong that it may u*o it for the benefit of directing humanity 
towards that order which is defined by nature, namely, submis¬ 
sion. Everything in the world is in a state of submission, if not 
to man, then to circumstance* or it* own inner character, in all 
esses, to what is stronger. And so shall we be this something 
stronger for the sako of good. 

22. Wo arc obliged without hesitation to sacrifice individuals, 
who. commit a breach of established order, for in tho exemplary 
punishment of ovll lie* a great educational problem. 

23. When the King of Israel set* upon hi* sacred head tho 
crown offered him by Europe ho will become patriarch of tho 
world. Tho indispensable victim* offered by him in consequence 
of their suitability will never reach the namber of victim* offered 
in tho course of centuries by the mania of magnificence, the 
emulation between the goy government*. 

24. Our King will bo in constant communion with the peoples, 
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making to them from the tribune speeches which fame will in 
that same hour distribute over all the world. 

XVI 

1. In order to effect the destruction of all collective force* 
except onrs we aboil emasculate the first stage of collectivism—* 
the umirerrifio, by re-cducnting them in a new direction. Their 
officials and professors will be prepared for their business by de¬ 
tailed secret programmes of action from which they will -not with 
immunity diverge, not by one iota. They will be appointed with 
especial precaution, and will be so placed as to be wholly depen¬ 
dent upon the government. 

2. We shall exclude from the course of instruction State Law 
as also all that concerns the political question. These subject* 
will be taught to a few dozens of person* chosen for their pre¬ 
eminent capacities from among the number of the initiated. The 
universities must no longer send out from their halts milksops 
concocting plan* for a constitution, like a comedy or a tragedy, 
busying themselves irilh questions of policy in which even their 
own fathers never had any power of thought. 

3. The ilt-goided acquaintance of a large number of person* 
with question* of polity creates utopian dreamer* and bad sub¬ 
jects, as you can see for yourselves from the example of the uni¬ 
versal education in this direction of the goyim, We most intro¬ 
duce into their education all those principle* which have so bril¬ 
liantly broken up their order. But when wc oro in power wc 
shall remove every kind of disturbing subject from the course of 
education and shall make out of the youth obedient children of 
authority, loving him who rule* as the support and hopo of peace 
and quiet. 

4. Classicism, as also any form of study of ancient history, in 
which there arc more bad than good examples, we shall replace 
with the study of the progromme of the future. We shall erase 
from the memory of men all facia of previous ccntnxic* which 
arc undesirable to us, and leave only those which depict bH the 
error* of tic government of the goyim. The study of practical 
life, of the obligations of order, of the relation* of people one 
to another, of avoiding bad and selfish example*, which spread 
the infection of evil, and similar question* of an educative na¬ 
ture, will stand in the forefront of the teaching programme, 
which will ha drawn up on a separate plan for each calling or 
state of life, in no wise generalising the teaching. This treat¬ 
ment of tho question ha* special importance. 

5. Each state of life must be trained within strict limit* cor¬ 
responding to it* destination and work in life. The occasional 
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genius has always managed and always unit manage to slip 
through into other states of life f but it is the most perfect folly 
for the sake of this rare occasional genius to let through into 
ranks foreign to them the vnlalented who thus rob of fftetr 
placet who belong to those ranks by birth or employment. You 
know yourselves in what atf this has ended for fh« goyim who 
allowed this crying absurdity, 

S, In order that ho who rules may he seated firmly in the 
hearts and minds of his subjects it is nectary for the time of 
hia activity to instruct tho whole nation in the schools and on 
the market place* about this meaning and h'm acts and all his 
beneficent initiatives, 

7. Wo alia! 1 abolish ovary kind of freedom of instruction. 
Learners of all ages have the right to assemble together with 
their parents in tho educational establishments as it wero is a 
club: during theso assemblies, on holidays, teachers will read 
what will pass as free lectures On questions of human relations, 
of tho laws of examples, of the limitations which are bom of 
unconscious relations, and, finally, of the philosophy of new 
theories not yet declared to tho world. These theories will bo 
raised by us to the stage of a dogma of faith as a traditional 
stage towards our faith. On tho completion of this exposition 
of our programme of action in the present and tho future I will 

\ read you the principles of these theories. 

8. In a word, knowing by the experience of many centuries 

s that people live and are guided by ideas, that these Ideas ore 

; imbibed by people only by the aid of education provided with 

equal success for all ages of growth, but of course by varying 
< methods, wc shall swallow up and confiscate to oar own use tho 

lost scintilla of independence of thought, which we have for long 
' 1 past been direoting towards subjects and ideas useful for tu. 

The system of bridling thought is already at work in the so-called 
system of teaching by object lessons, tho purpose of which is to 

| x turn the goyim into unthinking submissive brutes waiting for 
things to bo presented boforo their eyes in order to form an idea 
of them . *,, In Prance, ono of our best agents, Bourgeois, has 
already made public a now programme of teaching by object 
lessons. 

•; XVU 

i 1. The practice of advocacy produces men cold, cruel, per- 

| siutent, unprincipled, who in all cases take up an impersonal, 

purely legal standpoint. They have tho inveterate habit to ro- 
? for everything to its value for tho defence and not to tho public 

; welfares of its results. They do not usually decline to undertake 
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any defence whatever, they strive for an acquittal at all costs, 
cavilling over every petty crux of jurisprudence and thereby 
they demoralise justice. For thin reason we aboil set this profes¬ 
sion into narrow frames which will keep it inside this sphere of 
executive public service. Advocates, equally with judges, w2i 
bo deprived of the tight of communication with litigants; thoy 
will receive business only from the court and will study it by 
notes of report and documents, defending their clients after 
they have been interrogated in court on facts that have appeared, 
They will receive an honorarium without regard to the quality of 
tho defence. This will render them mere reporters on law-busi¬ 
ness in the interests of justice and ns counterpoise to the proctor 
who will be the reporter in tho interests of prosecution; this will 
shorten business before the courts. In this way w2l be estab¬ 
lished a practice of honest unprejudiced defence conducted not 
from personal interest but by conviction. This will also, by tho 
way, remove the present practice of corrupt bargain between 
advocates to agree only to let that ride win which pays most.... 

2.^ We have long past taken care to discredit the priesthood of 
goyim t and thereby to rum their mission on earth which in these 
days might still be a great hindrance to us. Day by day its in* 
fluenco on tho peoples of the world ia falling lower. Freedom of 
conscience hag been declared everywhere, so that now only years 
divide us from the moment of the complete wrecking of that 
Christian religion: as to other religions we shall have still lea* 
difficulty in dealing with them, but it would be premature to 
speak of this now, "We shall set clericalism and clericals into 
such narrow frames a* to make their influence move in retro¬ 
gressive proportion to Ite former progress. 

3- When the time come* finally to destroy tie papal court tie 
finger of an invisible hand will point the nations towards this 
court When, however, the nations Bing themselves upon it, we 
shall come forward in the guise of its defenders as if to save ex¬ 
cessive bloodshed. By this diversion we shall penetrate to its 
very bowels and he sure we shall never come out again until we 
have gartwed through the entire strength of this piece. 

4. Tht King of the Jews wiU be the real Pope of the Univerte } 
the patriarch of the international Church. 

5. Bat. in the meantime , while we are re-educating youth in 
new traditional religions and afterwards in ours, wc shall not 
overtly lay a finger on existing churches , £yt we shall fight 
against them by criticism calculated to produce schism .... 

6. In general, then, our contemporary press will continue to 
convict State affairs, religions, incapacities of the goyim, always 
using the moat unprincipled expressions in order by every mean* 
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to lower their prestige m the manner which cm only to prac¬ 
tised by the genius of our gifted tribe . . * . 

7. Our kingdom will b8 an apologia of the divinity Vishnu, in 
whom is found its personification—in our hundred hands will be, 
one in each, the springs of tho machinery of social life, T7e shall 
$e* CYery&i 13 # without the aid of official police which, in that 
scope of its rights which wo elaborated for the use of tho goytm, 
hinders governments from seeing. In our programme one-third 
of our sn bjeets will keep the rest under o&w-ifafien from a sense 
of duty, on the principle of volunteer service to tho State, It 
will then be no disgrace to ho a spy and informer, but a merit: 
unfounded denunciations, however, wilt be cruolly punished that 
there may bo development of abuses of this right 

8. Our agents will bo taken from the higher as well os the 
lower ranks of society, from among the administrative cla&3 who 
spend their time in amusements, editors, printers and publishers, 
booksellers, clerks, and salesmen, workmen, coachmen, lackeys, 
et cetera. This body, having no rights and not being empowered 
to toko any action on their own account, and consequently a po¬ 
lice without any powor, will only witness and report: veriiicatcon 
of their reporta and ancats will depend upon a responsible group 
of controllers of polico affairs, while the actual act of arrest will 
bo performed by the gendarmerie and the municipal police. Any 
porson not denouncing anything seen or heard concerning ques¬ 
tions of polity will also bo charged with and made responsible 
for concealment, if it bo proved that ho is guilty of this crime, 

5. Just a? nowadays our brethren are obliged at their own risk 
to denounce to the kabal apostate i of their oum family or mem¬ 
bers who hfivo been noticed doing anything in opposition^ to the 
kabal, so in our kingdom over all the world it will be obligatory 
for all our subjects to observe ifce du/y of service to the State 
in this direction. 

10. Such an organisation will extitpato abuses of authority, of 
force, of bribery, ovorything in fact which wo by our counsels, 
by our theories of tho saporhuman rights of man, have intro, 
ducod into tho customs of the goyim .. ♦. But how elso were wo 
to proouro that increase of causes predisposing to disorders in 
tho midst of their administration! .... Among tho number of 
those methods onp of the most important is—agents for tho resto¬ 
ration of order, so piacod as to havo tho opportunity in their dis¬ 
integrating activity of developing and displaying their evil in* 
durations—obatinato self-conceit, irresponsible exercise of au¬ 
thority, and, first and foremost, venality. 
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xvnr 

1. When it becomes necessary for ns to strengthen the strict 
measures of secret defence (the moot fatal poison for the pres¬ 
tige of authority) we shall arrange a simulation of disorders or 
some manifestation of discontents finding expression through 
the co-operation of good speakers. Round these speakers will as* 
scmblo ail who are sympathetic to his utterances. This will give 
ns the pretext for domiciliary prerequisitions and surveillance 
on the part of our servants from among the number of the goyim 
police ... . 

2, As the majority of conspirators act out of love for the game, 
for the sake of talking, so, until they commit somo overt act wo 
shall not lay a finger- on them but only introduce into their 
midst observation elements .... It must be remembered that 
the prestige of authority is lessened if it frequently discovers 
conspiracies against itself: this implies a presumption of con¬ 
sciousness of weakness, or, what is still worse, of injustice. Ton 
arc aware that wo have broken the prestige of the goy kings by 
frequent attempts upon their lives through our agents, blind 
sheep of our flock, who aro easily moved by a few liberal phrases 
to crimes provided only they bo painted in political colours. 

hove compelled the rulers to acknowledge their weakness in 
advertising overt measures of secret defence and hereby we 
shall bring the promise of authority to destruction. 

_ 3.^ Our ruler will be secretly protected oniy by tho most in¬ 
significant guard, because we shall not admit so much a* a 
thought that there could exist against him any sedition with 
which ho is not strong enough to contend and is compelled to 
hide from it. 

4. If wo should admit this thought, as the goyim have done 
and are doing, wo should ipso facto be signing & death sentence, 
if not for our ruier, at any rate for his dynasty, at no distant 
date. 

5. According to strictly enforced outward appearances our 
ruler will employ bis power only for the advantage of the notion 
and in no wise for his own or dynastic profits. Therefore, with 
tho observance of this decorum, his authority will be respected 
and piardod by the subjects themselves, it will receive an apothe¬ 
osis in tbo admission that with It ia bound up the well-being of 
every citizen of the State, for upon it will depend all order in the 
common life of the pock .... 

6. Overt defence of the kind argues weakness *« the organisa¬ 
tion of hlJ strength, 

7- Our ruler will always among the people be surrounded by a 
mob of apparently curious men and women, who will occupy the 
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front ranks about him, to a! I appearance by chance, and will rt- 
strain tho rank* of the rest out of respect as it will appear for 
(TOor! order. This will sow an example of restraint also in others. 
If n petitioner appears among the people trying to band a pe¬ 
tition and forcing his way through the ranks, the first ranks 
must receive the petition and before the eyes of the petitioner 
pass it to the rnlcr. go that all may know that what is handed in 
reaches its destination, that, consequently, there exists a control 
of the ruler himself. The aureole of power requires for ita exis¬ 
tence that the people may be able to say: "If the king knew of 
> this/* or: “the king will hear it,” 

t 8. With fh* establishment of official defence the mystical 

prestige of authority disappears: given a certain audacity, and 
? everyone counts himself master of it, the sedition-monger ia con- 

„ 1 setous of his strength, and when occasion serves watches for the 

| moment to make an attempt upon authority .... For the \goyim 

i we have been preaching something else, hut by that very fact we 

| are enabled to seo what measures of overt defence have brought 

f them to ... . 

9. Criminals milk mj wilt be arrested at ffc* first more or less 
! well-grounded suspicion; it cannot ha allowed that out of fear of 

a possible mistake an opportunity should be giveaof escape to 
% persona suspected of a political lapse of crime, for in these mat- 

i tors wo shall bo literally merciless. If it is still possible, by 

( stretching n point, to admit s reconsideration of the motive 
causes in simple crimes, there Is no possibility of excuse for per¬ 
son a occupying themselves with questions In which nobody except 
the government can understand anything . ♦ ♦. And it is not all 
i governments that understand true policy.

importance. It needs no more than to tako a good example to 
i t show tho relative importance of both and the lap-dogs will ccoso 
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to yap and will wag their tails tho moment they set eyes on aa 
elephant. 

~ 3. In order to destroy the prestige of heroism for political 
crime we shall send it for trial in the category of thieving, mur¬ 
der, and every kind of abominable and filthy crime. Public 
opinion will then confuse in its conception of this category of 
crime with the disgrace attaching to every other and will brand 
it with the same contempt. 

4. We have done our best, and 1 bofce we have succeeded, to 
obtain that the yoyim should not arrive at this means of contend¬ 
ing with sedition. It was for this reason that through the Press 
and in speeches, indirectly—in cleverly compiled school-books on 
history, wo have advertised the martyrdom alleged to have been 
accredited by sedition-mongers for the idea of the commonweal. 
This advertisement hss increased the contingent of liberals and 
has brought thousands of goyinv into the ranks of our livestock 
cattle, 

XX 

1. To-day wo shall touch upon the financial programme, which 
I put off to the end of my report as being tho most difficult, tho 
crowning and the decisive point of our plans. Before entering 
upon it I will remind you that I have already spoken before by 
way of a hint when I said that the sum total of our actions is 
settled by the question of figures. 

2. "When we come into our kingdom our autocratic government 
will avoid, from a principle of self-preservation, sensibly bur¬ 
dening the masses of the people with taxes, remembering that it 
plays the part of father and protector. But as State organisa¬ 
tion costs dear it is necessary nevertheless to obtain tho funds 
required for it It will, therefore, elaborate with particular 
precaution tho question of equilibrium in this matter, 

3. Our rule, in which the mug will enjoy tho legal fiction that 
everything in hi* State belong* to him (which may easily ba 
translated into fact), will be enabled to resort to the lawful con¬ 
fiscation of all sum* of every kind for the regulation of their 
circulation in the State, From this follows that taxation will 
best be covered by a progressive tax on property. In this man¬ 
ner the dues will be paid without straitening or ruining anybody 
in tho form of a percentage of the amount of property. The rich 
must bo awore that it is their duty to place a part of their su¬ 
perfluities at the disposal of the Slate since tho State guarantees 
them security of possession of tho rest of their properly and tho 
right of honest gain*, I say honest, for the control over property 
will do away with robbery on ft legal basis. 
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4. This social reform must come from above, for the time is 
ripe for it—it h indispensable aa a pledge of pe&cc, 

£>. Tho tox upon the poor men ia a seed of revolution and works 
to the detriment of the State which in hunting after the trifling 
is missing the big. Quito apart from this, a tax on capitalist* 
diminishes tho growth of wealth in private bauds in which we 
have in these days concentrated it as a counterpoise to the gov¬ 
ernment strength of the goyim —their Stoto finance*. 

6. A tax increasing in a percentage ratio to capital will give 
much larger revenue than the present individual or property 
tax, which is useful to us now for the sole reason that it excites 
troublo and discontent among the goyjm. 

7. The force upon which our king will rest consists in the equi¬ 
librium and the guarantee of peace, for the aako of which things 
it is indispensable that the capitalists should yield up a portion 
of their income* for the aako of tbo secure working of the ma¬ 
chinery of the Stole. State needs- must be paid by those who 
will not feel the burden and havo enough to take from. 

8. Such a measure will destroy the hatred of the poor man for 
the rich, in whom he will see a necessary financial suppott for 
the State, will sea in him fho organiser of peace and well-being 
since ho will sco that it is tho rich man who is paying the acces¬ 
sary means to attain these things. 

0. In order that payers of tbs educated classes should not too 
much distress themselves over tho new payments they will have 
full account* given them of tbo destination of those payments, 
with the exception of such sums a* will be appropriated for the 
needs of tho throne and the administrative institutions. 

10, Ho who reigns will not have any properties of his own. 
once all in the State represented his patrimony, or else the one 
would be in contradiction to the other; Use fact of holding private 
menus would destroy tho right of property in the common pos¬ 
sessions of all, 

11, Helativcs Of him who reigns, his heirs excepted, who will 
«bo maintained by tho resources of the State, must enter the 

ranks of servants of tho State or must work to obtain the right to 
property; tho privilege of royal blood must not servo for the 
spoiling of tho treasury. 

12, Purchase, receipt of money or inhcritanco will be subject 
to tho payment of a stamp progressive tax. Any transfer of 
property, whether money or other, without evidence of payment 
of this tor which will be strictly registered by names, will render 
tbo former holder liable to pay interest on the tax from tho mo¬ 
ment of transfer of these sums up to the discovery of his evasion 
of declaration of the transfer. Transfer documents must bo pro- 
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sented weekly at tho local treasury office with notifications of the 
name, surname and permanent plsce of residence of the former 
and the new holder of the property. This transfer with register 
of names must begin from a definite sum which exceeds the ordi¬ 
nary expenses of buying and selling necessaries, and theaa will 
be subject to payment only by a stamp impost of a definite per¬ 
centage of tho unit. 

33. Just strike an estimate of how many times such taxes as 
these will cover the revenue of the Qoytm States. 

14. Tiic State exchequer will have to maintain a definite com¬ 
plement of reserve sums, and all that is collected above that com¬ 
plement must be returned into circulation. On these sums will 
be organised public works. The initiative in works of this kind, 
proceeding from State sources, will blind the working class firmly 
to the interests of the Slate and to those who reign. From these 
same sums also a part will be set aside os rewards of inventive¬ 
ness and productiveness. 

35. On no account should so much as a single unit above fcho 
definite and freely estimated sums be retained in the State treas¬ 
uries, for money exists to be circulated and any kind of stagna¬ 
tion of money acta ruinously on tho running of the State ma¬ 
chinery, for which it is the lubricant; a stagnation of the lubri¬ 
cant may stop the regular wotking of the mechanism. 

36. The substitution of interest-hearing paper for a part of 
the token of exchange ha* produced exactly this stagnation. The 
consequences of this circumstance are already sufficiently no¬ 
ticeable. 

37. A court of account will also ho instituted by us, and in it 
the ruler will find at any moment a fall accounting for Stato in¬ 
come and expenditure, with the exception of the current month¬ 
ly account, not yet made up, and that of the preceding month, 
which will not'yet have been delivered. 

38. Tho one and only person who will havo no interest in rob¬ 
bing tho State is ito owner, tha ruler. This is why hia personal 
control will remove tho possibility of leakages of extravagances- 

19. The representative function of the ruler at reception* for 
tho sake of etiquette, which absorbs so much invaluable time, will 
be abolished in order that the ruler may havo time for control and 
consideration. His power will not then be aplit op into fractional 
parts among time-serving favourites who surround the throne for 
its pomp and splendour, and are interested only m their own and 
not in the common interests of the State. 

20. Economic crises have been producer by ua for tho goyim 
by no other means than the withdrawal of money from circula¬ 
tion. Huge capitals have stagnated, withdrawing money from 
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States, which were constantly obliged, to apply to thosa came 
atagn&ut capitals for loans. These loans burdened tho finances 
of tho Qlalo with tho payment of interest and made them the 
bond slaves of thesa capitals ,.. - The concentration of industry 
in tho bands of capitalists out of the bands of small masters has 
drained away oil the juices of tho peoples and with them also tha 
States..,. 

21. Tho present issue of money in general does not correspond 
with the requirements per head, and cannot therefore satisfy all 
tho needs of tho workers. Tho issue of money ought to corre¬ 
spond with the growth of population and thereby children also 
must absolutely be reckoned as consumers of currency from 
tho day of their birth. The revision of issue is a material Ques¬ 
tion for tho whole world. 

22. You are axe arc that the gold ifendord has been the rum 
of the States which adopted it , for it has not beep able to softs* 
fg the demands for money, the more to that we have removed 
gold from circulation as far as ppji&b. 

23. With us the standard that must he introduced is the cost 
of worhing-mon power, whether it bo reckoned in paper or in 
wood. Wo shall moko tho issue of money in accordance with the 
normal requirements of each subject, addiog to tho quantity with 
every birth and subtracting with ovory death. 

24. The accounts will bo managed by each department (the 
French administrativo division), each circle. 

25. In order that there may be no delays in tho paying out of 
monay for State needs tho sums and terms of such payments will 
ho fired by decree of tho ruler; this will do away with tho pro* 
tectioa by a ministry of one institution to the detriment of other*. 

26. The budgolrof income and expenditure will bo carried out 
side by 6tde that thoy may not bo obsaured by distance ono to an- 
Other. 

., 27. Tito reforms projected by ua in tho financial institutions 
and principles of tho goyim will bo clothed by U3 in such forma 
aa will alarm nobody. Wo shall point out the necessity o£ reforma 
in consequence of tho disorderly darkness into which the goyim 
by their irregularities have plunged tho finances. Tho first ir¬ 
regularity, os wo shall point out, consists in their beginning with 
drawing up n single budget which year after year grows owing 
to tho following cause: this budget is dragged out to half the 
year, thon thoy doroond a budget to pat things right, and this 
they expend in three months, after which they ask for a supple¬ 
mentary budget, and all this ends with a liquidation budget 
But, as" tho budget of the following year is drawn up in aecord- 
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snee with the sum of the total addition, tho annual departure 
from tho normal reaches as much as 50 per cent in tf year, and 
so the annual budget is trebled in ten years. Thanks to aucb 
methods, allowed by tho eorele&mess of the goy States, their 
treasuries arc empty. The period of loans supervenes, and that 
bos swallowed up remainders and brought all the goy States to 
bankruptcy. 

28. You understand perfectly that economic arrangement* of 
this kind, which have been suggested to the goyim by us, cannot 
bo carried on by us. 

28. Every kind of loan proves infirmity in the State and a 
want of understanding of tho rights of the State. Leans hang 
like a sword of Damocles over tho hesds of ruler*, who, instead 
of taking from their subjects by ei temporary hue, corao begging 
with outstretched palm of our bankers. Foreign loaus arc leeches 
which there is no possibility of removing from the body of the 
State until they fall off of themselves or the State flings them 
off. But the goy States do not tear them off; they go On in per¬ 
sisting in putting more on to themselves so that they must in¬ 
evitably perish, drained by voluntary blood-letting. 

30. What olio indeed is, in substance, a loan, especially a for¬ 
eign loan? A loan is—an issue of government bills o£ exchange 
containing a percentage obligation commensurate to tho sum of 
tho loan capital I ft he loan bears k charge of 5 per cent, then 
in twenty years the State vainly pays away in interest a sum 
equal to the loan borrowed, in forty years it is paying a double 
sum, in sixty—treble, and all the while the debt remains an un¬ 
paid debt 

31. From this calculation it is obvious that with any form of 
taxation per bead tho State is baling out the tost coppers of the 
poor taxpayers in order to settle accounts with wealthy foreign¬ 
ers, from whom it has borrowed money instead of collecting these 
coppers for its own needs without the additional interest. 

32. So long as loans were internal the goyim only shuffled 
their money from the pockets of the poor to these of tho rich, 
bnt when we bought up the uecessaty person in order to transfer 
loans into the external sphere all tho wealth of ^States Sowed 
into our cash-boxes B nd all the goyim began to pay us the tribute 
of subjects. 

33. If the superficiality of goy kings on their thrones in regard 
to State affairs and the venality of ministers or the want of nn- 
derstauding of financial matters on the part of other ruling per¬ 
sons have made their countries debtors to our treasuries to 
amounts quite impossible to pay it bn a not been accomplished 
without, on our part, heavy expenditure of trouble and money. 
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34. Stagnation of money Trail not bo allowed by ha and there¬ 
fore there will bo no State interest-bearing paper, except a one- 
por-ccnt series, so that there will be no payment of Interest to 
Jccches that suck all tho strength out of the State. The right to 
iasuo interest-bearing paper will bo given exclusively to indus¬ 
trial companies who will find no difficulty in paying interest out 
of profits, whereas the State docs not make interest on borrowed 
money liko these companies, for tho State borrows to spend and 
not to ubo in operations. 

36. Industrial papers will be bought also by the. government 
which from being os now a paper of tribute by loon operations 
will bo transformed into a lender of money at a profit. This 
measure will step tho stagnation of money, parasitic profits and 
idleness, all of which were useful for us among the goyim so long 
as thoy wore independent but sto not desirable under our rule. 

36. How clear is tho undeveloped power of thought of tho 
purely brute brains of the goyitn, as expressed in the fact that 
they have been borrowing from ns with payment of interest 
without ever thinking that all the same these very moneys plus 
an addition for payment of interest must be got by them from 
their own State pockets in order to settle up with ns. What 
could havo been simpler than to take the money they wanted 
from their own peopleT 

37. But it is a proof of the genius of our chosen mind that we 
havo contrived to present the matter of loans to them in such s 
light that they have oven seen in them on advantage for them¬ 
selves. 

38. Our accounts, which we shall present when the time comes, 
in tho light of centuries of expcricnco gained by experiments 
made by us on tho goy States, will be distinguished by clearness 
and definiteness and will show at a glance to all men tho advan¬ 
tage of our innovations. They will put an end to those abuses 
to which wo owe our mastery over the goyim, but which cannot be 
allowed in our kingdom. 

33*. 'Wo shall so hedge abost our system of accounting that 
neither the ruler nor tho moat insignificant public servant will 
bo in n position to divert even tho smallest sum from its destina¬ 
tion without detection or to direct it in another diruction except 
that which will be once fixed in a definite plan of action. 

40. And without a definite plan it is impossible to rule. 
Marching along an undetermined road and with undetermined 
resources brings to ruin by the way hcroea and demi-goda. 

41. Tho got/ rulers, whom wo onco upon a time advised should 
be distracted from State occupations by representative recep¬ 
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tions, observances of etiquette, entertainments, were only screens 
for our rale, The accounts of favourite courtiers who replaced 
them in the sphere of affairs were drawn up for them by oar 
agents, sad every time gave satisfaction to sbort-3ightad ududs 
by promises that in the future economies and improvements were 
foreseen .... Economies from whatt Prom new taxes t—were 
queetions that might have been bat wore not asked by those who 
read our accounts and projects. 

42. You know to what they have been brought by this care¬ 
lessness, to what ft pitch of financial disorder they have arrived, 
notwithstanding the astonishing industry of their peoples .... 

TTTt 

1. To what I reported to yau at tho last meeting I shall now 
add a detailed explanation of internal loans. Of foreign loans 
I shall say nothing more, because they have fed u« with national 
moneys of the goyim, but for our State there will be no foreign. 
Crs, that is, nothing external. 

2. We have taken advantage of the venality of administrators 
and sleekness of rulers to get our moneys twice, thrice and mors 
times over, by lending to the goy governments money’s which 
were not at ail needed by the Slates. Could anyone do the liko 
in regard to net. . .. Therefore, 1 shall only deal with the de¬ 
tails of internal loans. 

3. States announce that such a Joan is to be concluded and 
open subscriptions for their own bills of exchange, that Is, for 
their Interest-bearing paper. That they may be within the reach 
of all the price is determined at from a hundred to a thousand/ 
and & discount is made for tho earliest subscribers. Next day 
by artificial means the price of them goes up, the alleged reason 
being that everyone is rushing to buy them. In a. few days the 
treasury safes are as they say overflowing and there's more 
money than they can do with (why then take it J). The subscrip¬ 
tion, it ia alleged, covers many times over the issue total of thv 
leant m this lies the whole stage effect—look you, they say, what 
confidence is shown in the governments bills of exchange. 

4. But when the comedy is pi&yed out there emerges tho fact 
that a debit and an exceedingly burdensome debit has been cre¬ 
ated. For tho payment of interest it becomes necessary to have 
recourse to new toons, which do cot swallow up but only add 
to the capital debt. And when this credit is exhausted it be¬ 
comes necessary by new taxes to cover, not the loan, but only 
the interest on it These taxeg are a debit employed to cover ft 
debit .... 

5. Later cornea the time for conversions, but they diminish the 
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payment of interest without covering the debt, and besides they 
cannot bo made without tho consent of tho lender* j on announc¬ 
ing a conversion a proposal is made to return tbo money to those 
who ore cot willing to convert their paper. If everybody ex¬ 
pressed his unwillingness and demanded his money back, the gov¬ 
ernment would bo hooked on their own files and would be found 
insolvent and unable to pay tho proposed sums. By goad luck 
tbo subjects of tho goy governments, knowing nothing about fi¬ 
nancial affairs, have always preferred losses on exchange and 
diminution of interest to tho risk of new investments of their 
moneys, and bnvo thereby many q thno enabled these govern¬ 
ments to throw off their shocldcra a debit of several millions. 

6. Nowadays, with external loans, theso tricks cannot be 
played by the goyim for they know that we shall demand all our 
moneys back. 

7. In this way an acknowledged bankruptcy will best prove to 
tho various countries the absence of any means between tho in¬ 
terests of the peoples and of those who rale them. 

8. I beg you to concentrate your particular attention upon this 
point and upon tho following: nowadays all internal loans are 
consolidated by so-called flying loans, that is, such as havo terms 
of payment more or less near. Theso debts consist of moneys 
paid into the savings bonks and reserve funds. If left for long 
at the disposition of a government these funds evaporate in tho 
payment of interest on foreign loans, and arc placed by tho de¬ 
posit of equivalent amount of renits. 

8. A nd theso last it is which patch up all the leaks in tho Sioto 
treasuries of the goyim. 

10. "When wo ascend the throne of the world all these finan¬ 
cial and similar shifts, as being not iu accord with our interests, 
will bo awopt away so os not to leave a trace, as also will bo de¬ 
stroyed all money markets, Ginco wo shall not allow tho prestige 
of our power to bo shaken by fluctuations of prices set upon our 
values, which wo shall announce by law at the prico which rep- 
Veaento their foil worth without any possibility of lowering or 
raising. (Raising gives tho pretext for lowering, which indeed 
was whoro we mads a beginning ia relation to tbs values of tho 
goyim.) 

11. Wo shall replace tho monoy markets by giandoisa govern¬ 
ment credit institutions, tho object of which will be to fix tho 
prico of industrial values in accordance with government views. 
These institutions will bo in a position to fling upon tho market 
five hundred millions of industrial paper in ono day, or to buy 
up for tho same amount In this way all industrial undertakings 
will como into dependence upon us. You may imagine for yoar- 
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selves what immense power we shall thereby secure for our¬ 
selves .... 


YY7T 

1. In all that has so far been reported by me to you, I have on. 
deavoured to depict with care tho secret of what is coming, of 
what is past, and of whet is going on now, rushing into the flood 
of the great events coming already in the near future, the secret 
of our relations to the goyim and of financial operations. On 
this subject there remains still a little for mo to add. 

2. In our hands is the greatest power of our day—gold t »n two 
days we con procure from our storehouses ony quantity vse may 
please. 

8. Surely there is no need to seek further proof that our rale 
ia predestined by Gcdt Surely we shall not fail with such wealth 
to prove that all that evil which for so many centuries we have 
had to commit ha3 served at the end of ends the cause of true 
well-being—the bringing of everything into order! Though it 
he even by the exercise of some violence, yet all the some it will 
he established. TVe shall contrive to prove that we are benefac¬ 
tors who have restored to the rent and mangled earth the true 
good and also freedom of the person, and therewith wc shall en¬ 
able it to be enjoyed in peace and quiet, with proper dignity of 
relations, on the condition, of course, of strict observance of the 
Inw.q established by us. Wo shall make plain therewith that 
freedom does not consist in dissipation and in the right of un¬ 
bridled licence any more than the dignity and force of a man 
do not consist in the right of everyone to promulgate destructive 
principles in the nature of freedom of conscience, equality and 
a like, tbnt freedom of the person in no wise consists in the right 
to agitate oneself and others by abominable speeches before dis¬ 
orderly mobs, and that true freedom consists ia tho inviolability 
of (he person who honourably and strictly observes all the laws 
of life in common, that human dignity is wrapped up in con¬ 
sciousness of the rights find also of the absence of rights of each, 
mid not wholly and solely in fantastic imaginings about the sub¬ 
ject of one’s ego. 

4. Our authority will be glorious because it will be all-power¬ 
ful, will rule and guide, end not muddle along after leaders and 
orators shrieking themselves hoarse with senseless words which 
they call great principles and which are nothing else, to speak 
honestly, but utopian .... Our authority will he the crown of 
order, nnd in that is included the w hole happiness of man. The 
aureole of this authority will inspire a mystical tawing of the 
knee before it and a reverent fear before it of all the peoples. 
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True forco makes no terms with any right, not oven with that 
of God i none dare come near to it so as to take so much os a span 
from it away. 

XXIII 

1. That tho peoples may become accustomed to obedience it 
is ncecssaty to inculcate lessons of humility and therefore to re¬ 
duces the production of articles of Injury. By this we shall im¬ 
prove morals which have been debased by emulation in the 
sphere of luxury. Wo shall re-establish small master produc¬ 
tion which will mean laying a mine under the private capital 
of manufacturers. This is indispensable also for the reason that 
manufacturer* on the grand scale often move, though not always 
consciously, the thoughts of the masses in directions against the 
government A people of small masters knows nothing of un¬ 
employment and this bind* him closely with existing order, and 
consequently with the firmness of 'authority. Unemployment 
is a most perilous thing for a government. For us its part will 
have been played out the moment authority is transferred into 
our hands. Drunkenness also will bo prohibited by law and pun¬ 
ishable as a crime against humanness of man who is turned into 
a bruts under tho influence of alcohol. 

2. Subjects, I repeat enco more, give blind obedience only to 
the strong bend which is absolutely independent of them, for in 
it they f«l tho sword of defence and support against social 
scourges .... What do they want with an angelic spirit in a 
king! What they have to seo m him is the personification of 
force and power. 

3. Tho supremo lord who will replace all now existing rulers, 
dragging on their existence among societies demoralised by us, 
societies that have denied oven tho authority of Qod, from whose 
midst breaks out on all sides tho firo of anarchy, mait first of all 
proceed to quench this all-devouring flame. Therefore he will be 
obliged to kill off those existing societies, though he should 
drench them with his own blood, that he may resurrect them 
again in the form of regularly organised troops fighting con¬ 
sciously with overy kind of infection that may cover the body of 
the State with sores. 

4. This Chosen One of God is chosen from above to demolish 
the senseless forces moved by instinct and not reason, by brutish, 
ness and humanness. These forces now triumph in manifesta¬ 
tions of robbery and every kind of violence under the mask of 
principles of freedom and rights. They have overthrown all 
forms of social order to erect on the ruins of the throne of the 
Sing of tho Jews; but their part will bo played ont the moment 
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ho enters into bis kingdom. Then it will be necessary to sweep 
iJicm away from his path, on which must be left no knot, no 
splinter , 

5. Then will it be possible for us to say to the peoples of the 
world: Give thanks to Qod and bow the knee before him who 
bears on his front the seal of the predestination of man, to which 
Qod himself has led his star*that uoue other hut Him might free 
us from all the before-mentioned forces and evils. 

XXIV 

!♦_ I pass now to the method of confirming tho dynastic roots 
of King David to the last at rata of the cartb. 

2. This confirmation will first and foremost be included in 
that in which to this day has rested the force of conservatism by 
our learned ciders of the conduct of the affairs of the world, 
in the directing of the education of thought of all humanity. 

3. Certain members of the seed of David will prepare the 
Icings and their heirs, selecting not by light of heritages but by 
eminent capacities, inducting them into the most secret mysteries 
of the political, into schemes of government, but providing id- 
ways that none may come to knowledge of the secrets. Tho ob¬ 
ject of this mode of action is that all may know that government 
cannot he entrusted to those who have not been inducted into tho 
secret places of its art....

The Protocol consist of 24 documents, first published in Russian 
(1905) by Sergyei Nilas. In 1S06, copies were placed in the British 
Museum. Jewish authorities deny the authenticity of these documents. 

In an interview (Feb. 17,1921), given publicity in the New York 
World, Mr. Henry Ford, expressing himself with regard to the Proto¬ 
cols, saidr 

"THEY FIT IN WITH WHAT 18 GOING ON. . . . THEY

Dili nit ion 

"Protocol" means "Minutes of Prcccedura",—and in this case al¬ 
leged to mean Minutes of Proceedings of tho Learned Elders of Zion; 
addresses delivered to an innermost circle of the Rulers of Zion. 

The authenticity of Tho Protocols is proved as you would prove 
the text in an arithmetic; as you would prove tho electrician by push¬ 
ing the electric button. Tho Protocols are proved in the manners, hab¬ 
its and customs of tho Jews themselves, and tho results which have 
followed Jewish participation in civil, social, industrial, financial and 
political problems. THE JEWS HAVE LIVED UP TO THE PROTO¬

Paternalistic PROFITEERING will be conducted to support an 
inner clique (mainly Jews) in extravagant elegance. Further exploi¬ 
tation to be hnd by INTEREST to bo paid to the owners of BONDS. 
THIS IS THE PERFECTED CAPITALISM. 


After “Accumulating the wealth of the world”, the next tiling 
which the money-mongers had to decide was WHAT TO DO WITH 
THIS “ACCUMULATED WEALTH OF THE WORLD”. How can it 
be made secure? How can it be made to earn interest forever? 


The answer is, Socialism, Bolehovism, Sovietism. The formula is, 
"Government Ownership, Management and Control of All Public Utili¬ 
ties”, by a Faternaiistic Autocracy, Russia is the first outstanding 
sample. 

In perfect accord with The Protocols, tho Jews are borrowing and 
bonding the unsuspecting Russian people into on inhuman robot peon¬ 
age, Which is to he a comparative hell alongside the former peasantry 
of tho Czar. Russia is not only borrowing at home but abroad. The 
Paternalistic Soviet State is guaranteeing the INTEREST to bo paid 


to the private owners of money. Shyiock is by nature a usurer. Of 
course the principle will never be paid. The precedent of moratoriums 
is already established. Bonds now coming duo are paid with more 
bonds. Then we have the spectacle of Hunger-Bonds, all going out 
and nothing coming in. The Jews will not permit a resumption of 
proper production and distribution. They want the burden of bonds to 
be made so great that there can be no hope of repayment. Then will 
the INTEREST, made permanent forever, be adequate to satisfy the 
Jews’ idea of the PERFECT CAPITALISTIC EXPLOITATION BY 
USURY. 

Financial interests have plotted to bankrupt the world and bring 
about a Receivership. A Receivership means world-peonage. A bond¬ 
ed world is slave to the bondholders. Loss, perhaps, than a hundred 
colossal estates will own the world’s bonds. This means Hint less 
than a hundred colossal estates, owned by a very few individuals, 
nearly ail of them Jews, will be the world's masters. 

Some authorities estimate that the whole indebtedness of the 
U. S. A., taxable against production, amounts to over 300 billions of 
dollars. Salaries and wages of the whole country amounts to around 
35 billions. At 7 per cent tho interest on 300 billions equals 21 billions. 
It is therefore apparent that we are already in bondage beyond our 
capacity to pay cyen the interest. 

Space forbids a careful analysis of the methods by which the 
Jews become the political dictators of the Socialist State. It is suffi¬ 
cient, within our limits, to cite Russia in fact. In Russia the Jews are 
less than 5 percent of the population, yet they hold over 00 percent of 
all the official positions. Russians and Jews arc two different races 
and nations. Russia is not governed by Russians. Russia is governed 
by Jews. The ninety percent (Russians) have only a ten percent say- 
so about their own government, and the ten percent in office (Rus¬ 
sians) arc but lickspittle (fronts) to the Jews. To the reasoning mind 
such a situation seems impossible, yet tho condition exists in fact. A 
careful study of The Protocols alone will clear up the mystery. 

Shakcspear’s setting, in the “Merchant of Venice” is a unique 
metaphor: Christianity sealed to such a bond, for tho use of that 
which Shyiock called his own—the use of money; not for the USURY 
alone, for in this case Christianity sealed to yield its pound of flesh. 
In the Judgment Shyloek was put upon full display. Shyiock was in 
deadly earnest “Look you to your bond”, he snapped in fiendish glee, 
as his own knife he whetted before the very Judgment bar. “Pre¬ 
pare your breast”, and as for mercy, “I do not find it in the bond”, 
and you can rail him out of court when you can rail the seal from 
off the bond. 

These are not only lovers bonds, but these ore Hunger-Bonds. 
What man but Shyiock would seal a world to Hunger-Bonds? In 
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Shylock's Pawn Shop a hungry mother asks lor a pawn-hawkers loan 
ol two dollars against hor wedding ring. Shyioek says “PH give yn 
vun”. Who, but Shylock, thinks in terms like these? 

The Judgment says that Shylock conspired against the Christian's 
very life, not only directly, but indirectly too, and for this shall pay 
the forfeiture, not of hia life, but of his civil privileges which he 
hitherto enjoyed among his follow men, But the Judgment knew 
mercy. The Judgment did not include Shylock's daughter, who be- 
enma a Christian bride.

PROTOCOLS 

OF THE MEETINGS OF THE 
LEARNED ELDERS OF ZION 

Protocol No. 1 

Right lies in Might. Freedom—an idea only. Liberalism, Gold. 
Faitb. Self-Government. Despotism of Capital. The internal 
foe. The Mob. Anarchy, Politics versus Morale. The Right of 
the Strong. The invincibility of Jew-Masonic authority. End 
justifies Means. The Mob a Blind Man. Political A.B.C. Party 
Discord. Most satisfactory form of rule—Despotism, Alcohol. 
Classicism. Corruption. Principles and rules of the Jew-Masonic 
Government. Terror. “Liberty, Equality, Fraternity.” Prin¬ 
ciple of Dynastic Rule. Annihilation of the privileges of the 
Goy-Aristocracy (i.e., non-Jew). The New Aristocracy. The 
psychological calculation. Abstractness of “Liberty.” Power of 
Removal of represenratives of the people. 

. . , . Putting aside fine phrases we shall speak of the signi¬ 
ficance of each thought: by comparisons and deductions wo shall throw 
light upon surrounding facts. 

What I am about to set forth,, then, is our system from tho two 
points of view, that of ourselves and that of the goyim (i.e., non Jews). 

It must be noted that men with bad instincts are more in number 
than the good, and therefore the best results in governing them aro 
attained by violence and torrorisation, and not by academic discussions* 
Every man aims at power, everyone would like to become a dictator 
if only ho could, and rare indeed are the men who would not be willing 
to sacrifice the welfare of all for the sake of securing their own wel¬ 
fare. 

What has restrained the beasts of prey who aro called men? 
What has served for their guidance hitherto? 

In the beginnings of the structure of society they wore subjected 
to brutal and blind force; afterwards—to Law, which is the same 
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force, only disguised. I draw the conclusion that by the law of nature 
right lies in force. 

Political freedom is an idea but not a fact. This idea one must 
know how to apply whenever it appears necessary with this bait of 
an idea to attract the masses of the people to one's party for the 
purpose of crushing another who is in authority. This task is ren¬ 
dered easier If the opponent has himself been infected with the idea 
of freedom, so-called liberalism, and, for the sake of an idea, is will¬ 
ing to yield some of his power. It is precisely hero that the triumph 
of our theory appears: the slackened reins of government are imme¬ 
diately, by the law of life, caught up and gathered together by a new 
hand, because the blind might of the nation cannot for one single day 
exist without guidance, and the new authority merely fits into tho 
place of the old already weakened by liberalism. 

In our day the power which has replaced that of tho rulers who 
were liberal is the power of Gold. Time was when Faith ruled. The 
idea of freedom is impossible of realisation because no one knows how 
to use it with moderation. It is enough to hand over a people to self- 
government for a certain length of time for that people to be turned 
into a disorganised mob. From that moment on we get internecine 
strifo which soon develops into battles between classes, in the midst 
of which States burn down and their importance is reduced to that of 
a heap of ashe3. 

Whether a State exhausts itself In its own convulsions, whether its 
internal discord brings it under tho power of external foes—in any 
case it can be accounted irretrievably lost: it is in our power. The 
despotism of Capital, which is entirely in our hands, reaches out to 
it a straw that tho State, willy-nilly, must take hold of: if not—it 
goes to the bottom. 

Should anyone of a liberal mind say that such reflections as the 
above arc immoral I would put the following questions:—If every 
State has two foes and if in regard to tho external foe it is allowed 
and not considered immoral to use every manner and art of conflict, 
as for example to keep tho enemy in ignorance of plans of attack and 
defence, to attack him by night or in superior numbers, then in what 
way can the same means in regard to a worse foe, the destroyer of 
tho structure of society and the commonweal, be called immoral and 
not permissible? 

Is it possible for any sound logical mind to hope with any success 
to guide crowds by the aid of reasonable counsels and arguments, 
when any objection of contradiction, senseless though it may be, can 
be* made and when such objection may find more favour with the peo¬ 
ple, whose powers of reasoning are superficial? Men in masses and 
the men of the masses, being guided solely by petty passions, paltry 
beliefs, customs, traditions and sentimental theorism, fall a ploy to 
puiiy dissension, which hinders any kind of agreement even on the 
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basis of a perfectly reasonable argument. Every resolution of a crowd 
depends upon a chance or packed majority, which, in its ignorance 
of political secrets, puts forth some ridiculous resolution that lays in 
the administration a seed of anarchy. 

The political has nothing in common with the moral. The ruler 
_ who is goverened by the moral is not a skilled politician, and is there¬ 
fore unstable on his throne. He who wishes to rule must have re¬ 
course both to cunning and to make-believe. Great national qualities, 
like frankness and honesty, are vices in politics, for they bring down 
rulers from their thrones move effectively and more certainly than 
the most powerful enemy. Such qualities must be the attributes of 
the kingdoms of the goytai, but we must in no wise bo guided by them. 

Our right lies fai force. The word "right" is an abstract thought 
and proved by nothing. The word means no more than:—Give me 
what I want in order that thereby I may have a proof that I am 
stronger than you. 

Where does right begin? Where does it end? 

In any State in which there is a bad organization of authority, 
an impersonality of laws and of the rulers who have lost their person¬ 
ality amid the flood of rights ever multiplying out of liberalism, I 
find a new right—to attack by the right of the strong, and to scatter 
to the winds all existing forces of order And regulation, to reconstruct 
all institutions and to become the sovereign lord of those who hove 
loft to us tho rights of their power by laying them down voluntarily 
in their liberalism, 

Our power in the present tottering condition c£ All forms of power 
will be more invincible than any othei', because !fc-will remain invisible 
until the moment when it has gained inch strength that no cunning 
can any longer undermine it. 

Out of the temporary evil we arc now compelled to commit will 
emerge the good of an unshakeablc rule, which will restore the regu¬ 
lar course of the machinery of the national life, brought to nought 
by liberalism. The result justifies the means. Let us, however, in our 
plans, direct ouv attention not so much to whafc is good and moral as 
to what is necessary and useful. 

Before us is a plan in which is laid down strategically the line 
from which \vc cannot deviate without running the risk of seeing the 
labour of many centuries brought to naught. 

In order to elaborate satisfactory forms of action it is necessary 
to have regard to the rascality, the slackness, the instability of the 
mob, its lack of capacity to understand and respect the conditions of 
its own life, or its own welfare. It must be understood that the might 
of n mob is blind, senseless and unreasoning force ever at the mercy 
of a suggestion from any side. Tho blind cannot lead the blind with- 
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out bringing them into the abyss; consequently, members of the mob, 
Upstarts from the people even though they should be as a genius for 
wisdom, yet having no understanding of the political, cannot come for¬ 
ward ns loaders of the mob without bringing the whole nation to ruin. 

Only one trained from childhood for independent rule can have 
understanding of the words that can be made up of the political 
alphabet, 

A people left to itself i.e., to upstarts from its midst, brings itself 
to ruin by party iissensions excited by the pursuit of power and hon¬ 
ours and the disorders arising therefrom. Is It possible for the masses 
of the people calmly and without petty jealousies to form judgments, 
to deal with the affairs of the country, which cannot be mixed up with 
personal interests ? Can they defend themselves from an external foe ? 
It is unthinkable, for a plan broken up into as many parts as there 
ate heads in the mob, loses all homogeneity, and thereby becomes un¬ 
intelligible and impossible of execution. 

It is only with a despotic ruler that plan3 can be elaborated ex¬ 
tensively and dearly in such a way as to distribute the whole properly 
among the several parts of the machinery of the State: from this the 
conclusion is inevitable that a satisfactory form of government for 
any country is one that concentrates in tho hands of one responsible 
person. Without an absolute despotism there can be no existence for 
civilisation which is carried on not by the masses but by their guide, 
whosoever that person may be. Tho mob is a savage and displays its 
savagery at every opportunity. The moment tho mob seises freedom 
in its hands it quickly turns to anarchy, which in itself is the highest 
degree of savagery. 

Behold tlie alcoiiolised animal^, bemused with drink, the right to 
an immoderate use of which comes along with freedom, it is not for 
us and ours to walk that road. The peoples of the goylm are bemused 
with alcoholic liquors; their youth lias grown stupid on classicism and 
from early immorality, into which it has been inducted by our special 
agents—by tutors, lackeys, governesses in the houses of the wealthy, 
by clerks and others, by our women in the places of dissipation fre¬ 
quented by the gnyim. In the number of these Inst I count also the 
socuiled “society indies," voluntary followers of the others in corrup¬ 
tion and luxury. 

Our countersign is—Force and Make-believe. Only force conquers 
in political affairs, especially if it be concealed in the talents essential 
to statesmen. Violence must be the principle, and cunning and make- 
believe the rule for governments which do not want to lay down their 
crowns at tho feet of agents of some new power. This evil is the 
one and only moans to attain the end, the good. Therefore we must 
not stop at bribery, deecit and treachery when they should serve to¬ 
wards the attainment of our end. In politics one must know how to 
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seize the property of others without hesitation if by it wo secure sub¬ 
mission and sovereignty. 

Our State, marching along the path of peaceful conquest, has the 
right to replace the horrors of war by less noticeable and more satis¬ 
factory sentences of death, necessary to maintain the terror which 
tends to produce blind submission. Just but merciless severity is the 
greatest factor of strength in the State: not only for the sake of gain 
but also in the name of duty, for the sake of victory, wc must keep 
to tho programme of violence and make-believe. The doctrine of 
squaring accounts is precisely as strong as the means of which it 
makes use. Therefore it is not so much by the means themeaelves as 
by the doctrine of severity that we shall triumph and bring all govern¬ 
ments into subjection to our super-government. It is enough for them 
to know that we are merciless for all disobedience to cease. 

Far back in ancient times we were the first to cry among the 
masses of the people the words “Liberty, Equality, Fraternity," 
words many times repeated since those days by stupid poll-parrots 
who from all aides round flew down upon these baits and with them 
carried away the well-being of the world, true freedom of the indi¬ 
vidual, formerly so well guarded against the pressure of the mob. 
The would-be wise men of the goyim, the intellectuals, could not make 
anything out of the uttered words in their abstractness; did not note 
the contradiction of their meaning and inter-relation: did not see that 
in nature there is no equality, cannot be freedom: that Nature herself 
has established in equality of minds, of characters, and capacities, 
just as immutably as she has established subordination to her laws: 
never stopped to think that the mob is a blind thing, that upstarts 
elected from among it to bear rule are, in regard to the political, the 
same blind men as the mob itself, that the adept, though he be a fool, 
can yet rule, whereas tho non-adept, even if he were a genius, under¬ 
stands nothing in tho political—to all these things tho goyim paid no 
regard; yet all the time it was based upon these things that dynastic 
rule rested: the father passed on to the son a knowledge of the course 
of political affairs in such wise that none should know it but members 
of the dynasty and none could betray it to the governed. As time 
went on the meaning of the dynastic transference of the true position 
of affairs in the political was lost, and this aided the success of our 
cause. 

In ail corners of the earth the words "Liberty, Equality, Fra¬ 
ternity" brought to our ranks, thanks to our blind agents, whole le¬ 
gions who bore our banners with enthusiasm. And all the time these 
words were canker-worms at work boring into the well-being of the 
goyim, putting an end everywhere to peace, quiet, solidarity and des¬ 
troying all the foundations of the goya States. As you will see later, 
this helped us to our triumph; it gave us the possibility, among other 
things, of getting into our hands the master card— the destruction of 
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the privileges, oi* in other words of the very existence of the aristo¬ 
cracy of the goyim, that class which was the only defence peoples and 
countries had against us. On the ruins of the natural and genealo¬ 
gical aristocracy of the goyim wo have sot up the aristocracy of our 
educated class headed by the aristocracy of money. The qualifica¬ 
tions for this aristocracy we have established in wealth, which is de¬ 
pendent upon us, and in knowledge, for which our learned ciders pro¬ 
vide the motive force. 

Our triumph has been rendered easier by the fact that in our re¬ 
lations with the men whom \vc wanted we have always worked upon 
the most sentitivc chords of the human mind, upon the cash account, 
upon the cupidity, upon the insatiability for material needs of man; 
and each one of tbe3C human weaknesses, taken alone, is sufficient to 
paralyse initiative, for it hands over the will of men to the disposition 
of him who has bought their activities. 

The abstraction of freedom has enabled us to persuade the mob 
in all countries that their government is nothing but the steward of 
the people who are the owners of the country, and that the steward 
may he replaced like a worn-out glove. 

It is this possibility of replacing the representatives of the peo¬ 
ple which has placed them at our disposal, and, as it wore, given us 
the power of appointment. 


Protocol No. 2 

Economic Wars—the foundation of the Jewish predominance. Figure¬ 
head government and "secret advisers,” Successes of destructive 
doctrines. Adaptability in politics. Part played by the Press. 
Cost of gold and value of Jewish sacrifice. 

It is indispensable for our purpose that wars, so far as possible, 
should not result in territorial gains: war will thus be brought on to 
the economic ground, where the nations will not fail to perceive in the 
assistance we give the strength of our predominance, and this state of 
things will put both sides at the mercy of our international agentur; 
which possesses millions of eyes ever on the watch and unhampered by 
any limitations whatsoever. Our international rights will then wipe 
out national rights, in the proper sense of right, and will rule the na¬ 
tions precisely as the civil law of States rules the relations of their 
subjects among themselves. 

The administrators, whom we shall choose from among the public, 
with strict regard to their capacities for servile obendience, will not 
be persons trained in the arts of government, and will therefore easily 
become pawns in our game in the hands of men of learning and genius 
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who wilt be their advisers, specialists bred and reared from early child¬ 
hood to rule the affairs of the whole world. As is well known to 
you, these specialists of ours have been drawing to fit them for rule 
the information they need from our political plans from the lessons 
of history, from observations made of the events of every moment as 
it passes. The goyim are not guided by practical use of unprejudiced 
historical observation, but by theoretical routine without any critical 
regard for consequent results. Wo need not, therefore, take any ac¬ 
count of them—iet them amuse themselves until the hour strikes, or 
live on hopes of new forms of enterprising pastime, or on the memo¬ 
ries of all they have enjoyed. For them let that play the principal 
part which we have persuaded them to accept as the dictates of science 
(theory). It is with this object in view that we arc constantly, by 
means of our pres3, arousing a blind confidence in these theories. The 
intellectuals of the goyim will puff themselves up with their knowl¬ 
edges and without any logical virification of them will put into effect 
all the information available from science, which our agentur special¬ 
ists have cunningly pieced together for the purpose of educating their 
mind3 in the direction we want. 

Do not suppose for a moment that these statements are empty 
words: think carefully of the successes we arranged for Darwinism, 
Marxism, Nietzsche-ism. To us Jews, at any rate, it should ba plain 
to see what a disintegrating importance these directives have had up¬ 
on the minds of the goyim. 

ft is indispensable for us to take account of the thoughts, charac¬ 
ters, tendencies of the nations in order to avoid making slips in the 
political and in the direction of administrative affairs. The triumph 
of our system, of which the component parts of the machinery may 
be variously disposed according to the temperament of the peoples 
met on our way, will fail of success if the practical application of it 
be not based upon a summing up of the lessons of the past in the light 
of the present. 

In the hands of the States of to-dsy there is a great force that 
creates the movement of thought in the people, and that is the Press. 
The part played by the Press is to keep pointing out requirements 
supposed to be indispensable, to give voice to the complaints of the 
people, to express and to create discontent. It is the Press that the 
triumph of freedom of speech finds its incarnation. But the goyim 
States have not known how to make use of this force; and it has fallen 
info our hands. Through the Pre9S we have gained the power to in¬ 
fluence while remaining ourselves in the shade; thanks to the Press 
we have got the gold in our hands, notwithstanding that we have had 
to gather it out of oceans of blood and tears. But it has paid us, 
though we have sacrificed many of our people. Bach victim on our 
side is worth in the sight of God a thousand goyim. 
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Protocol No. 3 

The Symbolic Snake and its significance. The instability of the con¬ 
stitutional scales.

Hunger and rights of capital. The mob and the coronation of 
"Tho Sovereign Lord of all the World.” The fundamental precept 
in tho programme of tho future Masonic national schools. The 
secret of tho scionce of the structure of society. Universal econo¬ 
mic crisis. Security of “ours” (i.e., our people, Jews). The 
despotism of Masonry—tho kingdom of reason. Loss of the guide. 
Masonry and the great French Revolution. Tile King-Despot of 
tho blood of Zion. Causes of the invincibility of Masonry. Part 
played by secret masonic agonts. Freedom. 

To-day I may tell you that our goal is now only a few steps off. 
There remains a small space to cross and the whole long path we have 
trodden is ready now to close its cycle of tho Symbolic Snake, by 
which wa symbolise our people. When this ring closes, all the States 
of Europe will be locked in its coil as in a powerful vice. 

Tho constitution scales of these days will shortly break down, 
for wo have established thorn with a certain lack of accurate balance 
in order that they may oscillate incessantly until they wear through 
tho pivot on which they turn. The goyira aro under the impression 
that they have woldod them sufficiently strong and they have all along 
kept on expecting that tho scales would come into equilibrium. But 
tho pivots—tho kings on their thrones—are hemmed in by their repre¬ 
sentatives, who play tho fool, distraught with their own uncontrolled 
and irresponsible power. This power they owo to tho terror which 
has been breathed into tho palaces. As they have no means of getting 
at their people, into thoir very midst, tho kings on their thrones are 
no longer able to como to ierms with them and so strengthen them¬ 
selves againBt seekers after power. We havo made a gulf between 
tho far-seeing Sovereign Power and tho blind force of tho people so 
that both havo lost all meaning, for like the blind man and his stick, 
both are poworlcss apart, 

In order to incite seekora after power to a misuse of power we 
havo set oil forces in opposition one to another, breaking up their 
liberal tendencies towards independence. To this end we have stirred 
up overy form of enterprise, wo have armed ail parties, wo have set 
up authority os a target for ovory ambition. Of States we have made 
gladiatorial arenas whore a host of confused issues contend, . . A 
little more, and disorders and bankruptcy will be universal. . . . 
Bobblors incxhaustiblo have turned into oratorical contests the 
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sittings of Parliament and Administrative Boards. Bold journalists 
and unscrupulous pampheteers daily fall upon executive officials. 
Abuses of power will put the final touch in preparing all institutions 
for their overthrow and everything will fly skyward under the blows 
of the maddeded mob. 

All people arc chained down to heavy toil by poverty more firmly 
then ever they were chained by slavery and serfdom; from these, one 
way and another, they might free themselves, these could be settled 
with, but from want they will never get away. We have included in 
the constitution such rights as to the masses appear fictitious and not 
actual rights. All these so-called “People's Sights” can exist only in 
idea, an idea which can never be realized in practical life. What is 
it to the proletariat labourer, bowed double over his heavy toil, crushed 
by his lot in life, if talkers get the right to babble, if journalists get 
the right to scribble any nonsense side by side with good stuff, once 
tile proletariat has no other profit out of the constitution save only 
those pitiful crumbs which we fling them from our table in return for 
their voting .in favour of what we dictate, in favour of the men we 
place in power, the servants of our agentur. . . . Republican 
rights for a poor man are no more than a bitter piece of irony, for 
the necessity he is under of toiling almost al! day gives him no present 
use of them, but on the other hand robs him of all guarantee of regular 
and certain earnings by making him dependent on strikes by his com¬ 
rades or lockouts by his masters. 

The people under our guidance have annihilated the aristocracy, 
who wore their one and only defence and foster-mother for the sake 
of thoir own advantage which is inseparably bound up with the well¬ 
being of the people. Nowadays, with the destruction of the aristo¬ 
cracy, the people have fallen into the grips of merciless money¬ 
grinding scoundrels who have laid a pitiless and cruel yoke upon 
the necks of the workers. 

We appear on the scene as alleged saviours of the worker from 
tb !3 oppression when we propose to him to enter tho ranks of our 
fighting forces—Socialists, Anarchists, Communists—to whom we al¬ 
ways give support in accordance with an alleged brotherly rule (of 
the solidarity of all humanity) of our social masonry. The aristo¬ 
cracy, which enjoyed by law the labour of the workers, was inter¬ 
ested in seeing that the workers were well fed, healthy and strong. 
We are interested in just the opposite—in the diminution, the killing 
out of tho Goyim. Our power is in the chronic shortness of food and 
physical weakness of the worker because by all that this implies he 
is made the slave of our will, and he will not find in bis own authori¬ 
ties cither strength or energy to set against our will- Hunger cre¬ 
ates the right of capita! to rule the worker more surely than it warn 
given to the aristocracy by the legal authority of kings. 

By want and the envy and hatred which it engenders we shall 
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move the mobs and with their hands we shall wipe out all those who 
hinder us on our way. 

When the hour strikes for our Sovereign Lord of all tho World 
to be crowned it is these same hands which will sweep away every¬ 
thing that might bo a hindrance thereto. 

The goyim have lost the habit of thinking unless prompted by tho 
suggestions of our special is tg. Therefore they do not see the urgent 
necessity of what we, when our kingdom comes, shall adopt at once, 
namely this, that it is essential to teach in national schools one sim¬ 
ple, true pieco of knowledge, the basis of all knowledge—the knowl¬ 
edge of the structure of human life, of social existence, which re¬ 
quires division of labour, and, consequently, the division of men into 
classes and conditions. It is essential for all to know that owing to 
difference in the objects of human activity there cannot be any equal¬ 
ity, that ho who by any act of hi3 compromises a whole class cannot 
be equally responsible before tho law with him who affects no one 
but only bis own honour. Tho true knowledge of the structure of 
society, into the secrets of which we do not admit the goyim, would 
demonstrate to’ all raon that tho positions and work must be kept 
within a certain circle, that they may not become a source of human 
suffering, arising from an education which docs not correspond with 
vbo Work which individuals are called upon to do. After a thorough 
Study of this knowledge the peoples will voluntarily submit to authori¬ 
ty and tUifiepb iUieth.position as is appointed them in the State. In the 
presani state knowledge and the direction wo have given to its de- 
*volopment fbe people, blindly believing things in print—cherishes— 
tnsrckz to promptings intended to mislead and to its own ignorance— 
a blind hatred towards all conditions which it considers above itself, 
for it has ns understanding of the meaning of class and condition. 

This hatred will be still further magnified by the effects of on 
economic crises, which V:ll slop ***lmgs on the exchanges and bring 
industry to a stands till, 'flta shall i treate by all the secret subter¬ 
ranean methods op*u to us ami with the aid of gold, which is all in 
our hands, a uni Verio! arises whereby we shall throw upon 

the streets whole mbb&*A wirfcis simultaneously in all the countries 
of Europe... These mobs *ill rush delightedly to shed the blood of 
those whom, in tho simplicity of their ignorance, they have onvied from 
their cradles, and whose property they will then be able to loot. 

“Ours” they will not touch, because the moment of attack will be 
known to ub and wo shall take measures to protect our own. 

We have demonstrated that progress will bring all the goyim to 
tho sovereignty of reason. Our despotism will be precisely that; for 
it will know how by wise severities to pacificato all unrest, to cauter¬ 
ise liberalism out of all institutions. 

When tho populace has seen that all sorts of concessions and 
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indulgences are yielded it in the name of freedom it has imagined it¬ 
self to be sovereign lord and has stormed its way to power, but, nat¬ 
urally, like every other blind man it has come upon a host of stum¬ 
bling blocks, it has rushed to find a guide, it has never had the sense 
to return to the former slate and it has laid down its plenipotentiary 
powers at our feet. Remember the French Revolution, to which it 
was we who gave the name of ° Great”: the secrets of its prepara¬ 
tions are well known to us for it was wholly the work of our hands. 

Ever since that time we have been leading the peoples from one 
disenchantment to another, so that in the end they should turn also 
from us in favour of that King-Despot of the blood of Zion, whom 
we are preparing for the world. 

At the present day we are, as an international force, invincible, 
because if attacked by some we are supported by other States. It is 
the bottomless rcsealifcy of the goyim peoples, who crawl on their 
bellies to force, but are merciless towards weakness, unsparing to 
faults anu indulgent to crimes, unwilling to bear the contradictions 
oj a free social system but patient unto martyrdom under the vio¬ 
lence of a bold despotism—it is those qualities which are aiding us to 
independence. From the premier-dictators of the present day the 
goyim peoples suffer patiently and bear such abuses as for the least 
of them they would have beheaded twenty kings. 

What is the explanation of this phenomenon, this curious incon¬ 
sequence of the massed of the peoples in their attitude towards what 
would appear to be events of the same order? 

It is explained by the fact that these dictators whisper to the 
peoples through their agents that through these abuses they are in¬ 
flicting injury on the States with the highest purpose—to secure tho 
welfare of the peoples, the international brotherhood of them ail, 
their solidarity and equality of rights. Naturally- they do not tell 
the peoples that this unification must be accomplished only under our 
sovereign rule. 

And thus the people condemn the upright and acquit the guilty, 
persuaded ever more and more that it can do whatsoever it wishes. 
Thanks to this state of things the people are destroying every kind 
of stability and creating disorders at every step. 

The word "freedom” brings out the communities of men to fight 
against every kind of force, against every kind of authority, even 
against God and the laws of nature. For this reason we, when we 
come into our kingdom, shall have to erase this word from the lexi¬ 
con of life as implying a principle of brute force which turns mobs 
into bloodthirsty beasts. 

These beasts, it is true, fall asleep again every time when they 
have drunk their fill of blood, and at such times can easily be riveted 
into their chains. But if they be not given blood they will not sleep 
and continue to struggle. 
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Protocol No. 4 

Stages of a Republic. Gentile Masonry. Freedom and Faith. Inter¬ 
national Industrial Competition. Kolc of Speculation. Cult of 
• Gold. 

Every republic passes through several stages. The first of these 
is comprised in the early days of mud raging by the blind mob, tossed 
hither and thither, right and left: the second is demagogy, from which 
is born anarchy, and that leads inevitably to despotism—not any long- 
. or legal and overt, and therefore responsible despotism, but to un¬ 
seen and secretly hidden, yet nevertheless sensibly felt despotism in 
the hands of some secret organization or other, whose acts ore the 
more unscrupulous inasmuch as it works behind a screen, behind t e 
backs of all sorts of agents, the changing of whom not only docs not 
injuriously affect but actually aids the secret force by saving it, 
thanks to continual changes, from the necessity of expending it3 re¬ 
sources on the rewarding of long services. 

Who and what is in a position to overthrow an invisible force? 
And this is precisely what our force is. Gentile masonry blindly 
serves as a screen for ue and our objects, but the plan of action of 
our force, oven its very abiding-place, remains for the whole people 
an unknown mystery. 

But even freedom might be harmless and have its place in the 
State economy without Injury to the well-being of the peoples if it 
rested upon the foundation of faith in God, upon the brotherhood of 
humanity, unconnected with the conception of equality, which is neg¬ 
atived by the very laws of creation, for they have established sub¬ 
ordination. With such a faith as this a people might be governed by 
a wardship of parishes, and would walk contentedly and humbly under 
the guiding hand of its spiritual pastor submitting to the disposi¬ 
tions of God upon earth. This is the reason why it is indispensable 
for US to undermine all faith, to tear out of the minds of the Goyim 
the very principle of Godhead and the spirit, and to put in its place 
arithmetical calculations and material needs. 

In order to give the goyim no time to think and take note, their 
minds must be diverted towards industry and trade. Thus, all the 
nations will be swallowed up in the pursuit of gain and in the race 
for it will not take note of their common foe. But again, in order 
that freedom may once for all disintegrate and ruin the communities 
of the goyim, wo must pat industry on a speculative basis: the result 
of this will be that what is withdrawn from the land by industry will 
slip through the hands and pass into speculation, that is, to our classes. 

The intensified struggle for superiority and shocks delivered to 
economic life will creato, nay, have already created, disenchanted, 
cold and heartless communities. Such communities will foster a 
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strong aversion towards the higher political and towards religion. 
Their only guide is gain, that is Gold, which they wiil erect into a ver¬ 
itable cult, lor the sake of those material delights which it can give. 
Then will the hour strike when, not for the’sake of attaining the good, 
not even to win wealth, but solely out of hatred towards the privileged, 
the lower classes of the goyim will follow our lead against our rivals 
for power, the intellectuals of the goyim. 


Protocol No. 5 

Creation of an intensified centralisation of government. Methods of 
seizing power by masonry. Causes of the impossibility of agree¬ 
ment between States. The state of “predestination” of the Jews. 
Gold—the engine of the machinery of States. Significance of 
criticism. “Show” institutions. Weariness from word-spinning. 
How to take a grip of public opinion. Significance of personal 
initiative. The Super-Government. 

What form of administrative rule can be given to communities in 
which corruption has penetrated everywhere, communities where rich¬ 
es are attained only by the clever surprise tactics of semi-swindling 
tricks; where looseness reigns: where morality is maintained by penal 
measures and harsh laws but not by voluntarily accepted principles: 
where the feelings towards faith and country are obliterated by cos¬ 
mopolitan convictions? What form of rule is to be given to these 
communities if not that despotism which I shall describe to you later? 
We shall create an intensified centralisation of government in order to 
grip in our hands ali the forces of the community. We shall regulate 
mechanically all the actions of the political life of our subjects by now 
laws. These laws will withdraw one by one all the indulgences and 
liberties which have been permitted by the goyim, and our kingdom 
will be distinguished by a despotism of such magnificent proportions 
as to be at any moment and in every place in a position to wipe out 
any goyim who oppose us by deed or word. 

We shall be told that such a despotism as I speak of Is not consis¬ 
tent with the progress of these days, but I will prove to you that it is. 

In the times when the peoples looked upon kings on their thrones 
as on a pure manifestation of the will of God, they submitted without 
a murmur to the despotic power of kings: but from the day when we 
insinuated into their minds the conception of their own rights they be¬ 
gan to regard the occupants of thrones as mere ordinary mortals. 
The'holy unction of the Lord's Anointed ha3 fallen from the heads of 
kings in the eye of the people, and when we also robbed them of their 
faith in God the might of power was flung upon the streets into the 
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place of public proprietorship and was soiled by us. 

Moreover, the art of directing masses and individuals by means 
of cleverly manipulated theory and verbiage, by regulations of life in 
common and all sorts of other quirks, in all which the goyim under¬ 
stand nothing, belongs likewise to the specialists of our administra¬ 
tive brain. Reared on analysis, observation, on delicacies of line 
calculation, in this species of skill we have no rivals, any more than 
wo have either in the drawing up of plans of political actions and 
solidarity. In this respect the Jesuits alone might hove compared with 
us, but wo have contrived to discredit them in the eyes of the unthink¬ 
ing mob as nn overt organization, svhile wo ourseives ail the while 
have kept our secret organization in the shade. However, it is prob¬ 
ably nil the same to the world who is its sovereign lord, whether the 
head of Catholicism or our despot of the blood of Zion! But to us, 
the Chosen People, it is very far from being a matter of indifference. 

For a time perhaps we might be successfully dealt with by a coali¬ 
tion of the Goyim of all the world: but from this danger we are se¬ 
cured by the discord existing among them whose roots are so deeply 
seated that they can never now be plucked up. We have set one 
against another the personal and national reckonings of the goyim, 
religious and race hatreds, which we have fostered into a huge growth 
in the course of the past twenty centuries. This is the reason why 
there is not one State which would anywhere receive support if it were 
to raise its arm, for every one of them must bear in mind that any 
agreement against us would be unprofitable to itself. We are too 
strong—there Is no evading our power. The nations cannot come to 
even an inconsiderable private agreement without our secretly having 
a hand in it. 

Per Me rogos regnant- “It is through me that Kings reign.” 
And it was-said by the prophets that we were chosen by God Himself 
to rule oVer the whole earth, God has endowed us with genius that 
we may bo equal to our task. Were genius in the opposite camp it 
would still struggle against us, but oven so a newcomer is no match 
for the old-established settler: the struggle would be merciless be¬ 
tween us, such a fight as the world has never yet seen. Aye, and the 
genius on their side would have arrived too late. All the wheels of 
tho machinery of all States go by the force of the engine, which is in 
our hands; and that engine of the machinery of States is—Gold. The 
science of political economy invented by our learned elders has for 
iong past been giving royal prestige to capital. 

Capital, if it is to co-operate untrammelled, must be free to es¬ 
tablish a monopoly of industry and trade: this is already being put in 
execution by an unseen hand in all qunrtors of tho world. This free¬ 
dom will give political force to those engaged in industry, and that will 
help to oppress the people. Nowadays it is more important to dis¬ 
arm tho peoples than to lead them into war: more important to uso 
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for our advantage the passions which have burst into fiames than to 
quench their fire: more important to catch up and interpret the ideas 
of others to suit ourselves than to eradicate them. The principal ob¬ 
ject of our directorate consists in this: to debilitate the public mind 
by criticism: to lead it away from serious reflections calculated to 
arouse resistance; to distract the forces of the mind towards a sham 
fight of empty eloquence. 

In all ages the peoples of the world, equally with Individuals, have 
accepted words for deeds, for they are content with a show and rarely 
pause to note, in the public arena, whether promises are followed by 
performance. Therefore we shall establish show institutions which 
will give eloquent proof of their benefit to progress. 

We shall assume to ourselves the liberal physiognomy of al! par¬ 
ties, of ail directions, and we shall give that physiognomy a voice 
in orators who will speak so much that they will exhaust the patience 
of their hearers and produce an abhorrence of oratory. 

In order to put public opinion into our hands we must bring it in¬ 
to a state of bewilderment by giving expression from all sides to so 
many contradictory opinions and for such length of time as will suffice 
to make the Goyim lose their heads in the labyrinth and come to see 
that the best thing is to have no opinion of any kind in matters poli¬ 
tical, which it is not given to the public to understand, because they 
arc understood only by him who guides the public. This is the first 
secret. 

The second secret requisite for the success of our government is 
comprised in the following: To multiply to such an' extent national 
failings, habits, passions, conditions of civil life, that it will be im¬ 
possible for anyone to know where he is in the resulting chaos, so that 
the people in consequence will fail to understand one another. This 
measure will also serve us in another way, namely, to sow discord in 
all parties, to dislocate all collective forces which are still unwilling to 
submit to us, and to discourage any kind of personal initiative which 
might in any degree hinder our affair. There is nothing more danger¬ 
ous than personal initiative; if it has genius behind it, such initiative 
can do more than can be done by millions of people among whom we 
have sown discord. We must so direct the education of the goyim 
communities that whenever they come upon a matter requiring initia¬ 
tive they may drop their hands in despairing impotence. The strain 
which results from freedom of action saps the forces when it meets 
with the freedom of another. From this collision arise grave moral 
shocks, disenchantments, failures. By all these means we shall so wear 
down the goyim that they will be compelled to offer us international 
power of a nature that by its position will enable us without any vio¬ 
lence gradually to absorb all the State forces of the world and to form 
s Super-Government. In place of the rulers of today wg shall set up a 
bogey which will be called the Super-Government Administration.

PROTOCOLS OF ZION 


Its hands will reach out in all directions like nippers and its organiza¬ 
tion will be of such colossal dimensions that it cannot fail to subdue 
all the nations of the world. 


Protocol No, 6 

Monopolies; upon them depend the fortunes of the goyim. Taking of 
of the land out of the hands of the aristocracy. Trade, Industry 
and Speculation. Luxury. Rise of wages and increase of price 
.in the articles of primary necessity. Anarchism and drunken¬ 
ness. Secret meaning of the propaganda of economic theories. 

We shaii 30on begin to establish huge monopolies, reservoirs of 
colossal riches, upon which oven large fortunes of the goyim will' de¬ 
pend to such an extent that they will go to the bottom together with 
the credit of the States on the day after the political smash. . . . 

You gentlemen here present who are economists, just strike an 
estimate of the significance of this combinationi . . . 

In every possible way wo must develop the significance of our 
Super-Government by representing it us the Protector and Benefactor 
of ail those who voluntarily submit to us. 

Tho aristocracy of the goyim ns a political force, is dead—wo need 
not take it into account; but as landed proprietors they can stili be 
harmful to us from the fact that they are self-sufficing in the resourc¬ 
es upon which they live. It is essential therefore for us at whatever 
cost to deprive them of their land. This object will bo best attained 
by increasing the burdens upon landed property-in loading lands with 
debts. These measures will chock land-holding and keep it in a state 
of humble and unconditional submission. 

Tho aristocrats of the goyim, being hereditarily incapable of con¬ 
tenting themselves with little, wili rapidly burn up and fizzle out. 

At tho same time we must intensively patronise trade and indus¬ 
try, but, first and foremost, speculation, the part played by which is 
to provide a counterpoise to, industry: the absence of speculative in¬ 
dustry will muiliply capital in private hands and wiii serve to restore 
agriculture by freeing tho land from indebtedness to tho land banks. 
What we want is that industry should drain off from the land both 
labour and capita! and by means of speculation transfer into our 
hands all tho money of the world, and thereby throw a I! the goyim into 
the ranks of the proletariat. Then the goyim wili bow down before 
us, if for no other reason but to get the right to exist. 

To complete the ruin of the industry of tho goyim wo shall bring 
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to the assistance of speculation the luxury which we have developed 
among the goyim, that greedy demand for luxury which is swallowing 
up everything. We shall raise the rate of wages which, however, will 
not bring any advantage to the workers, for, at the same time, we shall 
produce a rise in prices of the first necessaries of life, alleging that it 
arises from the decline of agriculture and cattle-breeding: we shall 
further undermine artfully and deeply sources of production, by accus¬ 
toming the workers to anarchy and to drunkenness and side by side 
therewith taking all measure to extirpate from the face of the earth 
all the educated forces of the Goyim. 

In order that the true meaning of things may not strike the goyim 
before the proper time we shall mask it under an alleged ardent de¬ 
sire to serve the working classes and the great principles of political 
economy about which out economic theories are carrying on an ener¬ 
getic propaganda. 


Protocol No. 7 


Object of the intensification of armaments. Ferments, discords and 
hostility all over the world. Checking the opposition of the goyim 
by wars and by a universal war. Secrecy means success in the 
political. The Press and public opinion. The guns of America, 
China and Japan. 

The intensification of armaments, the increase of police forces— 
are all essential for the completion of the aforementioned plans. What 
we have to get at is that there should be in ail the States of the world, 
besides ourselves, only the masses of the proletariat, a few million¬ 
aires devoted to our interests, police and soldiers. 

Throughout all Europe, and by means of relations with Europe, 
in other continents also, we must create ferments, discords and hos¬ 
tility. Therein we gain a double advantage. In the first place we keep 
in check nil countries, for they well know that we have the power 
whenever we like to create disorder or to restore order. All these 
countries are accustomed to see in us an indispensable force of 
coercion. In the second place, by our intrigues we shaii tangle up all 
the threads which we have stretched into the cabinets of all States 
by means of the political, by economic treaties, or loan obligations. In 
order to succeed in this wo must use great cunning and penetration 
during negotiations and agreements, but, as regards what is called 
the ''official language," we shall keep to the opposite tactics and as¬ 
sume the mask of honesty and compliancy. In this way the peoples 
and governments of the goyim, whom we have taught to look only at 
the outside whatever we present to their notice, will still continue to 
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accept ua as the benefactors and saviours of the human race. 

Wc must be in n position to respond to every act of opposition by 
war with the neighbours of that country which dares to oppose us: 
but if these neighbours should also venture to stand collectively to¬ 
gether against us, then we must offer resistance by a universal war. 

The principal factor of success in the political is the sec racy of 
its undertakings: the word should not agree with the deeds of the 
diplomat. 

Wc must compel the governments of the goyim to take action in 
the direction favoured by our widely-conceived plan, already approach¬ 
ing the desired eon3ummotion, by what we shall represent as public 
opinion, secretly prompted by us through the means of that so-called 
■'Great Power"—the Press, which, with a few exceptions that may lie 
disregarded, is already entirely in our hands. 

In a word, to sum up our system of keeping the governments of 
the goyim in Europe in check, we shall show our strength to one 01 
them by terrorist attempts and to all, if we allow the possibility ol a 
general rising against us, wo shall respond with the guns of America 
or China or Japan. 





Protocol No, 8 

Ambiguous employment of juridical rights. Assistants of the Masonic 
directorate. Special schools and super-educational training. Eco¬ 
nomists and millionaires. To whom to entrust responsible posts 
in tho government. 

We must arm ourselves with all the weapons which our opponents 
might employ against us* We must search out in the very finest shades 
of expression and the knptty points of the lexicon of law justification 
of those eases where wo shall have to pronounce judgements that 
might appear abnormally audacious and unjust, for it is important 
that theso resolutions should be set forth in expressions that shall 
seem to be the most exulted moral principles cast into legal form. 
Our directorate must 1 surround itself with all these forces of civilisa¬ 
tion among which it will have to work. It will surround itself with 
publicists, practical jurists, administrators, diplomats and, finally, 
with persons prepared by a special super-educational training in our 
special schools. Those persons will have cognisance of all the secrets 
of the social structure, they will know all the languages that can be 
made up by political alphabets and words; they will be made acquaint¬ 
ed with the whoie underside of human nature, with all its sensitive 
chords on which they will have to play. These chords arc the cast 
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of mind of tho gnyrni, their tendencies, shortcomings, vices and quail* 
tics, the particularities of classes and conditions. Needless to soy that 
the talented assistants of authority, of whom I speak, will be taken not 
from among the goyim, who arc accustomed to perform their admin¬ 
istrative work without giving themselves the trouble to think what its 
aim is, and never consider what it is needed for. The administrators 
of the goyim sign papers without reading them, and they servo either 
for mercenary reasons or from ambition. 

We shall surround our government with a whole world o£ eco¬ 
nomists. That is the reason why economic sciences form the principal 
subject of the teaching given to the Jews. Avound us again will be 
a whole constellation of bankers, industrialists, capitalists and—the 
main thing—millionaires, because in substance everything will be 
settled by the question of figures. 

For a time, until there will no longer be any risk in entrusting 
responsible posts in our States to our brother-Jews, we shall put 
them in the hands of persons whose past and reputation are such 
that between them and the people lies an abyss, persons who, in case 
of disobedience to our instructions, must face criminal charges or 
disappear—this in order to make them defend our interests to their 
last gasp. 


Protocol No. 9 

Application of masonic principles in the matter of re-educating tho 
peoples. Masonic watchword. Meaning of Anti-Semitism, Dic¬ 
tatorship of masonry. Terror. Who are the servants of masonry. 
Meaning of the “clear-sighted” and the “blind” forces of the 
goyim States. Communion between authority and mob. License 
of liberalism. Seizure of education and training. False theories. 
Interpretation of laws. The “undergrounds” (metropolitains). 

In applying our principles let attention be paid to the character of 
the peopie in whoso country you live and act; a general, identical ap¬ 
plication of them, until such time as the .people shall have been re¬ 
educated to our pattern, cannot have success. But by approaching 
their application cautiously you will see that not a decade will pass 
before the most stubborn character will change and we shall add a new 
people to the ranks of those already subdued by us. 

The words of the liberal, which arc in effect the words of our 
masonic watchword, namely, “Liberty, Equality, Fraternity,” will, 
when wc come into our kingdom, be changed by ua Into words no longer 
of a watchword, but only on expression of idealism, namely, into: “The 
right of liberty, the duty of equality, the Ideal of brotherhood,” That 
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is how wo shall put it,—and so wc shall catch the bull by the horns. 
♦ . . Dc facto we have already wiped out every kind of rule except 
our own, although de jure there still remain a good many of them. 
Nowadays, if any States raise a protest against us it is only pro forma 
at our discretion and by our <lirection, for their anti-Semitism is in¬ 
dispensable to us for the management of our lesser brethorn. I wfll 
not enter into further explanations, for this matter has formed the 
subject of repeated discussions amongst us. 

For us there are no checks to limit the range of our activity. 
Our Super-Government subsists in extra legal conditions which arc 
described in the accepted terminology by the energetic and forcible 
word—Dictatorship. I am in a position to tell you with a clear con¬ 
science that at the proper timo we, the lawgivers, shall execute judg¬ 
ment and sentence, wc shall slay and wc shall spare, wc, as head of 
all our troops, arc mounted on the steed of the leader. We rule by 
force of will, because in our hands are the fragments of a once power¬ 
ful party, now vanquished by us. And the weapons irt our hands are 
limitless ambitions, burning greediness, merciless vengeance, hatreds 
and malice. 

It is from us that the all-engulfing terror proceeds. We have in 
our service persons of all opinions, of all doctrines, rcstorating mon¬ 
archists, demagogues socialists, communists, and utopinn dreamers 
of every kind. Wc have harnessed them all to the task: each one of 
them on his own account is boring away at the last remnants of 
authority, is striving to overthrow all established form, of order. 
By these acts - all States are in torture; they exhort to tranquillity, 
are ready to sacrifice everything for penco: but wc will not giyo them 
peace until they openly acknowledge our international Supcr-Govcrn- 
merit, and with submissiveness. 

The people have raised a howl about the necessity of seeling the 
question of Socialism by way of an international agreement. Divi¬ 
sion into fractional parties has given them into our hands, for, in order 
to carry on a contested struggle one must have money, and the money 
is nil in our Imnds. 

Wc might have reason to apprehend a union between the "clear¬ 
sighted” force of the goy kings on their thrones and the "blind” force 
of the goy mobs, but we have taken all the needful measure against 
any such possibility: between the one and the other force we have 
erected a bulwark in the shape of a mutual terror between them. In 
this way the blind force of the people remains our support and we, 
and wc only, shall provide them with a leader and, of course, direct 
them along the road that leads to our goal. 

In order that the hand of the blind mob may not free itself from 
our guiding hand, we must every now and then enter into close com¬ 
munion with it, if not actually in person, at any rate through some 
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of the most trusty of our brethren. When we arc acknowledged as 
the only .authority wc shall discuss with, the people personally on the 
market places, and wo .shall instruct them on questions of the politi¬ 
cal in such wise as may turn them in the direction that suits us. 

Who is going to verify what is taught in the village schools? But 
what an envoy of the government or a king on his throne himself 
may say cannot but become immediately known to the whole State, 
for it will be spread abroad by the voice of the people. 

In order not to annihilate the institutions of the goyim before it 
is time wc have touched them with craft and delicacy, and have taken 
hold of the ends of the springs which move their mechonism. These 
springs lay in a strict but just sence of order; we have replaced them 
by the chaotic license of liberalism. Wo have got our hands into the 
administration of the law, into the conduct of elections, into the press, 
into liberty of the person, hut principally into education and training 
as being the corner-stones of a free existence. 

Wc have fooled, bemused and corrupted the youth of the goyim 
by rearing them in principles and theories which are known to ua to 
be false although it is by us that they have been inculcated. 

Above the existing laws without substantially altering them, and 
by merely twisting them into contradictions of interpretations, wc 
have erected something grandiose in the way of results. These re¬ 
sults found expression first in the fact that the interpretations masked 
the laws: afterwards they entirely hid them from the eyes of the 
governments owing to the impossibility of making anything out of the 
tangled web of legislation. 

This is the origin of the theory of course of arbitration. 

You may say that the goyim will rise upon us, arms in hand, if 
they guc93 what is going on before the time comes; but in the West 
wc have against this a manoeuvre of such appalling terror that the 
very stoutest hearts quail—the undergrounds, mefcropolitains, those 
subterranean corridors which, before the lime comes, will be driven 
under all the capitals and from whence those capitals will be blown 
into the air with all their organisations and archives. 


Protocol No. 10 

The outside appearances in the political. The "genius” of reseality. 
What is promised by a Masonic coup d’etat? Universal suffrage. 
Self-importance. Leaders of Masonry. The genius who is guide 
of Masonry. Institutions and their functions. The poison of 
‘ liberalism. Constitution—a school of party discords. Era of 
republics. Presidents—the puppets of Masonry. Responsibility 
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of Presidents. “Panama.” Part played by chamber of deputies 
and president. Masonry—the iegislativo force. New republican 
constitution. Transition to masonic “despotism." Moment for 
the proclamation of “The Lord of all the World.” Inoculation of 
diseases and other wiles of Masonry, 

To-day I begin with a repetition of what I said before, and I beg 
you to bear in mind that governments and peoples are content in the 
politico! with outside appearances. And how, indeed, are the goyim to 
perceive the underlying meaning of things when their representatives 
give the best of their energies to enjoying themselves ? For tour policy 
it is of the greatest importance to take cognisance of this detail; it 
will be of assistance to us when we come to consider the division of 
authority, freedom of speech, of the press, of religion (faith), of the 
law of association, of equality before tho law, of the inviolability of 
property, of the dwelling, of taxation (the idea of concealed taxe 3 ), 
of the reflex force of the laws. AH theso questions are such as ought 
not to be touched upon directly and openly before the people. In cases 
where it is indispensable to touch upon them they must not be catego¬ 
rically named, it must merely be declared without detailed exposition 
that the principles of contemporary law are acknowledged by us. Tho 
reason of keeping silence in this respect is that by not naming a prin¬ 
ciple wo leave ourselves freedom of action, to drop this or that out of 
it without attracting notice; if they were all categorically named 
they would all appear to have been already given, 

Tho mob cherishes a special affection and respect for the geniuses 
of political power and accepts all their deeds of violence with the ad¬ 
miring response: “rascally, well, yes, it is rascally, but it’s clevcrl 
... a trick, if you like, but how craftily played, how magnificent 
ly done, what impudent audacity!” , . . 

We count upon nttrncting all nations to the task of erecting the 
new fundamental strueturc, the project for which has been drawn up 
by us. This is why, before everything, it is indispensable for us to 
nvm ourselves and to store t up in ourselves that absolutely reckless 
audacity and irresistible might of the spirit which in the person of 
our active workers will break down all hindrances on our way. 

When we have accomplished our coup d’etat we shall say then to 
the various peoples; “Everything has gone terribly badly, all have 
been wgrn out with sufferings. We are destroying the causes of your 
torment—nationalities, frontiers, differences of coinages. You are 
at liberty, of course, to pronounce sentence upon us, but cun it possib¬ 
ly be a just one if it is confirmed by you before you make any trial of 
"bat wo arc offering you." . . . Then will the mob exalt us and 
bear us up in their hands in a unanimous triumph of hopes and expec¬ 
tations. Voting, which wo have made the instrument which will set 
y« on the throne of tho world by leaching even the very smallest units 
of members of the human race to vute by means of meetings and 
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agreements by groups, will then have served its purposes and will 
play its part then for the last time by a unanimity of desire to make 
close acquaintance with us before condemning us. 

To secure this we must have everybody vote without distinction 
of classes and qualifications, in order to establish an absolute majori¬ 
ty, which cannot be got from the educated propertied classes. In this 
way, by inculcating in all a sense of self-importance, we shall destroy 
among the goyim the importance of the family and its educational 
value and remove the possibility of individual minds splitting off, for 
the mob, handled by us, will not let them come to the front nor even 
give them a hearing; it is accustomed to listen to us only who pay it 
for obedience and attention. In this way we shall create a blind, 
mighty force which will never be in a position to move in any direction 
without the guidance of our agents set at its head by us as leaders of 
the mob. The people will submit to this regime because it will know 
that upon these leaders will depend its earnings, gratifications and 
the receipt of ail kinds of benefits. 

A scheme of government should come ready made from one brain, 
because it will never be clinched firmly if it is allowed to be split into 
fractional parts in the minds of many. It is allowable, therefore, for 
us to have cognisance of the scheme of action but not to discuss it lest 
wo disturb its artfulness, the interdependence of its component parts, 
the practical force of the secret meaning of each clause. To discuss 
and make alterations in a labour of this kind by mcan3 of numerous 
votings is to impress upon it the stamp of all ratiocinations and mis¬ 
understandings which have failed to penetrate the depth and nexus 
of its plottings. We wont our schemes to be forcible and suitably 
concocted. Therefore WE OUGHT NOT TO FLING THE WORK OF 
GENIUS OF OUR GUIDE to the fangs of the mob or even of a select 
company. 

These schemes will not turn existing institutions upside down 
just yet. They will only affect changes in their economy and conse¬ 
quently in the whole combined movement of their progress, which will 
thus be directed along the paths laid down in our schemes. 

Under various names there exists in all countries approximately 
one and the same thing. Representation, Ministry, Senate, State 
Council, Legislative and Executive Corps, I need not explain to you 
the mechanism of the relation of these institutions to one another, 
because you are aware of all that; only take note of the fact that each 
of the above-named institutions corresponds to some important func¬ 
tion of the State, and I would beg you to remark that the word ' 
“important” I apply not to the institution but to the function, conse¬ 
quently it is not the institutions which are important but their func¬ 
tions. These institutions have divided up among themselves ail the 
functions of government—administrative, legislative, executive, 
wherefore they have come to operate as do the organs in the human 
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body. If we injure one part in the machinery of State, the State falls 
sick, like a human body, and , . . will die. 

When wo introduced into the State organism the poison of Liberal¬ 
ism its whole political complexion underwent a change. States have 
been seized with a mortal illness—blood-poisoning. All that remains 
is to await the end of their death agony. 

Liberalism produced Constitutional States, which took the place 
of what was the only safeguard of the goyim, namely. Despotism; 
and a constitution, ns you well know, is nothing else but a school of 
discords, misunderstandings, quarreols, disagreements, fruitless party 
agitations, party whims—in a word, a school of everything that 
serves to destroy the personality of State activity. The tribune of the 
'talkerics* lias, no less effectively than the Press, condemned the rulers 
to inactivity and impotence, and thereby rendered them useless and 
superfluous, for which reason indeed they have been in many countries 
deposed. Then it was that the era of republics became possible’of 
realisation; and then it was that wo replaced the ruler by a caricature 
of a government—by a president, taken from tire mob, from the midst 
of our puppet creatures, our slnves. This was the foundation of the 
mine which we have laid under the goy people, I should rather say, 
under the goy peoples. 

In the near future we shall establish the responsibility of presi¬ 
dents. 

By that time we shall be in a position to disregard forms in car¬ 
rying through matters, for which our impersonal puppet will be res¬ 
ponsible. What do we core if the ranks of those striving for power 
should bo thinned, if there should ariso a deadlock from the impossi¬ 
bility of finding presidents, a deadlock which will finally disorganise 
the country? . . . 

In order that our scheme may preducc this result wc shall arrange 
elections in favour of such presidents as have in their past some dark, 
undiscovered stain, some “Panama" or other-then they will be trust¬ 
worthy agents for the accomplishment of our plans out of fear of rev¬ 
elations and from the natural desire of everyone who has attained 
power, namely, the retention of the privileges, advantages and honour 
connected with the office of president, The chamber of deputies will 
provide cover for, will protect, will elect presidents, but we shall take 
from it the right to propose new, or make changes in existing laws, 
for this right will be given by us to the responsible president, a puppet 
in our hands. Naturely, the authority of the president will then be¬ 
come a target for every possible form of attack, but we shall provide 
him with a means of self-defence in the right of an appeal to the 
people, for the decision of tho people over the heads of their repre¬ 
sentatives, that is to soy, on appeal to that same blind slave of ours— 
the majority of the mob. Independently of this wo shall invest the 
president with the right of declaring a state of war. We shall justi- 
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fy this iast right on the ground that the president as chief of the 
whole army of the country must have it at his disposal, in case of 
need for the defence of the new republican constitution, the right to 
defend which will belong to him as the responsible representative of 
this constitution. 

It is easy to understand that in these conditions the key of the 
shrine will lie in our hands, and no one outside ourselves will any 
longer direct the force of legislation. 

Besides this we shall, with the introduction of the new republican 
constitution, take from the Chamber the right of interpellation on 
government measures, on the pretext of preserving political secrecy, 
and, further, we shall by the new constitution reduce the number of 
representatives to a minimum, thereby proportionately reducing poli¬ 
tical passions and the passion for poiities. If, however, they should, 
which is hardly to bo expected, burst into flame, even in this mini¬ 
mum, we shall nullify them by a stirring appeal and a reference to the 
majority of the whole people. . . . Upon the president will depend 
tiie appointment of presidents and vice-presidents of the Chamber 
and the Senate. Instead of constant sessions of Parliaments we shall 
reduce their sittings to a few months. Moreover, the president, as 
chief of the executive power, will have the right to summon and dis¬ 
solve Parliament, and, in the latter case, to prolong the time for the 
appointment of a now parliamentary assembly. But in order that tho 
consequences of all these acts which in substance are illegal, should 
not, prematurely for our plans, fall upon the responsibility established 
by us of the president, wc shall instigate ministers and other officials 
of the Jtigher administration about the president to evade his disposi¬ 
tions by taking measures of their own, for doing which they will be 
made the scapegoats in his place. . . . This part we especially 
recommend to be given to be played by the Senate, the Council of 
State, or the Council of Ministers, but not to an individual official. 

The president will, at our discretion, interpret the sense of such 
of the existing law3 a3 admit of various interpretation; he will further 
annul them when we indicate to him the necessity to do so, besides 
this, he will have the right to propose temporary laws, and even new 
departures in the government constitutional working, the pretext both 
for the one and the other being the requirements for the supreme 
welfare of the State. 

By such measures wo shall obtain the power of destroying little 
by little, step by step, all that at the outset when we enter on our 
rights, we are compelled to introduce into the constitutions of States 
to prepare for the transition to an imperceptible abolition of every 
kind of constitution, and then the time is come to turn every form of 
government into our despotism. 

The recognition of our despot may also come before the destruc- 
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tion of the constitution; the moment for this recognition will come 
when the peoples, utterly wearied by the irregularities and incompe¬ 
tence—a matter which we shall arrange for—of their rulers, will 
clamour: “Away with them and give us one king over nil the earth 
who will unite us and annihilate the causes of discords—frontiers, 
nationalities, religions, State debts—who will give us peace and quiet, 
which wo cannot find under our rulers and representatives." 

But you yourselves perfectly well know that to produce the pos¬ 
sibility of the expression of such wishes by all the nations it is in¬ 
dispensable to trouble in ail countries the people's relations with their 
governments so as to utterly exhaust humanity with dissension, hat¬ 
red, struggle, envy and oven by the use of torture, by starvation, BY 
THE INOCULATION OF DISEASES, by want, so that the goyim 
see no other issue than to take refuge in our copiote sovereignty in 
money and in nil else. 

But if we give the nations of the world a breathing spade the 
moment wo long for is hardly likely ever to arrive. 
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Programme of the new constitution. Certain details of the proposed 
. revolution, Tho goyim—a pack of sheep. Secret masonry and 
its “show" lodges. 

The State Council has been, ns it were, the emphatic expression 
of tho authority of tho ruler: it will be, as tho “show” part of the 
Legislative) Corps, what may be called the editorial committee of the 
laws and decrees of tho ruler. 

. This, then, is the programme of the new constitution. Wc shall 
make Law, Right and Justice (1) in tho guise of proposals to the 
Legislative Corps, (2) by decrees of the president under the guise of 
general regulations, of orders of tho Senate and of resolutions of the 
State Council in the guise of ministerial orders, (3) and in caso a 
suitable occasion should arise—in the form of a revolution in the 
State. 

Having established approximately the modus agendi wc will oc¬ 
cupy ourselves with details of those combinations by which wc have 
still to complete tho revolution in tho course of the machinery of Stato 
in the direction already indicated. By these combinations I mean tho 
freedom of tho Press, the right of association, freedom of conscience, 
the voting principle, and many another that must disappear for ever 
from the memory of man, or undergo a radical alteration the day after 
the promulgation of the new constitution. It is only at that moment 
that we.shall bo able at once to announce all our orders, for, after- 
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wards, every noticeable alteration will be dangerous, for the following 
reasons: if this alteration be brought in with harsh severity and in a 
sense of severity and limitations, it may lead to a feeling of despair 
caused by fear of new alterations in the same direction; if, on the 
other hand, it be brought in in a sense of further indulgences it will 
be said that we have recognised our own wrongdoing and this will 
destroy the prestige of the infallibility of our authority, or else it will 
be said that we have become alarmed and are compelled to show a 
yielding disposition, for which wc shah no thanks because it will 
be supposed to be compulsory. . . Both the one and the other are in¬ 
jurious to the prestige of the new constitution. What we want is that 
from the first moment of its promulgation, while the peoples of the 
world are still stunned by the terror and uncertainty, they should rec¬ 
ognise ortce for all that we are so strong, so inexpugnable, so super¬ 
abundantly filled with power, that in no case shall we take any ac¬ 
count of them, and so far from paying any attention to their opinions 
or wishes, we are ready and able to crush with irri si stable power 
all expression or manifestation thereof at every moment and in every 
place, that we have seized at once everything we wanted and shall in 
no case divide our power with them. ♦ . Then in fear the trembling 
they will dose their eyes to everything, and be content to await what 
will be the end of it all. 

The goyim are a flock of sheep, and we are their wolves. And 
you know what happens when the wolves got hold of tho flock? . . . 

There is another reason also why they will close their eyes: for 
we shall keep promising them to give back all the liberties wc have 
taken away as soon as we have quelled the enemies of peacte and 
tamed all parties. . ♦ . 

It is not worth while to say anything about how long a time they 
will be kept waiting for this return of their liberties. » . . 

For what purpose then have we invented this whole policy and 
insinuated it into the minds of the goys without giving them any 
chance to examine its underlying meaning? For what, indeed, if not 
in order to obtain in a roundabout way what is for our scattered tribe 
unattainable by the direct road? It is this which has served as the 
basis for our organisation of SECRET MASONRY WHICH IS NOT 
KNOWN TO, AND AIMS WHICH ARE NOT EVEN SO MUCH AS 
SUSPECTED BY, THESE GOY CATTLE, ATTRACTED BY US 
INTO THE “SHOW” ARMY OF MASONIC LODGES IN ORDER 
TO THROW DUST IN THE EYES OF THEIR FELLOWS. 

God ha3 granted to us. His Chosen People, the gift of the disper¬ 
sion, and in this which appears in ail eyes to be our weakness, has 
come forth all our strength, which has now brought us to the threshold 
of sovereignty over all the world. 

There now remains not much more for us to build up upon the 
foundation we have laid. 
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Protocol No. 12 

Masonic interpretation of the word “freedom.” Future of the press in 
the masonic kingdom. Control of the press. Correspondence 
agencies. What is progress as understood by masonry? More 
about the press. Masonic solidarity in the press of to-day. The 
arousing of “public” demands in the provinces. Infallibility of 
the now regime. 

The word “freedom,” which can be interpreted in various ways, 
is defined by us as follows:— 

Freedom is the right to do that which the law allows. This in¬ 
terpretation of the world will at the proper time be of service to us, 
because all freedom will thus be in our hands, since the laws will 
abolish or create only that which is desirable for us according to the 
aforesaid programme. 

We shall deal with the press in the following way: What is the 
part played by the press to-day? It serves to excite and inflame 
those passions which are needed for our purpose or else it serves sel¬ 
fish ends of parties. It is often vapid, unjust, mendacious, and the 
majority of tho public have not the slightest idea what ends the press 
really serves. Wo shall saddle and bridle it with a tight curb, we 
bltull also with all productions of the printing press, for where would 
be tile sense of getting rid of the attacks of the press if we remain 
targets for pamphlets and hooks? The produce of publicity, which 
nowadays is a source of heavy expense owing to the necessity of cen¬ 
soring it, will be turned by us into a very lucrative source of income 
to our State: we shall lay on it a special stamp tax and require de¬ 
posit of caution-money before permitting the establishment of any 
organ of tho press or of printing offices; these will then have to guar¬ 
antee our government against any kind of attack on the part of the 
press. For any attempt to attack us, if such still be possible, we shall 
inflict fines without mercy. Sueh measures as stamp tax, deposit of 
cuution-mony and lines secured by these deposits, will bring in a huge 
income to the government. It is true that party organs might not 
spare money for the sake of publicity, but these we shall shut up at 
the second attack upon us. No one shall with impunity lay a finger 
on tile aureole of uuv government infallibility. The pretext for stop¬ 
ping any publication will be the alleged plea that it is agitating the 
public mind without occasion or justification. I beg you to note that 
among those making attacks upon us will also be organs established 
by us, but they will attack exclusively points that we have pro-deter- . 
mined to alter. 

Not a single announcement wifi reach the public without our con¬ 
trol. Even now this is already being attained by us inasmuch as alt 
news items aro received by a few agencies, in whose offices they aro 
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focused from all parts of the world. These agencies will then be al¬ 
ready entirely ours and will give publicity only to what we dictate 
to them. 

If ah-cody now we have contrived to possess ourselves of the minds 
of the goy communities to such an extent that they all come near 
looking upon the events of the world through the coloured glasses of 
those spectacles we are setting astride their noses: if already now 
there is not a single State where there exist for us any harrier to 
admittance into what goy stupidity calls State secrets: what will our 
position be then, when we shall be acknowledged supreme lords of 
the world in the person of our king of all the world. . . . 

Let us turn again to the future of the printing press. Every one 
desirous of being a publisher, librarian, or printer, will be obliged to 
provide himself with the diploma instituted therefor, which, in case 
of any fault, will be immediately impounded. With such measures 
the instrument of thought will become an educative means in the 
hands of our government, which will no longer allow the mass of the 
nation to be led astray in by-ways and fantasies about the blessings 
of progress. Is there any one of us who does not know that these 
phantom blessings ate the direct roads to foolish imaginings which 
give birth to anarchical relations of men among themselves and to¬ 
wards authority, because progress, or rather the idea of progress, has 
introduced the conception of every kind of emancipation, but has failed 
to establish its limits. . . All the so-called liberals are anarchists, if 
not in fact, at any rate in thought. Every one of them is hunting 
after phantoms of freedom, and falling exclusively into license, that 
is, into the anarchy of protest for the sake of protest. . . . 

We turn to the periodical press. We shall impose on it, as on all 
printed matter, stamp taxes per sheet and deposits of caution-money, 
nnd books of le3S than 30 sheets will pay double. We shall reckon 
them as pamphlets in order, on the one hand, to reduce the number of 
magazines, which arc the worst form of printed poison, and, on the 
other, in order that this measure may force writers into such lengthy 
productions that they wiil be little read, especially as they will be 
costly. At the same time what we shall publish ourselves to influence 
mental development in the direction laid down for our profit will be 
cheap and will be read voraciously. The tax will bring vapid literary 
ambitions within bounds and the liability to penalties will make liter¬ 
ary men dependent upon us. And if there should be any found who are 
desirous of writing against us, they will not find any person eager to 
print their productions. Before accepting any production for publi¬ 
cation in print the publisher or printer wifi have to apply to the au¬ 
thorities for permission to do so. Thus we shall know beforehand of 
all tricks preparing against us and shall nullify them by getting ahead 
with explanations on the subject treated of. 

Literature and journalism are two of the most important educa- 
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Live forces, and therefore our government will becomo proprietor of 
the majority of the journals. This will neutralise the injurious in¬ 
fluence of the privately-owned press and will put us in possession of 
a tremendous influence upon the public mind. *. ■ If VtC £rvc per¬ 
mits for ten journals, we shall ourselves found thirty, and so on in 
the same proportion. This, however, must in nowise be suspected by 
the public. For which reason ail journals published by us will be of 
the most opposite, in appearance, tendencies and opinions, thereby 
creating confidence in us and bringing over to us our guite unsuspi¬ 
cious opponents, who will thus fall into our trap and be rendered 
harmless. 

In the front rank will stand organs of an official character. They 
will always stand guard over our interests, and therefore their influ¬ 
ence will be comparatively insignificant. 

In the second rank will be the semi-official organs, whose part it 
will'be to attract the tepid and indifferent. 

In the third rank wo shall set up our own, to al! appearance, op¬ 
position, which, in at least one of its oragns, will present what looks 
like the very antipodes to U3. Our real opponents at heart will ac¬ 
cept this simulated opposition as their own and will show us their 
cards. 

All nur newspapers will be of all possible complexions—aristo¬ 
cratic, republican, revolutionary, even anarchical—for so long:, of 
course, as the constitution exists, ^ . Like the Indian idol Vishnu 
they will have a hundred hands, and every one of them will have a 
linger on any one of the public opinions as required. When a pulse 
quickens these hands will lead opinion in the direction of our aims, for 
an excited patient loses all power of judgment and easily yields to 
suggestion. Those fools who will think they arc repeating the opinion g 

of a newspaper of their own camp wilt be repeating our opinion or & 

any opinion that seems desirable for us. In the vain belief that they & 

are following the organ of their party they will in fact follow the | 

flag which we hang out for them. r i 

In order to direct our newspaper militia in this sense we must | 

lake especial and minute care in organising this matter. Under the '* 

title of central department of the proas wc shall institute literary f 
gatherings at which our agents will without attracting attention is- 
sue the orders and watchwords of the day. By discussing and con- 
troverting, but always superficially, without touching the essence of ^ 

the matter, our organs will carry on a sham fight fusillade with the j 

official newspapers solely for the purpose of giving occasion for us to | 

express ourselves more fully than could well be done from the outset j 

in official announcements, whenever, of course, that is to our advent- ^ 

age. | 

Thcao attacks upon us will sIbo‘ serve another purpose, namely, ' A 


that our subjects will be convinced of the existence of full freedom of 
speech and so give our agents an occasion to affirm that all organs 
which oppose us arc erupt}' babblers, since they arc incapable of finding 
any substantial objections to our orders. 

Methods of organisation like these, imperceptible to the public 
eye but absolutely sure, are the best calculated to succeed in bringing 
the attention and the confidence of the public to the side of our govern¬ 
ment. Thanks to such methods we shall be in a position as from time 
to time may be required, to excite or to tranquillise the public mind 
on political questions, to persuade or to confuse, printing now truth, 
now lies, facts or their contradictions, according as they may be well 
or ill received, always very cautiously feeling our ground before step¬ 
ping upon it, . . We shall have a sure triumph over our opponents 
since they will aot have at their disposition organs of the press in 
which they caa give full and fin at expression to their views owing to 
the aforesaid methods of dealing with the press. We shall not even 
need to refute them except very superficially. 

Trial shots like these, fired by U3 in the third rank of our press, 
in case of need, will be energetically refuted by us in our semi-offi¬ 
cial organa. 

Even nowadays, already, to take only the French proas, there ore 
forms which reveal masonic solidarity in y^ctbig on the watchword: all 
organs of the press arc bound together by professional secrecy? like 
the augurs of old, not one cf their numbers will give away the secret 
of his sources of information unless |t by resolved to make announce¬ 
ment of them. Not one journalist will vint&re to betray this secret, 
for not one of them is eve? admitted to practice literature unless his 
whole past has some disgraceful Sffe or ether. . . These sores 
would be immediately revealed. So ns &cy remain the secret of 
a few the prestige of the journalist attracts the majority of the coun¬ 
try—the mob follow after him with enthusiasm. 

Our calculations arc especially extended to the provinces. It is 
indispensable for us to inflame there those hopes and impulses with 
which we could at any moment fall upon the capital, and we shall rep¬ 
resent to the capitals that these expressions are the independent hopes 
and impulses of the provinces. Naturally, the source of them will 
be always one and the same-ours. What we need is that, until such 
lime aa we are in the plenitude of power, the capitals should find 
themselves stifled by the provincial opinion of the nation, j.e., of a 
majority arranged by our agentur. What We need is that at the psy¬ 
chological moment the capitals should not be in a position to discuss 
an accomplished fact for the simple reason, if for no other, that ifc 
has been accepted by the public opinion of a majority in the provinces. 

When we are in the period of the new regime transitional to 
that of our assumption of full sovereignty wc must not admit any 
revelations by the press of any form of public dishonesty; it is neces- 
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a ary that the yew regime should be thought to have so i>crfcctly con¬ 
tented everybody that even criminality lias disappeared. . . . Cases 
of the manifestation of criminality should remain known only to their 
victims and to chance witnesses—no more. 


Protocol No. 13 

The need for daily bread. Questions of the Political. Questions of 

industry. Amusements. People’s Palace3. “Truth is One." 

The great problems. 

The need for daily bread forces the goyim to keep silence and bo 
our humble servants. Agents taken on to our press from among the 
goyim wiii at our orders discuss anything which It is inconvenient for 
us to issue directly in official documents, and we meanwhile, quietly 
amid the din of the discussion so raised, shall simply take and carry 
through such measures as we wish and then offer them to the public 
as an accomplished fact. No one will dare to demand the abrogation 
of a matter once settled, all the more so as it will be represented as 
an improvement. 

And immediately the press will distract the current of thought 
towards new questions (have we not trained people always to be seek¬ 
ing something new?). Into the discussions of these new questions will 
throw themselves those of the brainless dispensers of fortunes who arc 
not able even aow to understand that they hove not the remotest con¬ 
ception about the matters which they undertake to discuss. Questions 
of the political arc unattainable for any save those who have guided 
it already for many ages, the creators. 

From nil this you will see that in securing the opinion of the mob 
we arc only facilitating the working of our machinery, and you may 
remark that it is not for actions but for words issued by us on this or 
that question that we seem to seek approval. We are constantly mak¬ 
ing public declaration that we are guided in nli our undertakings by 
the hope, joined to the conviction, that we are serving the common 
weal. 

In order to distract people who may be too troublesome from 
discussions of questions of the political we are now putting forward 
what wo allege to be new questions of the political, namely, questions 
of industry. In this sphere iet them discuss themselves silly! The 
masses are agreed to remain inactive, to take a rest from what they 
suppose to be political activity (which we trained them to in order to 
use them ns a means of combating the goy governments) only on con¬ 
dition of being found new employments, in which we eve prescribing 
thorn something that looks like the same political object, In order 
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that the masses themselves may not guess what they are about wo 
further distract them with amusements, games, pastimes, passions, 
people’s palaces. . . . Soon we shall begin through the press 

to propose competitions in art, in sport of all kinds: these interests 
will finally distract their minds from questions in which we should 
find ourselves compelled to oppose them. Growing more and more 
disaccustomed to reflect and form any opinions of their own, people 
will begin to talk in the same tone as we, because we alone shall be 
offering them new directions for thought ... of course through such 
persons as will not be suspected of solidarity with us. 

The part played by the liberals, utopian dreamers, will be finally 
played out when our government is acknowledged. Till such time they 
will continue to do us good service. Therefore we shall continue to 
direct their minds to all sorts of vain conceptions of fantastic theories, 
new and apparently progressive: for have we not with complete suc¬ 
cess turned the brainless heads of the goyim with progress, till there 
is not among the goyim one mind able to perceive that under this word 
lies a departure from truth In all cases where it is not a question of 
material inventions, for truth )3 one, and in it there is no place for 
progress. Progress, like a fallacious idea, serves to obscure truth so 
that none may know it except us, the Chosen of God, its guardians. 

When we come into our kingdom our orators will expound great 
problems which have turned humanity upside down in order to bring 
it at the end under beneficent rule. 

Who will ever suspect then that ALL THESE PEOPLES WERE 
STAGE-MANAGED BY US ACCORDING TO A POLITICAL 
PLAN WHICH NO ONE HAS SO MUCH AS GUESSED AT IN 
THE COURSE OF MANY CENTURES 1 . . . 


Protocol No. 14 

The religion of the future. Future conditions of serfdom. Inacces¬ 
sibility of knowledge regarding the religion of the future. Por¬ 
nography and the printed matter of the future. 

When we come into our kingdom it will be undesirable for us 
that there should exist any other, religion than ours of the One God 
with whom our destiny is bound up by our position as the Chosen Peo¬ 
ple. and through whom our same destiny is united with the destinies 
of the world. We must therefore sweep away ail other forms of be¬ 
lief. If this gives birth to the atheists whom we sec to-day, it wiii 
not, being only a transitional stage, interfere with our views, but will 
serve as a warning for those generations which will hearken to our 
preaching of the religion of Moses, that, by its stable and thoroughly 
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elaborated system has brought all the peoples of the world into sub¬ 
jection to ub. There in we shall emphasise its mystical right, on which, 
as we shall say, all its educative power is based. , . Then at every 
possible opportunity we shall publish articles in which we shall make 
comparison between our beneficent rule and those of past ages. The 
blessings of tranquillity, though it be a tranquillity forcibly brought 
about by centuries of agitation, will throw into higher relief the bene¬ 
fits to which we shall point. The errors of the goyim governments 
will be depicted by us in the most vivid hues. We shall implant such 
an abhorrence of them that the peoples will prefer tranquillity in a 
state of serfdom to those rights of vaunted freedom which have tor¬ 
tured humanity and exhausted the very sources of human existence, 
sources which have been exploited by u mob of rascally adventurers 
who know not what they do. , ♦ Uuless changes of forma of 
government to which we instigated the goyim when we were under¬ 
mining their at a to structures, will have so wearied the peoples by that 
time that they will perfer to suffer anything under us rather than 
run the risk of enduring again all the agitations and miseries they 
have gone through. 

At the same time we 3hall not omit to emphasise the historical 
mistakes of the goy governments which have tormented humanity for 
so many centuries by their lack of understanding of everything that 
constitutes the true good of humanity in their chase after fantastic 
schemes of social blessings, and have never noticed that these schemes 
kept on producing a worse and never a better state of the universal 
relations which arc the basis of human life. . . . 

The whole force of our principles and methods will lie in the fact 
that we shall present them and expound them ns a splendid contrast 
to the dead and decomposed old order of things in social life. 

Our philosophers will discuss all the shortcomings of the various 
beliefs of the goyim, BUT NO ONE WILL EVER BRING UNDER 
DISCUSSION OUR FAITH FROM ITS TRUE POINT OF VIEW 
SINGE THIS WILL BE FULLY LEARNED BY NONE SAVE CUES, 
WHO WILL NEVER DARE TO BETRAY ITS SECRETS. 

In countries known as progressive and enlightened we have created 
a senseless, filthy, abominable literature. For some time after our en¬ 
trance to power we shall continue to encourage its existence in order 
to provide a telling relief by contrast to the speeches, party pro¬ 
gramme, which will be distributed from exalted quurtcrs of ours. . .. 
Our wise men, trained to become leuders of tho goyim, will compose 
speeches, projects, memoirs, articles, which will be used by U3 to in¬ 
fluence the minds of tho goyim, directing them towards such under-* 
standing and forms of knowledge as hqvc been determined by us, 
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Protocol No. 15 

One-day coup d'etat (revolution) over all the world. Executions. 
Future lot of goyim-masons. Mysticism of authority. Multipli¬ 
cation of masonic lodges. Central governing board of masonic 
ciders. The "Azcv-tactics." Masonry as leader and guide of * 
all secret societies. Significance of public applause. Collectiv¬ 
ism. Executions of masons. Fall of the prestige of laws and 
authority. Our position as the Chosen People. Brevity and 
clarity of the laws of the kingdom of the future, Obendicnce to 
orders. Measures against nbusc of authority. Severity of penal¬ 
ties. Age-limit for judges. Liberalism of judges and authori¬ 
ties. The money of all the world. Absolutism of masonry. 
Right of appeal. Patriarchal “outside appearance" of the power 
of the future “ruler." Apotheosis of the ruler. The right of the 
strong as the one and only right. The King of Israel. Patriarch 
of all the world. 

When we at last definitely come into our kingdom by the aid of 
coups d'etat' prepared everywhere for one and the same day, after tho 
worthlessness of all existing forms of government has been definitely 
acknowleged (and not a little time will pass before that comes about, 
perhaps even a whole cenfury) we shall make it our task to see that 
against us such things as plots shall no longer exist. With this pur¬ 
pose we shall slay without mercy all who take arms (in hand) to op¬ 
pose our coming into our kingdom. Every kind of new institution of 
any thing like a secret society will also be punished with death; those 
of them which arc now* in existence, are known to us, servo us and have 
served us, we shall disband and send into exile to continents, far re¬ 
moved from Europe. In this way wc shall proceed with those goy 
masons who know too much; such of these as wo may for some 
reason spare will be kept in constant fear of exile. We shall promul¬ 
gate a law making all former members of secret societies liable to 
exile from Europe as the centre of our rule, 

Resolutions of our government will be final, without appeal. 

In the goy societies, in which we have planted and deeply rooted 
discord and protestantism, the only possible way of restoring order 
is to employ merciless measures that prove the direct force of authori¬ 
ty: no regard must bo paid to the victims who fall, they suffer for 
the well-being of the future. The attainment of that well-being, even 
at the expense of sacrifices, is the duty of any kind of government 
that acknowledges os justification for its existence not only its privi¬ 
leges but its obligations. The principal guarantee of stability of rule 
is to confirm the aureole of power, and this aureole is attained only 
by such a majestic inflexibility of might as shall carry on its face the 
emblems of inviolability from mystical causes—from the choice of 
Gad. w{jb t until recent times, the Russian aptocrflcy, the oar 
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and only serious foe wo had m the world, without counting the Papacy. 
Bear in mind the example when Italy, drenched with blood, never 
touched a hair of the head of Sulla who had poured forth that blood: 
Sulla enjoyed an apotheosis for his might in the eyes of the pcopal, 
though they had been torn in pieces by him, but his intrepid return 
to Italy ringed him round with inviolability. The people do not lay 
a finger on him who hypnotises them by his daring and strength of 
mind. 

Meantime,, however, until wc come into our kingdom, we shall 
act in the contrary way: we shall create and multiply free masonic 
lodges in all the countries of the world, absorb into them all who may 
become or who arc prominent in public activity, for in those lodges 
wc shall find our principal intelligence office and means of influence. 
All these lodges wc shall bring under one central administration, 
known to us alone and to all others absolutely unknown, which will 
be composed of our learned ciders. The lodges will have their repre¬ 
sentatives who will serve to screen the above-mentioned administra¬ 
tion of masonry and from whom will issue the watchword and pro¬ 
gramme. In these lodges we shall tie together the knot which binds 
together all revolutionary and liberal elements. Their composition 
will be made up of all strata of society. The most secret political 
plots will be known to us and will fall under our guiding hands on the 
very day of their conception. Among the members of these lodges, 
will be almost all the agents of international and national police- 
since their service is for us irreplaceable in the respect that the police 
is in a position not only to use its own pnrticular measures with the in¬ 
subordinate, but also to screen our activities and provide pretexts for 
discontents, ct cetera. 

The class of people who most willingly enter into secret societies 
arc those who live by their wits, careerists, and in general people, 
mostly light-minded, with whom we shall have no difficulty in dealing 
and in using to wind up the mechanism of the machine devised by us. 
If this world grows agitated the meaning of that will be that wc have 
had to stir it up in order to break up its too great solidarity. But if 
there should arise in its midst a plot, then at the head of that plot will 
bo no other than one of our most trusted servants. It is natural that 
wo and no other should loud masonic activities, for we know whither 
wc are loading, wo know the final goal of every form of activity 
whereas the goyini have knowledge of nothing, not even of the im¬ 
mediate effect of action; they put before themselves, usually, the 
momentary reckoning of the satisfaction of their self-opinion in the 
accomplishment of their thought without even remarking that the 
very conception never belonged to their initiative but to our instiga¬ 
tion of their thought. . . . 

The goyim enter the lodges out of curiosity or in the hope by 
their means to got a nibble at the public pic, and some of them in order 
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to obtain a hearing before the public for their impracticable and 
groundless fantasies: they thirst for the emotion of success and ap¬ 
plause, of which we are remarkably generous. And the reason why 
we give them this success is to make use of the high conceit of them¬ 
selves to which it gives birth, for that insensibly disposes them to as¬ 
similate our suggestions without being on their guard against them 
in the fullness of their confidence that it is their own infallibility 
which is giving utterance to their own thoughts and that it is impos¬ 
sible for them to borrow those of others. . . . You cannot imagine 
to what extent the wisest of the goyim can be brought to a state of 
unconscious naivete in the presence of this condition of high conceit of 
themselves, and at the same time how easy it is to take the * , cari out 
of them by the slightest ill-success, though it be nothing more than 
the stoppage of the applause they had, and to reduce them to a slavish 
submission for the sake of winning a renewal of success. .... 
By so much as ours disregard success if only they can carry through 
their plans, by ao much the goyim arc willing to sacrifice any plans 
only to have success. This psychology of theirs materially facili¬ 
tates for us the task of setting them in the required direction. These 
tigers in appearance have the souls of sheep and the wind blows free¬ 
ly through their heads. We have set them on the hobby-horse of an 
idea about the absorption of individuality by the symbolic unit of 
collectivism. . . They have never yet and they never will have the 
sense to reflect that this hobby-horse is a manifest violation of the 
most important law of nature, which has established from the very 
creation of the world one unit unlike another and precisely for the 
purpose of instituting individuality. 

If we have been able to bring thorn to such a pitch of stupid 
blindness is it not a proof, and an amusingly dear proof, of the de¬ 
gree to which the mind of the goyim is undeveloped in comparison 
with our mind? This it is, mainly, whieh guarantees our success. 

And how far-seeing were our learned elders In ancient times when 
they said that to attain a serious end it behoves not to stop at any 
means or to count the victims sacrificed for the sake of that end. . . . 
We have not counted the victims of the seed of the goy cattle, 
though wo have sacrificed many of our own, but for that wc have now 
already given them such a position on the earth as they could not 
even have dreamed of. The comparatively small nuinbcls of the vic¬ 
tims from the number of ours have preserved our nationality from 
destruction. 

Death is the inevitable end for all. It is better to bring that end 
nearer to those who hinder our affairs than to ourselves, to the 
founders of this affair. Wc execute masons in such wise that none 
save the brotherhood can ever have n suspicion of it. not even the 
victims themselves of our death sentence, they all die when required 
as if from a normal kind of illness. , . , , Knowing this, even the 
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brotherhood in its turn dare not protest. By such w« here 

plucked out of the midst of maBonry the very root c £ »enLhut | aghast 
our disposition. While preaching liberalism to the gat e f)t the 
same time keep our own people and our agents in p tyaft* tp tjifjues' 
tioning submission. . I 

Under our influence the. execution of the Intgh of ,^iUe gbVini fas 
been reduced to a minimum. The prestige of the law has been ex¬ 
ploded by the liberal interpretations introduced into this sphere. In 
the moat important and fundamental affairs and questions judges 
decide as we dictate to them, sea mutters in the light wherewith we 
enfold them for the administration of the goyim, of course, through 
persons who ore our tools though we do not appear to have anything 
in common with them—by newspaper opinion or by other means. . . 
Even senators and the higher administration aecept our eounsois. The 
purely brute mind of the goyim is incapable of use for analysis and 
observation, and still more for the foreseeing whither a certain manner 
of setting a question may tend. 

In this difference in capacity for thought between the goyim and 
ourselves may be dearly discerned tho seal of our position on the 
Chosen People and of our higher quality of humanness, in contradis¬ 
tinction to the brute mind of the goyim. Their eyes are open, but see 
nothing before them and flonot invent (unless, perhaps, material 
things.) From this it is plain thnt nature hei'3elf has destined us to 
guide and rule tho world. 

When comes tho time of our overt rule, the lime to manifest its 
blessings, we shall remake all legislatures, all our laws will be brief, 
plain, stable, without any kind of interpretations, so thnt anyone will 
be in a position to know them perfectly. The main feature which will 
run 'right through them is submission to orders, and this principle 
will be carried to a grandiose height.' Every abuse will then 
disappear in consequence of the responsibility of all down to the lowest 
unit before the higher authority of tile representative of power. 
Abuses of power subordinate to this last instance will be so merciless¬ 
ly punished that none will be found anxious to try experiments with 
tiieir own powers. We shall follow up jealously every action of the 
administration on which depends the smooth running of the machinery 
of the State, for.slackness in this produces slackness everywhere; not 
a single case of illegality or abuse of power will be left without ex¬ 
emplary punishment. 

Concealment of guilt, connivance between those in tho service of 
the administration— all this kind of ovii will disappear after tho very 
first examples of severe punishment. The aureole of our power de¬ 
mands suitable, that is, cruel, punishments lor the slightest infringe¬ 
ment, for the sake of gain, of its supremo prestige. The sufferer, 
though his punishment may exceed his fault, will count n3 a soldier 
falling on the administrative field of battle in the interest of authority. 
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principle and law, which do not permit that any of those who hold the 
reins of the public coach should turn aside from the public highway 
to their own private paths. For example; our judges will know thnt 
whenever they feel disposed to plaino themselves on foolish clemency 
Ihey arc violating the law of justice which is instituted for tho ex¬ 
emplary edification of men by penalties for lapses and not for display 
of tho spiritual qualities of the judge. , . . Such qualities it is 
proper to 3how in private ilfe, but not in a public square which Is the 
eduentionary basis of human life. 

Our legal staff will serve not beyond tho age of 66, firstly because 
old men more obstinately hold to prejudiced opinions, and are less 
capable of submitting to new directions, and secondly because this will 
give us the possibility by this measure of securing elasticity in the 
changing of staff, which will thus tho more easily bend under our 
pressure; he who wishes to keep his place will have to give blind obi- 
dience to deserve it. In general, our judg«3 will be elected by us only 
from among those who thoroughly understand that the part they have 
to play is to punish and npply laws and not to dream about the mani¬ 
festations of liberalism at the expense of tho cducationary scheme of 
the State, as the goyim in these days imagine it to be. . . . This 
method of shuffling the staff will serve also to explode any collective 
solidarity to those in the same service and will bind all to the interests 
of the government upon which their fate will depend. The young gen¬ 
eration of judges will be trained in certain views regarding the inad¬ 
missibility of any abuses that might disturb the established order of 
our subjects among themselves. 

In these days the judges of the goyim create indulgences to every 
kind of crimes, not having a just understanding of their office, be¬ 
cause the rulers of the present age in appointing judges to office take 
no care to inculcate in them a sense of duty and consciousness of the 
matter which is demanded of them. As a brute beast lets out its 
young in search of prey, so do the goyim give their subjects places of 
profit without thinking to make clear to them for what purpose such 
place was created. This is the reason why their governments are be¬ 
ing ruined by their own forces through the acts of their own adminis¬ 
tration. 

Let us borrow from the example of the results of these actions 
yet another lesson for our government. 

We shall root out liberalism from all the important strategic 
posts of our government on which depends the training of subordi¬ 
nates for our State structure. Such pasts will fall exclusively to those 
who have been trained by us for administrative rule. To the possible 
objection that the retirement of old servants will coat the Treasury 
heavily, I reply, firstly, they will be provided with some private service 
in place of what they lose, and, secondly, I have to remark that all the

j money in the world will be concentrated in our hands, consequently it 

I is not our government that has to fear expense. 

Our absolutism will in nil things be logically consecutive am 
therefore in each one of its decrees our supreme will will be respected 
and unquestionably fulfilled: it will ignore all murmurs, all discontents 
of every kind nrni will destroy to the root every kind of manifestation 
of them in act by punishment of nn exemplary character. 

Wc shall abolish tire right of cassation, which wlU be transferred 
exclusively to our disposal—to the cognisance of him who rules, for 
wc must not allow the conception among the people of a thought that 
there could be such a tiling as n decision that is not right of judges 
set up by us. If, however, anything like this should occur, wc shall 
ourselves cassntc the decision, but inflict therewith such exemplary 
punishment on the judge for lack of understanding of his duty and the 
purpose of his appointment as will prevent n repetition of such cases. 
.... I repeat thnt it must be borne in mind that wc shall know 
every step of our administration which only needs to bo closely watched 
for the people to be content with us, for it has the right to demand 
from a good government n good ofiicini. 

Our government will have the appearance of a patriarchal pater¬ 
nal guardianship on ihe part of our ruler. Our own nation and our 
subjects will discern in his person a father caring for their every 
need their every act, their every inter-relation ns subjects one with 
another, ns well ns their relations to the ruler. They wil! then be so 
thoroughly imbued with the thought that it is impossible for them o 
dispense with this wardship and guidance, if they wish to live in peace 
and quiet, that they will acknowledge the autocrocy of our ruler with a 
devotiou bordering on APOTHEOSIS, especially when they are con¬ 
vinced that those whom we set up donot put their own in place of his 
authority, but only blindly execute his dictates. They will be rejoiced 
that wc have regulated everything in their lives as is done by wise 
parents who desire to train their children in tho cause of duty and 
submission. For the peoples of tho world in regard to the secrets of 
our polity arc ever through tho ages only children under age, precisely 
ns are also their governments. 

As you see, I found our despotism on right and duty: the right 
to compel the execution of duty is the direct obligation of a govern¬ 
ment which is a father for its subjects. It has the right of the strong 
that it may use it for tho benefit of directing humanity towards that 
Older which is defined by nature, namely, submission. Everything in 
the world is in a state of submission, if not to man, then to circum- 
slances or Its own inner character, in alt coses, to what is stronger. 
And so shall we be this something stronger for the sake of good. 

We are obliged without hesitation to sacrifice individuals, who 
commit a breach of estoblished order, for in the exemplary punish- 
j ment of evil lies a great educational problem. 
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When the King of Israel sets upon his sacred head the crown 
offered him by Europe he will become patriarch of the world. The in¬ 
dispensable victims offered by him in consequence of their suitability 
will never reach the number of victims offered in tile course of con- 
tunes by the mania of magnificence, tho emulation between the gov 
governments. 

Our King will be in constant communion with the peoples, making 
to them from the tribune speeches which fame will in that same hour 
distribute over all the world. 
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Emasculation of the universities. Substitute for classicism. Training 
and calling. Advertisement of the authority of "the ruler" in the 
schook. Abolition of freedom of instruction. New Theories 
Independence of thought. Teaching by object lessons. 

In order to effect the destruction of a I! collective forces except 
ours we shall emasculate the first stage of collectivism—the universi. 
ties, by re-educating them in a new direction. Their officials and pro¬ 
fessors will he prepared for their business by detailed secret pro¬ 
grammes of action from which they will not with immunity diverge, 
not by one iota. They will he appointed with especial precaution, and 
will be so placed as to be wholly dependent upon the Government. 

Wc shall exclude from the course of instruction State Law as also 
all that concents tho political question. These subjects will be taught 
to a few dozens Of persons chosen for their preeminent capacities from 
among tho number of the initiated. The univerilies must no longer 
send out from their halls milksops concocting plana for a constitution 
like a comedy or a tragedy, busying themselves with questions of 
policy in which even their own fathers never had any power of thought. 

The ill-guided acquaintance of a large number of persons with 
questions of polity creates utopian dreamers and bad subjects as you 
can see for yourselves from the example of the universal education in 
this direction of the goyim. We must introduce into their education 
all those principles which have so brilliantly broken up their order 
But when we are in power we shall remove every kind of disturbing 
subject from the course of education and shall make out of the youth 
obendient children of authority, loving him who rules as the support 
and hope of pence and quiet, 

Classicism, as also any form of study of ancient history, in which 
there are more bad than good examples, wc shall replace with the 
study of the programme Of the future. We shall erase from tho 
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memory oC men nil facts of previous centuries which nro undesirable 
to us, nml leave only those which depict nil the errors of the govern¬ 
ment of the guyiin. The study of practical life, of the obligations o 
order, of the relations of people one to another, of avoiding bad and 
selfish examples, which spread the infection of evil, and similar ques¬ 
tions of nn educative nature, will stand in the forefront of the teaching 
programme, which will be drawn up on a separate plan for ench calling 
or state of life, in no wise generalising the teaching. This treatmen 
of tho question has special importance. 

Each state of life must be trained within strict limits correspond¬ 
ing to its destination and work in life. The occasional geiuus has 
always managed and always will manage to slip through into other 
states of life, l>ut it is the most perfect folly for the sake of this rare 
occasional genius In let through into ranks foreign to them the unU- 
Icntcd who thus rob of their places those who belong to those ranks 
by birth or employment. You know yourselves in what all this has 
ended for the goyint who allowed this crying absurdity. 


In order that iie who rules may be seated (irmly in the hearts and 
minds of his subjects it is necessary for tho time of his activity to 
instruct the whole nation in the schools and on the market places 
about his moaning and his acts and nil his beneficent initiatives. 


We shall abolish every kind of freedom of instruction. Learners 
of all ages will have the right to assemble together with their parents 
in the educational establishments as it wore in a club: during these 
assemblies, on holidays, teachers will rend what will pass as fre0 Na¬ 
tures on questions of human relations, of the laws of examples, of the 
limitations which are born of unconscious relations, and, finally, of 
the philosophy of new theories not yet declared to the world. These 
theories will bo raised by US to the stage of a dogma of faith as a 
transitional stage towards our faith. On tho completion of this expo¬ 
sition of our progrnmmo of action in the present and the future I will 
read you the principles 'of these theories. 

In a word, knowing by the experience of many centuries that 
people live and arc guided by ideas, that these ideas arc imbibed by 
pcopie only by the aid of education provided with equal success for all 
ages of growth, but of course by varying metnods, wo shall swallow 
up and confiscate to our own use the Inst scintilla of independence of 
thought, which we hove for long past been directing towards subjects 
and ideus useful for us. Tho system of bridling thought is already at 
work in tho so-called system of teaching by object lessons, the purpose 
of which is to turn the goyim into unthinking submissive brutes wait 
ing for things to be presented before their eyes in order to form an 
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idea of them. . . In France, one of our best agents, Bourgeois, has 
already made public a new programme of teaching by object lessons- 
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Advocacy. Influence of the priesthood of the goyim. Freedom of 
conscience. Papal Court. King of the Jews as Patriarch-Pope. 
How to fight the existing Church. Function of contemporary 
press. Organisation of police. Volunteer police. Espionage 
on the pattern of the kabal espionage. Abuses of authority. 

The practice of advocacy produces men cold, cruel, persistent, un¬ 
principled, who in all cases take up an impersonal, purely legal stand¬ 
point. They have the inveterate habit to refer everything to its value 
for the defence and not to the public welfare of its results. They do 
not usually decline to undertake any defence whatever. They strive 
for an acquittal at all costs, cavilling over every petty crux of juris¬ 
prudence and thereby they demoralise justice. For this reason \s t o 
shall set this profession into narrow frames which will keep it inside 
this sphere of executive public service. Advocates, equnlly with 
judges, will be deprived of the right of communication with litigants; 
they will receive business only from the court and will study it by notes 
of report and documents, defending their clients after they have been 
interrogated in court on facts that have appeared: They will receive 
an honorarium without regard to the quality of the defence. This will 
render them mere reporters on lav/ business in th* Intomts of justice 
and as counterpoise to the proctor who will be the reporter In the in¬ 
terests of prosecution; this will shorten business before the courts. In 
this way will be established a practice of honest unprejudiced defence 
conducted not from personal interest but by conviction. This will also, 
by the way, remove the present practice of corrupt bargain between 
abvocates to agree only to let that side win which pays most. . . . 

Wc have long past taken care to discredit the priesthood of thej 
goyim, and thereby to ruin their mission on earth which in these days 
might still be a great hindrance to us. Day by day its influence on 
the peoples of the world is falling lower. Freedom of conscience has 
been declared everywhere, so that now only years dfvide Us from the 
moment of the complete wrecking of that Christian religion; ns to 
other religions we shall have still less difficulty in dealing with them, 
but it would be premature to speak of this now. We shall set clerical¬ 
ism and cl erica is into such narrow frames as to make their influence 
move in retrogressive proportion to its former progress. 

When the time comes finally to destroy the papal court the finger 
of an invisible hand will point the nations towards this court When, 
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however, the nations lling themselves upon it, wo shall come forward 
in the guise of its defenders as if to suve excessive bloodshed. By this 
diversion wo shall penetrate to its very bowels and be sure we shall 
never come out again until we have gnawed through the entire 
strength of this place. 

The King of the Jews will be the real Pope of the Universe, the 
patriarch of nn international Church. 

But, in the meantime, whiio we arc re-educating youth in new 
traditional religions and afterwords in ours, we shall not overtly lay a 
linger on existing churches, but we shall fight against them by critic¬ 
ism calculated to produce schism. ... 

In general, then, our contemporary press will continue to convict 
State affairs, religions, incapacities of the goyim, alsvays using the 
most unprincipled expressions in order by every means to lower their 
prestige in the manner which can only be practised by the genius 
o'f our gifted tribe. . . . 

Our kingdom will bo an apologia of the divinity Vishnu, in whom 
is found its personification—in our hundred hands will be, one in each, 
the springs of the machinery of social life. We shall see everything 
without the aid of official police which, in that scope of its rights which 
we elaborated for tho use of the goyim, hinders governments from see¬ 
ing In our programme one-third of our subjects will keep the rest 
under observation from a sense of duty, on the principle of volunteer 
service to tho State. It will then be no disgrace to be a spy and in¬ 
former, but a merit: unfounded denunciations, however, will be cruelly 
punished that there may be no development of abuses of this right. 

Our agents wili be taken from the higher ns well as the lower 
ranks of society, from among the administrative class who spend their 
time in amusements, editors, printers and publishers, booksellers, 
clerks and salesmen, workmen, coachmen, lackeys, etcetera. This 
body, having no rights and not being empowered to toko any action on 
their own account, and consequently a police without any power, will 
only witness and report: verification of their reports and arrests will 
depend upon a responsible group of controllers of police affairs, while 
the actual act of arrest will be performed by tho gendarmerie and the 
municipal police. Any person not denouncing any tiling seen or heard 
concerning questions of polity will also bo charged with and made res¬ 
ponsible for concealment, if it be proved that iie is guilty of this crime. 

Just as nowadays our brethren arc obliged at their own risk to 
denounce to the kabnl apostates of their own family or members who 
have boon noticed doing anything in opposition to the kabal, bo at our 
kingdom over all tho world it will be obligatory for nil our subjects to 
observe the duly of service to the State in this direction. 

Such an ogunisotion wili extirpate abuses of authority, of force, of 
bribery, everything in fact which we by our counsels, by our theories 
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of the superhuman rights of man, have introduced into the customs of 
the goyim. . . But how else wore we to procure that increase of 
causes predisposing to disorders in the midst of their administration? 
... Among the number of those methods one of the most im¬ 
portant is agents for the restoration of order, so placed as to have 
their disintegrating activity of developing and dis- 
Pbymg their ev. mclmat.ons-obstinate self-conceit, irresponsible 
exercise of authority, and, first and foremost, venality 
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Measures of secret defence. Observation of conspiracies from the

colours. We have compelled the rulers to acknowledge their weakness 
n advertising overt measures of secret defence and thereby we shall 
firing the promise of authority to destruction. 

° U ” Uler Wi ” H 9 f, oret:, y Protected only by the most insignificant 
guaid, because wo shall not admit so much as a thought that thero 
could exist against him any sedition with which he is not strong 
enough to contend and is compelled to hide from it. 

If we should admit this thought, as the goyim have done and are 
doing, we should ipso facto he signing a death sentence, if not for our 
ruler, at any rate for his dynasty, at no distant date. 
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According to str ictly enforced outward appearances our ruler will 
omploy his power only for the advantage of the nation and in no wise 
for his own or dynastic profits. Therefore with the observance of 
this decorum, his authority will be respected and guarded by the sub¬ 
jects themselves, it will receive an apotheosis in the admission that 
with it is hound up the well-being of every citizen of the State, for 
upon it will depend all order in the common life of the pack. . . . 

Overt defence of the kind argues weakness in the organisation of 
kis strength. 

Our ruler will always among the people be surrounded by a mob of 
apparently curious men and women, who will occupy the front ranks 
about him, to all appearance by chance, and will restrain the ranks of 
tho rest out of respect ns it will appear for good order. This will 
sow an example of restraint also in others. If a petitioner ap¬ 
pears among the people trying to hand a petition and forcing his way 
through tho ranks, the first ranks must receive the petition and before 
the eyes of tho petitioner pass it to the ruler, so that all may know 
that what is handed in reaches its destination, that, consequently, 
there exists a control of the ruler himself. The aureole of power re¬ 
quires for its existence that tho people may bo able to say; "If the 
king knew of this,” or: "the king will hear of it.” 

With the establishment of oilicial secret defence the mystical 
prestige of authority disappears: given a certain audacity, and every¬ 
one counts himsetf master of it, tho sedition-monger is conscious of 
his strength, and when occasion serves watches for the moment to 
make an attempt upon authority. ... For the goyim we have 
been preaching something else, but by that very fact we are ennblod 
to see what measures of overt defence have brought them to. . . . 

Criminals with us will be arrested at tho first more or less well- 
grounded suspicion; it ennnot be allowed that out of fear of a possible 
mistake an opportunity should be given of escape to persons suspected 
of a political lapse or crime, for in those matters we shall be literally 
merciless. If it is still possible, by stretching a point, to admit a 
reconsideration of tho motive causes in simple crimes, there is no pos¬ 
sibility of excuse for persons occupying themselves with questions in 
which nobody except the government can understand anything. . . . 
And it is not all governments that understand true policy. 
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The right of presenting petitions and projects. Sedition. Indictment 
of political crimes. Advertisement of political crimes. 

If wc do not permit uny independent dabbling in the political we 
shall on tho other hand encourage every kind of report or petition with 
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proposals for the government to examine into all kinds of projects for 
the amelioration of the condition of the people; this will reveal to us 
the defects or else the fantasies of our subjects, to which we shall re¬ 
spond either by accomplishing them or by a wise rebutment to prove 
the short-sightedness of one who judges wrongly. 

Scdition-mongering is nothing more than the yapping of a lap-dog 
at an elephant. For n government well organised, not from the police 
but from the public point of view, the lap-dog yaps at the elephant 
in entire unconsciousness of its strength and importance. It needs no 
more than to take a good example to show tho relative importance of 
both and the lap-dogs will cease to yap and will wag their tails the 
moment they set eyes on an elephant. 

. In order to destroy the prestige of heroism for political crime we 
shall send it for trial in tho category of thieving, murder, and every 
kind of abominable and filthy crime. Public opinion will then confuse 
in its conception this category of erime with the disgrace attaching to 
every other and will brand it with the same contempt. 

Wc have done our best, and I hope we have succeeded, to obtain 
that the goyim should not .arrive at this means of contending with se¬ 
dition. It was for this reason that through the Press and'in speeches, 
indirectly—in cleverly compiled school-books on history, we have ad. 
vertised the martyrdom alleged to have been accepted by sedition- 
mongers for the idea of the commonweal. This advertisement has 
increased the contingent of liberals and has brought thousands of 
goyim into the ranks of our livestock cattle. 
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FINANCIAL PROGRAMME. Progressive tax. Stamp progressive 
taxation. Exchequer, interest-bearing papers and stagnation ol 
currency. Method of accounting. Abolition of ceremonial dis¬ 
plays. Stagnation of capital. Currency issue. Gold standard. 
Standard of cost of working man power. Budget. State loans. 
One per cent, interest series. Industrial shares. Rulers of the 
goyim: courtiers and favouritism, masonic agents. 

To-day we shall touch upon the financial programme, which I put 
off to the end of my report as being the most difficult, the crowning and 
the decisive point of our plans. Before entering upon it I will remind 
you that I have already spoken before by way of a hint when I said 
that the sum total of our actions is settled by the question of figures. 

When wc come into our kingdom our autocratic government will 
avoid, from a principle of self-preservation, sensibly burdening the 
masses of the people with taxes, remembering that it plays the part 
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of father and protector. But as State organisation costs dear it is 
necessary nevertheless to obtain the funds required for it- It will, 
therefore, elaborate with particular precaution the question cf equili¬ 
brium in this matter. 

Our rule, in which the king will enjoy the legal fiction that every¬ 
thing in his State belongs to him (which may easily be translated into 
fact), will be enabled to resort to the lawful confiscation of ail sums 
of every kind fov the regulation of their circulation in the State. From 
this follows that taxation will best be covered by a progressive tax on 
property. In this manner the clues will be paid without straitening or 
ruining anybody in the form of a percentage of thfe amount of prop¬ 
erty. The rich must be aware that it is their duty to place a part of 
their superfluities at the disposal of the State since the State guaran¬ 
tees them security of possession of the rest of their property and the 
right of honest gains, I say honest, for the control over property will 
do away with robbery on a legal basis. 

This social reform must come from above, for the time is ripe for 
it—it is indispensable as a pledge of pence. 

The tax upon the poor man is a seed of revolution and works to 
the detriment of the State which is hunting after the trifling 13 missing 
the big. Quite apart from this, a fax on capitalists diminishes the 
growth of wealth in private hands in which we have in these days con¬ 
centrated it as a counterpoise to the government strength of the goyim 
—their State finances. 

A tax increasing in a percentage ratio to capital will give a much 
larger revenue than the present individual or property tax, which is 
useful to us now for the sole reason that it excites trouble and discon¬ 
tent among the goyim. 

The force upon which our king will rest consists in the equili¬ 
brium and the guarantee of peace, for the sake of which things it is 
indispensable that the capitalists should yield up a portion of their 
incomes for the sakd of the secure working of the machinery of the 
State. State needs must be paid by those who will not feel the burden 
and have enough to fake from. 

Such a measure will destroy the hatred of the poor man for tho 
rich, in whom he will sec a necessary financial support for the State, 
will’see in him the organiser of pence and well-being since he will see 
..hut it is the rich man who is paying the necessary means to attain 
these things. 

In order that payers of the educated classes should not too much 
distress themselves over the new payments thoy will have full accounts 
given them of the destination of those payments, with the exception 
of such sums as will bo appropriated for the needs of the throne and 
the administrative institutions. 
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He who reigns will not have any properties of his own once all in 
the State represents his patrimony, or else the one would be in con¬ 
tradiction to the other; the fact of holding private means would des¬ 
troy the right of property in the common possessions of all. 

Relatives of him who reigns, his heirs excepted, who will be main¬ 
tained by the resources of the State, must enter the ranks of servants 
of the State or must work to obtain the right to property; the privilege 
of royal blood must not serve for the spoiling of the treasury. 

Purchase, receipt of money or inheritance will be subject to the 
payment of a stamp progressive fax. Any transfer* of property, 
whether money or other, without evidence of payment of this tax 
which will be strictly registered by names, will render the former hold¬ 
er liable to pay interest on the fax from the moment of transfer of 
these sums up to the discovery of his evasion of declaration of the 
transfer. Transfer documents must be presented weekly at the local 
treasury office with notifications of the name, surname and permanent 
place of residence of the former and the new holder of the property. 
This transfer with register of names must begin from a definite sum 
which exceeds the ordinary expenses of buying and selling of neces¬ 
saries, and these will be subject to payment only by a stamp impost of 
a definite percentage of the unit. 

Just strike an estimate of how many times such faxes as these will 
cover the revenue of the goyim States. 

The State exchequer will have to maintain n definite conplcment of 
reserve sums, ami all that is collected above that complement must be 
1x2turned into circulation. On these sums will be organised public 
works. The initiative in works of this kind, proceeding from State 
sources, will bind the working class firmly to the interests of the Sfato 
and to those who reign. From these same sums also a part will be set 
aside as rewards of inventiveness and productiveness. 

On no account should so much ns a single unit above the definite 
and freely estimated sums be retained in the State treasuries, for 
money exists to be circulated and any kind of stagnation of money acts 
ruinously on the running of the State machinery, for which it is the 
lubricant; a stagnation of the lubricant may stop the regular working 
of the mechanism. 

The substitution of interest-bearing paper fov a part of the token 
of exchange has produced exactly this stagnation. The consequences 
of this circumstance arc already sufficiently noticeable, 

A court of account will also be instituted by us and in it the ruler 
will find at any moment a full accounting for State income and expen¬ 
diture, with the exception of the current monthly account, not yet made 
up, and that of the preceding month, which will not yet have been 
delivered. 

The one and only person who will have no interest in robbing* th*

State is its owner, the ruler. This is why his personal control will 
remove the possibility of leakages of extravagances. 

The representative function of the ruler at receptions for the sake 
of etiquette, which absorbs so much invaluable time, will be abolished 
111 order that the ruler may have time for control and .consideration. 
His power will not then be split up into fractional parts among time¬ 
serving favourites who surround the throne for ita pomp and splen¬ 
dour, and are interested only in their own and not in the common in¬ 
terests of the State. 

Economic crises have been produced by us for the goyim by no 
other means than the withdrawal of money from circulation. Huge 
capitals have stagnated, withdrawing money from States, which were 
constantly obliged to apply to those same stagnant capitals for loans 
These loans burdened the finances of the State with the payment o 
interest and made them the bond slaves of these capitals. . . .. 
The concentration of industry in the hands of capitalists out of the 
hands of small masters has drained away all the juices of the peoples 
and with them also of the States. , . . 

The present issue of money in general does not correspond with 
the requirements per head, and cannot therefore satisfy all the needs 
of the workers. The issue of money ought to correspond with the 
growth of population and thereby children also must absolutely be 
reckoned as consumers of currency from the day of their birth. The 
revision of issue is a material question for the whole world. 

You are aware that the gold standard lias been the ruin of the 
States Which adopted it, for it has not been able to satisfy the de¬ 
mands for money, the more so that we have removed gold from circu¬ 
lation as far as possible. 

With us the standard that must be introduced is the cost of work¬ 
ing-man power, whether it be reckoned in paper or in wood. We shall 
make the issue of money in accordance with the normal requirements 
of each subject, adding to the quantity with every birth and subtracting 
with every death. 

The accounts will be managed by each department (the French 
administrative division), each circle. 

In order that there may bo no delays in the paying out of money 
for State needs the sums and terms of such payments wiii be fixed by 
decree of the ruler; this will do away with the protection by a ministry 
of one institution to the detriment of others. 

Tito budgets of income and expenditure will be carried out side by 
side that they may not be obscured by distance one to another. 

The reforms projected by us in the financial institutions and prin¬ 
ciples of the goyim will be clothed by us in such forms as will alarm 
nobody, Wo shall point out the necessity of reforms in consequence 
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of the disorderJj r darkness into which the goyim by their Irregularities 
have plunged the finances. The first irregularity, n 3 we shall point 
out, consists in their beginning with drawing up a single budget which 
year after year grows owing to the following cause: this budget is 
dragged out to half the year, then they demand a budget to put things 
right, and this they expend in three months, after which they ask for 
a supplem entry budget, and all this ends with a liquidation budget. 
But, ns the budget of the following year is drawn up in accordance 
with the sum of the total addition, the annual departure from the nor¬ 
mal reaches as much as SO per cent, in a year, and so the annual bud¬ 
get is trebled in ton years. Thanks to such methods, allowed by the 
carelessness of the goy States, their treasuries are empty. The period 
of loans supervenes, and that has swallowed up remainders and 
brought all the goy States to bankruptcy. 

You understand perfectly that economic arrangements of this 
kind, which have been suggested to the goyim by us, cannot be carried 
on by us. 

Every kind of loan proves infirmity in the State and a want of 
understanding of the rights of the State. Loans bang like a sword of 
Damocles over the heads of rulers, who, instead of taking from their 
subjects by a temporary tax, come begging with outstretched palm of 
our bankers. Foreign loans are leeches which there i 3 no possibility 
of removing from the body of the State until they fall off of them¬ 
selves or the State fiings them off. But the goy States do not tear 
them off; they go on in persisting in putting more on to themselves so 
that they must inevitably perish, drained by voluntary blood-letting. 

What also indeed is, in substance, a loan, especially a foreign 
loan? A loan is—an issue of government bill3 of exchange contain¬ 
ing a percentage obligation commensurate to the sum of the loan capi¬ 
tal. If the loan bears a charge of 5 per cent., then in twenty years 
the State vainly pays away in interest a sum equal to the loan bor¬ 
rowed, in forty years it is paying a double sum, in sixty—treble, and 
all the while the debt remains an unpaid debt. 

From this calculation it is obvious that with any form of taxation 
per head the State is baling out the last coppers of the poor taxpayers 
in order to settle accounts with wealthy foreigners, from whom it has 
borrowed money instead of collecting these coppers for its own needs 
without the additional interest. 

So long as loans were internal the goyim only shuffled their 
money from the pockets of the poor to those of the rich, but when we 
bought up the necessary person in order to transfer loans into the ex¬ 
ternal sphere all the wealth of States flowed into our cash-boxes and 
all the goyim began to pay us the tribute of subjects. 

If the superficiality of goy kings on their thrones in regard to 
State affairs and the venality of ministers or the want of understand- 
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ing of financial matters on the port of other ruling persons have made 
their countries debtors to our treasuries to amounts quite impossible 
to pay it has not been accomplished without on our part heavy expen¬ 
diture of trouble and money. 

Stagnation of money will not be allowed by us and therefore 
there will be no St ate-into rest bearing paper, except a onc-por-cent. 
scries, so that there will be no payment of interest to leeches that 
suck all the strength out of the State. The right to issue interest- 
bearing paper will be given exclusively to industrial companies who 
will find no difficulty in paying interest out of profits, whereas the 
State does not moke interest on borrowed money iike these companies, 
for the State borrows to spend and not to use in operations. 

Industrial papers will be bought also by the government which 
from being os now a payer of tribute by loan operations will be trans¬ 
formed into a lender of money at a profit. This measure will stop the 
stagnation of money, parasitic profits and idleness, all of which were 
useful for us among the goyim so long as they were independent but 
are not desirable under our rule. 

How clear is the undeveloped power of thought of the purely 
brute brains of the goyim, ns expressed in the fact that they have been 
borrowing from us with payment of interest without ever thinking 
that all the same those very moneys plus an addition for payment of 
interest must be got by them from their own Stnte pockets in order to 
settle up with us. What could have been simpler than to take the 
money they wanted from their own people 1 

But it is a proof of tiic genius of our chosen mind that we have 
contrived to present the matter of loans to them in such a light that 
they have even seen in them an advantage for themselves. 

Our accounts, which wo shall present when the time comes in the 
light of centuries of experience gained by experiments made by us on 
the goy States, will be distinguished by clearness and definiteness and 
will show at a glance to nil men the ndvnntago of our innovations. 
They will put an end to those abuses to which wo owe our mastery 
over the goyim, but which cannot bo allowed in our kingdom. 

Wo shall so hedge ubout our system of accounting that neither the 
ruler nor the most insignificant public servant will be in a position to 
divert even the smallest sum from its destination without detection or 
to direct it in another direction except that which will be once fixed in 
a definite plan of action. 

And without a definite plan it is impossible to rule. Marching 
along an undetermined road and with undetermined resources brings 
to ruin by the way heroes and demi-gods. 

The goy rulers, whom we once upon a time advised should be dis¬ 
tracted from $tatc occupations by representative receptions, obsorv- 
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ances of etiquette, entertainments, were only screens for our rule. The 
accounts of favourite courtiers who replaced them in the sphere of af¬ 
fairs were drawn up for them by our agents, and every time gave 
satisfaction to short-sighted minds by promises that in the future 
economies and improvements were foreseen. . . . Economies from 
what? From new taxes?—wore questions that might have been but 
were not asked by those who read our accounts and projects. . . 

You know to what they have been brought by this carelessness, 
to what a pitch of financial disorder they have arrived, notwithstand¬ 
ing the astonishing industry of their peoples. . . . 


Protocol No. 21 

Internal loans. Debit mid taxes. Conversions. Bankruptcy. Sav¬ 
ings bonks and rentes. Abolition of money markets. Regula¬ 
tion of industrial values. 

To what I reported to you at the last meeting I shnli now add a 
detailed explanation of internal loans. Of foreign loans I shall say 
nothing more, because they have fed us with the national moneys of 
the goyim, but for our State there will be no foreigners, that is, 
nothing external, 

Wo have taken advantage of the venality of administrators and 
the slackness of rulers to got our moneys twice, thrice and more times 
over, by lending to the guy govern mo tits moneys which were not at all 
needed by the States. Could anyone do the like in regard to us? . . . 
Therefore, I shall only don! with the details of interna! loans. 

States announce that such a loan is to be concluded and open 
subscriptions for their own bills of exchange, that is, for their inter¬ 
est-bearing paper. That they may be within the reach of all the 
price is determined at from a hundred to a thousand; and a discount 
is made for the earliest subscribers. Next day by artificial moans the 
price of them goes up, the alleged reason being that everyone is rush¬ 
ing to buy them. In a few days the treasury safes are as they say 
overflowing and there's more money than they can do with (why then 
take it?). The subscription, it is alleged, covers many times over the 
issue total of the loan; in this lies the whole stage effect—look you, 
they say, what confidence is shown in the government’s bills of 
exchange. 

But when the comedy is played out there emerges the fact that a 
debit and an exceedingly burdensome debit has been created. For the 
payment of interest it becomes necessary to have recourse to new 
loans, which do not swallow up but only add to the capital debt. And 
when this credit is exhausted it becomes necessary by new taxes to 
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cover, not tho loan, but only the interest on it, These tuxes ere a debit 
employed to cover a debt. .' , 

Later comes tho time for conversions, but they diminish the pay¬ 
ment of interest without covering the debt, and besides they cannot 
be made without the consent of the lenders; on announcing a conver¬ 
sion a proposal is made to return the money to those who are not 
willing to convert their paper. If everybody expressed his unwilling¬ 
ness and demanded his money back, the government would be hooked 
on their own dies and would be found insolvent and unable to pay the 
proposed sums. By good luck the subjects of the goy governments, 
knowing nothing about llnancial affairs, have always preferred losses 
on exchange and diminution of interest to the risk of new investments 
of their moneys, and hnvc thereby ninny a time enabled these govern¬ 
ments to throw off their shoulders a debit of several millions. 

Nowadays, with external loans, these tricks cannot be played by 
the goylm for they know that we shall demand nil our moneys back. 

In this way an acknowledged bankruptcy will best prove to the 
various countries tho absence of any means between the interests’ of 
the peoples and of those who rule them, 

I beg you to concentrate your particular attention upon this point 
and upon the following: nowadays all internal loans are consolidated 
by so-called (lying loans, that is, sueii ns have terms of payment more 
or loss near. These debts consist of moneys paid into tho savings 
banks and reserve funds. If left for long at the disposition of a 
government these funds evaporate in the payment of interest on for¬ 
eign leaps, and are replaced by the doposit of equivalent amount of 
rentes. 

And these last it is which patch up nil the leaks in the State trea- 
3 urjc3 of tho goyfm. 

When wo ascend tho throne of the world all these financial and 
similar shifts, as being not in accord with our interests, will be swept 
away so as not to leave a trace, ?a also will be destroyed all money 
markets, since we shail not allow tho prestige of our power to he 
shaken by fluctuations of prices set upon our values, which we shall 
announce by law at the price which represents their full worth without 
any possibiity of lowering or raising. (Raising gives the pretext for 
lowering, which indeed was where we made a beginning in relation to 
the values of tho goyini.) , 

We shall replace tho money markets by grandiose government 
credit institutions, tho object of which will be to fix the price of in¬ 
dustrial values in accordance with government views. These institu¬ 
tions will be in a position to fling upon the market five hundred mil¬ 
lions of industrial papor in one day, or to buy up for the same amount. 

In this way all industrial undertakings will come into dependence upon 
us. You may imagine for yourselves what immense powor we shall 
thereby secure for ourselves, , * . 
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Reduction of the manufacture of articles of luxury. Small mn3ter 
production. Unemployment. Prohibition of drunkenness, Killing 
out of the old society nnd its resurrection in a new form. The 
chosen one of God. 

That the peoples may become accustomed to obendience it is nec¬ 
essary to incuicato lessons of humility and therefore to reduce the pro¬ 
duction of ortlcle 3 of luxury. By this we shall improve morals which 
have been debased by emulation in the sphere of luxury. We shall re¬ 
establish smaii master production which will mean laying a mine un¬ 
der the private capital of manufacturers. This is indispensable 
also for the reason that manufacturers on the grand scale often 
move, though not always consciously, tho thoughts of the masses in 
directions against tho government. A people of small masters knows 
nothing of unemployment and this binds him closely with existing 
order, and consequently with the firmness of authority. Unemploy¬ 
ment is a most perilous thing for a government. For us its part will 
have been played out the moment authority is transferred into our 
hands. Drunkenness also will be prohibited by law nnd punishable as 
a crime against the humanness of man who is turned into a brute un¬ 
der the inliuence of alcohol. 

Subjects, 1 repeat once more, give blind obendience only to the 
strong hand which is absolutely independent of them, for in it they 
foci the sword lor defence and support ngainst social scourges. . . . 
What do they want with an angelic spirit in a king? What they have 
to see in him is the personification of force and power. 

The supreme lord who will replace ail now existing rulers, drag¬ 
ging on their existence among societies demoralised by us, societies 
that have denied oven the authority of God, from whose midst breaks 
out on all sides the fire of anarchy, must first of all proceed to quench 
this all-devouring fiomo. Therefore he will bo obliged to kill off 
those existing societies, though he should drench them with his own 
blood, that ho may resurrect them again in tho form of regularly or¬ 
ganised troops fighting consciously with every kind of infection that 
may cover tho body of the State with sores. 

This Chosen One of God is chosen from above to demolish the 
scncelesa forces moved by instinct and not reason, by brutishness and 
not humanness. These forces now triumph in manifestations of rob¬ 
bery and every kind of violence under the mask of principles of free¬ 
dom and rights. Tlioy have overthrown all forms of social order to. 
erect on the ruins the throne of the King of the Jews; but their part 
will be played out the moment ho enters Into bis kingdom. Then it 
will bo necessary to sweep them away from his path, on which must be 
left no knot, no splinter. 
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The king's plan o£ action for the current moment, and all the more 
so for the future, will bo unknown, even to tho3e who are called his 
closest counsellors. 

Only the king and the three who stood sponsor for him will know 
what is coming. 

In the person of the king who with unbending will is master of 
himself and of humanity all wilt discern as it were fate with its mys¬ 
terious ways. None will know what the king wishes to attain by his 
dispositions, and therefore none will dare to stand across an unknown 
path. 

It is understood that the brain reservoir of the king must corres¬ 
pond in capacity to tho plan of government it has to contain. It is 
for this reason that he will ascend the throne not otherwise than 
after examination of his mind by the aforesaid learned elders. 

That the people may know and love their king it is indispensable 
for him to converse in the market-places with his people. This ensures 
the necessary clinching of the two forces which arc now divided one 
from another by us by the torror. 

This terror was indispensable for us till the time comes for both 
these forces separately to fall under our influence. 

The King of the Jews must not be at the mercy of his passions, 
and especially of sensuality: on no side of his character must he give 

brute instinct power over his mind, Sensuality worse than oil else 
disorganises the capacities of the mind and clearness of views, dis¬ 
tracting tho thoughts to the worst and most brutal side of human 
activity. 

The prop of humanity in the person of the supreme lord of all the 
world of the holy seed of David must sacrifice to his people all personal 
inclinations. 

Our supreme lord must be of an exemplary irreproaehability. 
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No. 1. — A Protocol of 1489 

The Revue des etudes Juives, financed by James de Rothchiid, 
published in 1880 two documents, which showed how true the Proto¬ 
cols are in saying that the Learned Elders of Zion have been carrying 
on their plan for centuries. On January 13th, 1-139, Chemor, Jewish 
Rabbi of Arle3 in Provence, wrote to the Grend Sanhedrim, which had 
its seat at Constantinople, for advice, as the people of Arles werq 
threatening the synagogues. What should the Jews do? This was 
the reply: 

"Dear beloved brethern in Moses, we have received your letter in 
which you tell us of the anxieties and misfortunes which you are en¬ 
during. We are pierced by as great pain to hear it as yourselves. 

"The advice of the Grand Satraps and Rabbis is the following:— 

"As for what you say that the King of France obliges you to 
become Christians: do it, since you cannot do otherwise, but let the 
law of Moses be kept in your hearts. 

As for what you say about the command to despoil you of your 
goods’' (the law was that on becoming converted Jews gave up their 
possessions): * make your sons merchants, that little by little they 
may despoil the Christians of theirs. 

"As for what you say about their making attempts on your lives: 
make your sons doctors and apothecaries, that they may take away 
Christiana’ lives. 

"As for what you say of their destroying your synagogues: make 
your sons canons and clerics in order that they may destroy their 
churches. 

As for tbs many other vexations you complain of: arrange that 
your sons become advocates and lawyers, and see that they always 
mix themselves up with the affairs of State, in order that by putting 
Christians under your yoke you may dominate the world and be 
avenged on them, 

"P° nofc swerve from this order that we give you, because you 
will find by experience that, humiliated as you are, you will roach 
the actuality of power.

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No. 2. — A Protocol of I860 

Wo toko this Protocol from the Morning Foot of September 6th, 
1820:— 

“A correspondent writing in refercnce'to tho hidden peril draws 
attention to a Manifesto issued in 1860 to the ‘Jews of the Universe,’ 
by Adolphe Cromleux, tho founder of the Alliance Israelite Univcrselie, 
and the well-known member of the Provisional Government, of 1871. 
Adolphe Cremicux, while Grand Master of tho French Masonic Lodges, 
offered 1,000,000 frages for tho head of William I. of Germany. On 
his tomb ho requested the following solo inscription to be inscribed:— 

‘Hero lies Adolphe CremieuX, the foiindtr of the Alliance Israelite 
Universello.’ ‘ 

THE MANIFESTO 

Emblem On top—the tablets of Moses, a little lower—two ex¬ 
tended hands clasping each other, and ns basis of the whole—the 
globe of-the earth.- . 

Motto:’- "All Jews for. one, and one for. all." 

The union which we desire to found will not be a French, Eng¬ 
lish, Irish, or German union, but a Jewish one, a Universal one! 

Other peoples and races are divided into nationalities; We aions 
have not co-citizens; but exclusively co-raiigionaries.' 

A Jew’will undor no circumstances become the friend of a Cbrls- 
tlon or a Moslem before tho moment arrives when the light of the 
Jowish Fnith,.the only religion of reason, will shine all over the world. 

Scattered amongst other nations, who from time immemorial were 
hostile to our rights and interests, we desire primarily to bo and to 
remain immutably Jews.. , 

' Our' nationality is the religion of our fathers, and wo recogniao 
no other nationality. 

Wo are living in foreign lands, and cannot troublo about the 
mutable ambitions of countries entirely alien to us, while our own 
moral and material problems are cndangcrod. 

Tho Jowish teaching must cover tho whole earth. Israelites! No 
matter whore futo should lead—though scattered all over tho earth, 
you must always consider yourselves members of a Choson Race. 

If you realise that tho Faith of your forefathers is your only 
patriotism— ' . .. 

_ii you recogniao thnt, notwithstanding the nationalities you 
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have embraced, you always remain and everywhere form one and only 

- nation— .... 

—if you believe the Jewry only is the one and only religious and 
political truth— 

, —if you are convinced of-this, you, Israelites of.the-Universe—. . 

—then come and givo ear io our appeal and prove to us your 
consent! , . ,; 

Our cause is great and holy, and its success is guaranteed. Cath¬ 
olicism, our immemorial enemy, is lying in the dust, mortally wound¬ 
ed in the head. • ’ 

The net which Israel is throwing over the globe of the earth is 
widening and spreading daily, and the momentous prophecies of our 
holy bocks are at last to be realised. 

The time is near when Jerusalem will become the house' of prayer 
‘ for all nstipns and peoples, end the banner of Jewish mono-deity will 
be unfurled and hoisted on the most distant shores.

What have you to be afraid of? 

The day is not distant when all the riches and treasures of the 
earth will become the property of the Children of Israel. 


No. 3_A Protocol of 1869 

THE-FATAL DISCOURSE OF RABBI REICHHORN 

In its issue of 21 October, 1920, (No. 196), La Vieille France pub¬ 
lished an extremely important Russian document in which the follow¬ 
ing passage occurs: . 

“There is a striking analogy between the Protocols of the Elders 
of Zion and the discourse of the Rabbi Reichhorn, pronounced in Pra¬ 
gue in 1889 over the tomb of the Grand Rabbi Simeon-ben-Ihuda, and 
published by Readciiffe, who paid with his life for the divulgation; 
Sonol, who had taken Readciiffe to hear Reichhorn, was killed in a 
due! some time afterwards.

With gold wo can buy tho most rebellious consciences, can fix 
tho rate of ali values, the current price of all products, can subsidise . 
aii State loans, nnd thereafter hold the states at our mercy. ‘ 

4. Already the principal banks, the exchanges .of the ontiro world, 
the credits of all the Governments, ore in our hands. • ■ 

6. The other great power is THE PRESS. By repeating without 
cessation certain ideas, the Press succeeds in the end in having them 
accepted ns actualities. Tho theatre renders us analogous services. 
Every where, the Proas and the Theatre obey our orders. 

0. By the ceaseless praiee of DEMOCRATIC RUDE we shall divide 
tho Christians into political parties, we shall destroy tho unity of 
their nations, we shall sow discord everywhere. Reduced to impotence, 
they .will bow beforo tho DAW of OUR BANK, always united, and 
always dovotod to our Caine. 

‘ 7. Wo shall force the Christians into wars by exploiting their prido 
.and. thoir stupidity. They will massacre each other, and clear the 
ground for us to put our own people into. 

' 8. The possession of the land has always brought influence and 
powor. In the namo of social Justice and Equality wo shall pared 
out tho groat estates; wo shall give the fragments to tho peasants 
who covet them with al) thoir powers, and who will soon be in debt 
t« us by the expense of egtivoting them. Our capitol will make us 
their masters. Wo in our turn shall become the great proprietors, 
and the possession of the l»nd will a aspic the power to us.

our cheats will absorb the gold, and we shall regulate the value of 
the paper which will make us masters of all the positions. 

10. We count among us plenty of orators capable of feigning enthu¬ 
siasm and .of persuading mobs.We shall spread them.among, the^.

13. We have already established ouv own men in all important po¬ 
sitions. We must.endeavour to provide the Goyim with lawyers and 
doctors; the lawyers are an courant with all Interests; doctors, once 
in the house, becomo confessors and directors of consciences.. 

Id. But above all let us monopolise Education. By this means we 
spread, ideas that' are useful to us, and 3hapc the children^ brains 
as suits U3. 

15; If one of our people should unhappily fall into the hands of * 
justice amongst the Christians,' we must rush to help him; find as 
many witnesses ns he needs to save him from his judges, until we 
become judges ourselves. 

16. The monarchs of the Christian world, swollen with ambition and 
vanity, surround themselves with luxury and with numerous armies. 
We shall furnish them with all the money their folly demands, and so 
shall keep them in leach. 

1?. Let us take care not to hinder the marriage of our men with 
Christian girls, for through them we shall get our foot into the most 
closely locked circles. If our daughters marry Goyim they will be 
no less useful, for the children of a Jewish mother 3rc,ours. Let us 
foster the idea of free love, that wo may destroy among Christian 
women attachment to the principles and practices of their religion. 

18. For ages past the sons of Israel, despised and persecuted, have 
been working to open up a path to power. They are hitting the mark.

No. 4. — A Protocol of 1919 

A Russian newspaper, Prlzyv, of 6th February, 1920, published In 
Berlin, contained an Interesting document in Hebrew, dated Decem¬ 
ber, 1919, which was found in tho pocket of the dead Jew Zunder, tho 
Bolshevic Commander of tho 11th Sharp-shooter Battalion, throwing 
light on the secret organisations of Jewry in. Russia. In extenso it 
ran as follows:— 

SECRET.—To tho representatives of all tho branches of the Is¬ 
raelite International League. 

Sons of Israeli The hour of our ultimate victory is near. Wo 
stand on the threshold to tho command of the world. That which we 
could only dream of before us is about to be realised. Only quite re¬ 
cently feeble and powerless, we can now, thanks to the world’s cata¬ 
strophe, raise our heads with prido. “ . . 

We must, howover, bo careful. It can surely be prophesied that, 
after wo have inarched over ruined and broken altars and thrones, 
we shall advance further on the same indicated path. 

The authority of tho, to us, alien religions and doctrines of faith 
we have, through very successful propoganda,' subjected to a merci-. 
less criticism and mockery. Wo have brought tho 'culture, civilisa¬ 
tion, traditions and thrones of the Christian nations to stagger. We' 
have done everything to bring the Russian people under the yoke of 
tho Jewish power, and ultimately compelled them to foil on their 
knees before US. 

We have nearly completed all this but we must all the same bo 
very cautious, bccauso the oppressed Russia is ‘our arch-enemy. The 
victory over Russia, gained through our intellectual superiority, may 
in future, in a now generation turn against us. 

Russia is conquered and brought to the ground. Russia is in the 
agony of death undor our heel, but do not forget—not even for a 
moment—that we must he careful! The holy caro for our safety 
does not allow us to show cither pity or mercy. At Inst we havo been 
allowed to behold tho bitter need of tho Russian people, and to see it 
in tears! By taking from them their property, their gold, we have 
reduced this people to helpless slaves. 

, Bo cautious and silent! Wo ought to have no mercy for our ene- 
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my. We must make an end of the heat artd leading elements of tho 
Russian people, so that the vanquished Russia may not find any 
leader! Thereby every possibility will vanquish for.them to resist our 
power. We. must excite hatred and disputes between workers and 
peasants. War and-class-struggle- wili-deetroy-all-treasurea-and.cul^ 
ture created by the Christian people. But be cautious, Sons of Israelt 
Our victory is near, because our political and economic power and in¬ 
fluence upon the masses are in rapid progress. Wo buy up Govern¬ 
ment, loans and gold* and thereby we have controlling power over the 
world’s exchanges.

Dear Sir: On Feb. 3rd, 1968, I sent a letter to you enclosing 
a newspaper- clipping reproduction which seemed to me to be very 
anarchistic in tone, along with a letter to a friend telling of 
the brief examination which I made, seeming to confirm that some 
effort was being made - possibly by subversives - to degrade 
and contaminate the thinking and acting of the American Public. 

I am enclosing for your inspection a copy of the ’PROTOCOLS 
of the Learned Elders of Zion'. As I mentioned in the previous 
letter: the events of today match to an alarming degree the pro¬ 
gram apparently mapped out in the PROTOCOLS. This brings to my 
mind - I think, naturally - that Zionist Jews are really in 
bad position of #1 suspects. The Protocols say that practically 
all world-communications are under Jewish control, and that just 
about everything (or 100$) of news coming into USA must be ap¬ 
proved by those folks. I am still desperately uneasy, remember¬ 
ing that Germany's murder? of 6,000,000 Jews was publicised in 
this country - unamously, so far as I can recall - as entirely 
unprovoked by Jews who were guiltless, and the Germans and Hitler- 
included, were simply beasts looking for a scapegoat etc; and that 
Hitler was a fairy and^ pervert.(Although that progressive 
nation of 7$ ,000,000^. followed him eagerly.) This made no sense 
to me - there must have been great provocation - so I reasoned. 

So, our news must have been censored, and who would have done it 
with that kind of slant? Of course, our Jewish friends. — Mr. 
Hoover, I am one of those folks who believe that action - prompt 
action should be taken to stop the really guilty persons or who¬ 
ever is responsible for the present anarchy. -The Protocols 

look awfully close to the target In their information; so much so 
that - if I don’t get some better information rat hen quickly, then 
I’ll be forced by my conscience to do what I can to get every 
man woman and child in USA to study that document, and then fol¬ 
low their own judgement. This is why - in part - I am asking you 
to give to me whatever definite information you have on this sub¬ 
ject. I am rather sure that, if NEA is guilty of Communist or 
Zionist activities to sabotage the country, then all the other 
syndicates are also guilty by induction, since the innocent would 
turn in the guilty if they noticed such guilt (and they couldn’t 
help noticing it — they have their skilled readers)

■ I'm speaking with utter frankness to you Mr.‘Hoover, and hope that 
jail won't^J? the result: I don't belf^re that our President and 
high officials today are capable of doing a good job — they are 
not free to do so. Many, as you know, have some bad moments in 
their past, and can be blackmailed. The Supreme Court has made, 
some terribly bad decisions which liberated rotten literature and 
disruptive (to the police etc. law enforcement) legislation, un¬ 
der technicalities which ignored entirely the 'father function* 
so necessary of a great court toward its country. They are lost 
in crazy technicalities. All this stuff is outlined also in 
the protocols, and outlined as a way to degenerate the 'Goyims?, 
meaning Gentiles. Every miserable setup today is pointed out in 
that pamphlet: and even though some folks claim that it is a 
forgery, still, its items are coming right out to the least detail 
in most cases. 

I am a student of philosophy, religion, and psychology, 
through the practical disciplines of yoga over perhaps 26 years— 
trained under 1 an Eastern Master for 6 years (monk's training). 

Yet here am I ready to figljj.trin my own way) to try to end these 
villainies. What I immensesl^is the making of a serious mistake 
which will finally contribute to the killing of a lot of innocent 
people.

Cmmplaints 
to the Gity Manager, the chief of police and other dignitaries 
produced the unamimous verdict; "we must not do anything; it might 
start a race far. " This is what the policy of keeping the peace 
at any cost comes to. And yet, even I ^ don't want to see these 
folks killing each other - . But, it's getting wcasse. That little

You must know a;, great deal, and 
have some practical remedies for most of the present ills of 
society, and not be able to apply those remedies - you are not 
given the authority, unfortunately. I tell my sometimes angry 
(at me) friends that in our anarchic condition, ordinary politi- 
ciand do not function: what we need is a strong righteous,
